of one piece, aud which not only enlivens it, and creates

But though what has been now off ered might be allowed 

for a Satisfattory Anſwer in relation to a full Compen- 
lation for future Diſcoveries, there are yet\ a ſort of

But, $14 
all, T am ſo far from pretending to have committed ng 
Error herein, that all I will ſay, is, I am.not guilty of any 
wilful Miſtake. But as this Treatiſe would have;becr 
very lame and imperfett, if, amidſt the Sound of War, 
Thad not obſerved the Overtures niade from time to time 
of a Peace;, So I ſhoulBave been much more inexcuſable, 
if I ſhouls not have bet very particular concerning the 
laſt general Neootiation, in all the Paces made ti/kthe

Great Brizain has come, in any.reſpett,;ſhort ot other Countries in this 
Particular,this is a fufhcient Realon torit. But there were ather Cauſesaml 
Conſiderations, which.we ſhall a little conſider, before we go any farther,” 
Tho' tho Saxons made an entire Conqueſt of the beft and fruitfulleſt 
Part of Britain ;_yet/neither the moſt Northern Parts of the Ifland, poF- 
ſefſed by the P1#s and $corsz nor the Southern, known fince by the Narnie 
of Cornwall; - much leſs the ancient Habitation'of the Brizains,' wrongfully 
called Wales, could they ſubdue in a long time; nor: the firſt, indeed, at 
all entirely. Add to this, That the Saxons themſelves had no leſs than 
Seven Dynaſties,, or petty Kingdoms, amongft themy known all togethet 
by the Heptarchy 3 which took them upy from their- firſt Landing unde 
Hengiſt, by Alliances, and the Power of their Arms;' not much leſs than 
400 Years, to-unite them into one Monarchy, which happen'd under K! 
Egbert, about the Year $800. But tho' this Conjunttion of Seven into One 
was very conliderable, and that now ſome grand Efforts might have been 
made for reducing the remaining, Parts ot the Iſland under' one Head jj 
the Danes, now a very Potent and Sea-taring People, in the very ſam 
King's Reign, invaded Britain z Retween whom, and the Engliſh,there we 
continual Wars, for the Space of 240 Years; and the former 10 far prevail 
ed, that Three of their Kings reigned fucceſhvely over England, for 26} 
Years, when the Government returned again into the Hand of the Eng4 
liſh : But it was fo weak and feeble,that in a ſhort time itfellinto the Hands 
ot Will, ſurnamed the Conqueror, and his Normans z "in whoſe Son's Reign, 
{ Henry T. by Name,) the Dukedom of Normandy was annexed to th 
Crown of England. This ſo con{iderable Acceſhon ot Strength upon the 
Continent came yet ſhort of a Compenſation for the ſtill remaining Dif 
jundtion of Scorland and !/ales from the reft of Britain, which the ſucceed 
ing 
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ing Kings little minded to effett.; For, tho" Zenry IT. was the greateſt 
King at this time in our Weſtzrn World, as being,betides K. of England and 
Duke of Normandy, by Inheritance Duke of Anjou, and by Marriage Duke 


" of Aquitain and Poidouz yet he was (© far from going thraug\-ftitch with 


his intended Conqueſt of Wales, or reducing Scotland,” that his chief Ain 
was upon the Conqueſt of Jreland; which, tho' a noble Deſign, andin'a 
very great Meaſure effetted, yet it was miſplaced, and. ſhould have tobe 
lowed the Reduttion of the other two, Yet what came to Henry uport 
the Continent, by Right of Inhericance, his Son King Fobn; and his Grand- 
ſon Henry 111. in a manner, totally loft. - But of all the Kings of England, 
to this Time, Edwgrd I. was the only Prince that ſeemed to have a right 
Notion of Extending his Dominions.z and therefore he never gave over, 
till what by fair and toul Means, with an Intermixture of Policy, he entire- 
ly united Wales to the Kingdom of England ; and made; in a manner by 
the ſame Methods, a perfect Conquett of Scorland; which nothing (hu- 
manely ſpeaking) but the Weaknels of his Succeſſor, oabſtrutted the Con- 
ſummation of. - So that henceforward all the Thoughts, of our Warlike 
Kings, were, the Recovery of that Right they alledged to have to the 
Kingdom of Fraycez whoſe Conqueſts there, if they had been as wiſely 
ſecured, as they were valiantly made, had added a muchgreater Glory to 
the Engliſh Name, than our Annals would otherwiſe admit of. . But thar 
which our Kings would not, or could not, add to their Dominions by Cons 
queſt, within the Itland it (elf, I mean the Scotch Kingdom, which always 
obftrufted the Progreſs of their Arms upon the Continent, at length felt 
in of it (elf in the Courle of Succeſſon; So that England, Scorland and Jre+ 
land were, in the Perſon of King Fames I. united underone Head. In the 
mean time one of our Neighbour-Nations was arrived to that Pitch of 
Greatneſs, and another of them in ſo growing a Poſture, that ſuch a Tripple 
Conjundtion leemed only ſcafonable upon this Account, in. that the ſame 

tended to our Safety. E'y 
But by what Methods theſe our Neighbouring-Nations have attained 
to that Greatneſs, it'will be necefſary to enquire into; And, firſt, we ſhall 
begin with Spain, which, upon the Declenfion of the Roman Empire, fell 
into, the Share of. the eſt-Gotbs, and other barbarous Nations, who for 
a Time laboured under the ſame Inconveniencies of a divided Dominion, 
as the Saxons did in Britain : But towards the Year 586, their Empire was 
arrived to the higheſt Pitch of Greatnels, as comprehending not anly the 
Neighbouring-Pravinces of France, and part of Mauritania in Africa, but 
allo all Spain, except afmall Part, pofſetied yet by the Romans, who held 
not that long neither. - From thence the Gothick Empire declined apace, 
and all fell into the Hands of the Saracens. But their Aﬀairs began to re- 
vive _ about the Year 726 and one Pelagius, who was ſaid to have 
been deſcended from the Race of the' Gothice Kings, prevailed mightily 
both againft the Moors and Saracens, as divers of his Succeffors did alſo. 
However, theſe turmviled Times gave Original to ſeveral Kingdoms 
within the Boundaries of Spain z For belides the Kingdom of Oviedo, or 
Leon, which were all one in Efett, there arole aliv ochers; as: thoſe of 
Ngvarre, Arragon and Caſtile, But all thete Kingdoms, which allo pn 
It 
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Chriftianity, were. tthited in the Perſoh of Sanus Major HI. whereby an 
Opportunity was given the Chriſtians to root out the Moors, now divided 
amongſt themſelves, and to reftore Spain to its ancient State ; Yet San#us,

Advantage in their Proceedings, till,' in a mannex;' all was united again,

much to do with the Moors within Spain, and ſuch mutual Jealoufics of orie 
another, that they could be able to do little any where Elſe under the No- 
tion of Conqueft. Things were at length brought to ſuch a paſs, that Spaire 
(to fay nothing of Portugal, and: the Kingdom of. the Moors in Granada) 
was reduced into Two Kingdoms only, to wit, Arragon and Caſtile ; and 
theſe again were united by the Marriage of Ferdinand, the Son of Foky IT. 
King of Aragon, whom his Father had declared King of Sicily, to abella, 


Siſter to Henry 1V. King of Caſtile. ' By this Conjunttion Spain became | 


mighty Fowerful;' And Ferdinand, after he had ſet his Aﬀairs in Order, 
began now to entertain great Thoughts : And well knowing it would be in 
vain to undertakeanyThing Abroad, while he had a powertal Enemy with- 
inthe Body of Spziz it (elf at his Door ; he undertook an Expedition againſt 
the Moors of: Granada, which coft him ſo much Time and Expence to con- 
quer, being no leſs than 10 Years engaged inthe Work, that he could, per- 
haps, have ſat down contented herewith, at leaft tor a tine, had not lome- 
thing elſe fallen in his way.

them, as not to be able to move elſewhere, thought to be before-hand with 
Ferdinand in the: Reduttion of the Kingdom of Naples; which the other, 
notwithftanding they gave him up Rovſelion in order atleaſt to let them 
proceed unmoletted, being not able to brook, it came toan open Rupture z 
And after divers Conflidts, Ferdinand<carried the Day,and with it the King- 
dom of Naples, to which, if we'add the Diſcovery of America, and the rich 
Minesthere about this time, and the. Kingdom of Navarre which Ferdinand 
poſſeſt himſelt. of upon the Pope's Excommunicating Fobn d' Albret, King 
of that Country, at: the other's Inftigation z we ſhall find this Monarchy 
grawn to a prodigious' Grandeur. In this State, Ferdinand left it to his 
Grandſon Charles, who being as well elected Emperor of Germany, as he 
was Hereditary King of Spaix, and withal a. very aRive Pjince z Tho' he

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did very great Things, whilft he held the Rains of Government ; yet it 
nay fill ſeem a-'Wonder he had not. dane much more. This was, indeed, an 
Age fruitful for ſeveral brave Princes, and here I cannot but admire the 
Wiſdom of God, that.this Charles V. who was ſo vaſtly Potent, ſhould have 
for his Cotemporaries a#arry VIII, in England, a Francs I. in France,:

been in Poſſeſſion of ; But' Francis having got his Liberty, diſclaimed the

| ing forced to confirm the Main of the ſaid Treaty, and left Charles at Liber- 


ty,to add to the Conqueſts his Grand-tather Ferdinand had made in Africa, 
of Bugia and Tripoli, that of Tunis and Golerta, to. which if we add the So- 
yereignty of Utrecht, of the Provinces of Over Iſe1,Geldren,Zutphen, Gronin- 
gben, &c. conſigned about this Time into his Hands, it muſt ſtill be allowed

pleat, as he thought, his great Work of attaining to an Univerſal Monarchy

on each fide, he ſent him Word, He would not ſtir from Bologn and Mon: 
ftreville, till he had made himſclf Maſter of them, which made Charles 
recoyl and clap up a Peace ; then he turned all his Thougjits upan the Rees 
du#tjon of the Proteſtants, and with them the Liberty of Germany z where- 
in, tho' he went a great length, yet he wasat laſt ſv batfled by Maurice, E- 
leator of Saxony, at inſpruck, that he was glad to make a Peace with them 
alld; So that now being diffdent of ever attaining, his Ends, and wearied 
with the Toils cf Empire, and the Infirmiry of his Body, he reſigned up the 
Empire to his Brother.

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vened, and as Politick as this Prince ſeemed to be, thoſe very Methods he 
rook to attain ſtill to his defired Ends of Supream . Sovereignty, by intro- 
ducing the Inquiſition, and an Arbitrary Power into the Netherlands, and 
his Attempts to reduce the Kingdom of England under his Power, proved 
ES very Things that ruined his Empire, and gave Riſe to that State, 


of Munſter, in 1648. has proved the greateſt Support of that Remain- 
der of the Monarchy till continuing in the Netherlands, againſt her grow- 
ing Neighbours, of any in the World. We might here aſſign other Reaſons 
for the Cadency of Spain, as the bloody Inquiſition, the Depopulating of 
the Country, by the Diſcovery of the Weſt-Indies, &c, But waving this at 
preſent, we ſhall enquire a little diftinaly into the French Proceedings up- 
on the ſaid Account, and take in ſomewhat of other Nations, as they occur 
to our Purpoſe, before we come to draw the whole into a Concluſion. 

The Ancieat Galiiz, which was of very extenſive Bounds, but fubdivided 
into divers petty Kingdoms or Dynaſties; as, indeed, the State of the In- 
fant World ſeemed every-where to be ſo, fell under the Yoak of the Roman 
Empire, under the Condutt of Fulizs Ceſar, and continued under the (aid 

ominion, till thar vaſt Monarchy began to totter, and then was one of 
firſt of thoſe Countries that felt the Rage of thoſe barbarous Nations, the 
Goths and Huns, but moſt of all, the Franks out of Germany, who, about the 
Year 424, beginning to break in upon it, did by degrees make themſelves 
Maſters of the greateſt part of it, and withal changed the old Name of 
Gaul into that of France, The firſt Race of their Kings were valiant and 
brave Princes, but ſome of them'being too much taken up with the pre- 
valent Humour'of rhoſe Times, made tuch a Diviſion of the Kingdom; as 
they had Number of Sons to govern them ; But being united again, this 
Merovingian Family, now at length ſtrangely degenerating from their an- 
cient Valour, gave way. to the Rite of the Carolovinian Race in the Perſon 
of Pepin, and was lo called from the Famous Charles Martel Mayor of the 
Palace in the laft King's Reign, and Father to this Pepin, who proved a 
Warlike Prince, and did great Feats in 7zaly againſt the Lombards. He was 
ſucceeded by his Son Charles, ſurnamed the Great, who extended the French 
Monarchy beyond the Bounds even of the ancient Galia: For he made him- 
{elf in a Manner Lord of all Jtaly, by the entire Conqueſt he made of the 
Kingdom of the Lombards, and overcame the Saxons, and ſubdued Germany, 
beat the Sclavontans, Danes and Huns, routed the Saracens, and reduced 
Spain as far as the River Jberw, under his Obedience, and at Rome was pro- 
claimed Emperor of the Weſt : And, in Truth, he was the greateſt Prince 
that ever was in this Part of the World, fince the Difſolution of the Roman 
Empire z and had his Succeffors been as Wile and Valiant as he, and pur- 
ſued the Steps he took,1 cannot ſee anyThing that could have hindred them 
in the Revolution of a few Years, from ereGting an Empire as extenſive arid 
formidable, as that of old Rome it ſelf. But Charlzs his Succefſors falling, in- 
to the Error of their Predeceflors, disjoined the Empire of Germany'froiti 
the Kingdom of France, and part of their Dominions being invaded. and

Many of the Outworks were taken with a great Slaughter on 
both tides, but they were ſtill ſupplied with new Retrenchments, 
and them made by all the Art and Induſtry of a reſolute Captain, 
and brave Soldiers within, It happened that about the.middle 
of Aug. as the Prince was expoting himſelf upon all Occations to 
carry on the Siege, he received a Musket Shot in his Arm at

to.,the Relief of Maeſtricht : Upon whoſe Approach it was 
2 in a Council of War, that the Siege ſhould be raiſed, 
with, which the Campagne ended.in the Dutch and Spaniſh 
Provinces. 

However, to counterbalance. this Diſappointment in ſome 
meaſure, and to revive the Hopes of the Allies, that the Forces 
of Germany would henceforward be vigorous, and gain ſome 
conſiderable Advantages over the French, Philipsburg was this 
Year, about the latter End of Sept. ſurrendred up to the Impe- 
rial Army for want of Provilions, having been blocked up and 
belieged from the Beginning of Fune : And this indeed hap- 
pened as much againſt rhe common Opinian and Expettation, 
as the contrary Event did in the Siege of Maeſtrichr. 

The Afairs of Denmark and Brandenburg proſpered all this 
white againſt Swede, who was in Alliance with France, and that 
with much Advantage in moſt of the Sieges and Encounters 
that paſſed b2tween them this Summer, and the firſt part of 
the ſucceeding \\ inter ; So that the Swedes leemed to be loling 
apace all that they had been ſo long in i offelſion of in Germany z 
But the Imperial Forces, tho” joined with thole of the ſeveral 
Princes upon the Upper &bine, had tor all that made but little 
Yrogreſs in their deligned Conqueſts there, ard were forc'd 
to leck their old \Winter-Quarters upon the German ſide of the 
River, which was noleÞs a true and indiſputed Deciiion of the 
ſmall Succels of this Campagne, than it was a powertul Motive 
to incline ſome of the Confederates to think more ſerioully of a 
Peace; and particularly the Dutch, who began now to grow 
very impatient after it, eſpecially in that they found France 
would make no great Difhculty in g:anting them any thing in 
Conteſt between them, ſeeing they privately made Offers by 
their :miſſaries, elpecially at Amſterdam, of ſuch a Reglement 
of Commerce as they themſelves could wiſh for, the Reſtitu- 
tion of Maeſtrickt, and all the Satisfattion imaginable to the

/, In the mean time the Dutch's Pulſe beat high for a Peace, 
notwithſtanding the joint Efforts of the Prince of Orange; 'the 
.Penſionary F agel, &c. at Home, to ftaye it off in the-preſent 
. Circymftances of it ; and the former's Endeavours, by the In- 
;tervention of Sir William Temple, to enter into ſuch a Counfi-

Ally the King of Sweden was of the lame Mind ; And ſeeivg he 
could have-no free Correſpondence with-that King, he pray'd 
his Britenvich Majeſty to inform himſelf of his Intentions ; not 
doubting but he was luthceatly perſwaded, of. the lincepe _

potentiary, who' was the moſt forward of any for a Peace, yet 
reſented it to that degree, thathhe (aid openly, the French were 
to be commended,who never negletted any thing of Importance, 
nor ſo much as Amuſement 3 That France had given her Blow, 
and would now hinder the Allies to give theirs z That rhe Re- 
ſerveof Swedews Conſent would be always a ſure Pretence of 
ftaving off the Propofitions of a Truce, if the Allies ſhould ac- 
cept it 5 That this it ſelf could not be done, becauſe Flanders 
would be left ſo open, as to be eafily ſwallowed up by the next 
Invaſion, having wow no Frontier on either fide z That the 
'Towns now pofſefs?d by France would in the time of 'a Truce 
grow abſolutely French, and ſo be the harder to be reſtored by 
a Peace, or a War ; That for his part,he defired toſee the Peace 
conduded, contrary to the Politicks of Monſieur Van Benning- 
bam, and the other Miniſtets of the Allies in England; aftrm- 
ing always, That notwithftanding all their Intelh;gences and 
Intriguez there, he'was we'l affured, That the King of Eng 
land would not enter into the War to ſave the laſt Town an 
Flanders. 1n purſuance of this Confidence of his, he made all 
the Paces imaginable to compleat the Work, and ſuch as were 
thought by ſome to be forwarder than his Commilſhon, atid very 
itl concerted with thoſe of his Allies : So that, abourthe be- 
inning of the Month of Fuly, all Points were adjuſted between 
the French and Dutch; and Monſieur Beverning began to play 
the part of ſomething more than a Mediator, preffing' on his 
Allies towards a Peace in a fomewhat rough manner, tho” but 
with very ſmall effett ; for there was little more done of any 
moment towards it rhe reſt of this Summer, ſave the Meflages 
that were carried to and fro about the Buſines of the Duke of 
4Ioram, whole Caule the whole Body of the Allies: intereſted 
*themfelves in & far, as to preſs for an Anſwer tothis Pretenfiers 
delivered in by Prefident Canon, But the French finding now, 
that their former Exception, of his wanting a Miniſter "at the 
Congreſs, would not do, raiſed another to ſtave of the fote- 
laid Inſtances, and declared, They could Five no Anſwer about 
Lortain, till the Biſhop of Stra5hurg's Agents were received b 
the Alles. Upon this, the Emperor made an invinoble Dif- 
ficutty, declaring, He would never treat with a Vaſſal of his 
own, and in theſe Conferences about Lorrain, the French Em- 
aors began to infinuate tothe Mediators, That their _=_

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ſter never intended that Matter to be treated as a Principal, 
but only as an Acceffary to the Treaty z As they did alſo ſhew 
themſelves poſitive in having full SatisfaQion.and Reftitation 
made to the Swedes, before they would condude the Peace. It 
was believed, fince it was much diſcourſed of, that there was a 
new Alliance entred into between thoſe two Crowns at Paris 3 
and that it was by Concert between them, that this Artenite 
was given by the Swedes to the Congreſs. Neither was there 
any Deciſive Attion in the courſe of the reft of this Campagne; 
which was ended in Flanders by a (ucce(sleſs Attempt made by 
the Prince of 0range to furprize Charleroy. And if, on the Ger- 
man ſide, the French thought they bad the Advantage by taking 
of Fribourg in 006, this Year, by a Feint of the Mareſchal de 
Crequi, betore the Duke of Lorrain could come up to relieve it; 
the City of Stetin's falling into the Hands of the Duke of Bran» 
denhurg this ſame Month, after a moſt vigorous Reſiftance of 
its Garriſon, left the Scales even as they were before between 
the two Leagues. | 
.. The Campagne. being ended as aforeſaid, the Prince of 
Orange, Who had long delired to take a i'our into England, and 
had to that purpoſe, the Fune before, ſent Montieur Bentink 
over, to make way with the King for ſuch a Journey (whaat 
length granted him leave, tho* with grear Indifferency, and 
Dithculty enough) did, upon the gth of 0496. Land at Har 
wich, and rid 1 oft from thence to New-Marker, where the 
Caurt then was, and where he induftriouſly declined to enter 
upon any Conferences about the Peace or War, as being Ie 
ſolved firſt to ſee the Young Princeſs z which made the King, 
to-bymour him, leave that place ſooner by fome Days than he 
deſigned, The Prince, upon his Arrival in Town, had to 
ſooner ſet ſight on that Incomparable Princeſs, our late Sove- 


reign Lady, but he was ſo pleaſed with her Perſon, and all thoſe 


Signs, of ſuch an Humour as had been before deſcribed unto 
him, that he immediately made his Suit both to the King aud 
Duke, - which was very well received and afſented to ; but: u 
Candition, That the Terms of the Peace abroad might be firft 
d on between them ;z which, after many 'Conteitations on 


both ſides, the Prince would. ne'er agree to, faying, The World 


wauld believe he had* made that Match for bimſelf at their Coſt; 
and that he would never ſacrifice bis Honour 10 bis Love, He 
grewat laſt to be ſo ſullen upon the matter, that he defired a 
Friendto tell the Kivg, That he deſigned to ſtay but two Days 
longer in England, if things continued ſtill on the- ſame Foat;z 


That jt ted him he had ever come over z And that the 
_Kipg, muſt chooſe how they were to live hereatter, for he was 


ſure zt; muſt be either like the greateſt Friends or the greateſt 
nemies.. - This ſo wrought upon the King, who au the fame 
time expreſled the great Opinuan he had ot che Prince's Bong- 
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| ſy, that he ordered Sir William Temple the Meſſenger, to go 


immediately to carry him the News, That he ſhould have bis 
Wife, Accordingly the Match was declared that Evening at 
the Committee, before any other in Court knew any thing of- 
it, The Marriage was 00 ſooner conſurnmated, but they very 
quickly fell into Debate upon the Terms of the Peace, and had: 
various Diſcourſes of the Ambition of. Fraxce, the Neceſlity of 
a good Frontier 10 Flanders ; and it was at laſt agreed upen 
theſe Terms; That all ſhould be reſtored by France to the Em- 
peror and Empire that had been taken ih the War, the Datchy 
of Lorrain to that Puke, and all on both fides between France 
and Holland; and to Spain, the Towns of Aeth, Oudenard, Cour- 
tray , Tournay, Conde, Valenciennes, St. Gillaine, and Bince 5 
That the Prince ſhould endeavour: to procure the Conſent ot 
Spain, and the King that of France > To this Purpoſe he was to 
diſpatch away a Perion immediately over with the Propoſition, 
who ſhould be inſtrutted-to enter into- no Reaſonings upon it, 
but demand a poſitive Anſwer in Two Days, and then forth- 
with return ; and my Lord Dures, a Favourite of the Duke's, 
was at laſt the Perſon pitched upon and ſenr. But he after the 
Delivery of his Meſſage, was prevailed with to ſtay longer than 
his time; and, after all, came away without any poſitive An- 
{wer, From which manner of Procedure we may diſcover foul 
Prevarication ſomewhere z and ſo the Buſineſs came to be drawn 
out-into ſo many Meſſages and Returns from France, that at: 
laſt it dwindled into nothing z eſpecially, afrer the Departure 
of the Prince for Zolland, who had ſpirited the Vigour of the 

whole Reſolution z which Departure happened to be with his 
Princels on the 21ſt of Nov. However the News of the Match 

had got to Nimeguen ſome time before; and if the Confederates 
did before this begin to hope more than ever, that it would 
not be long before England declared in their Favours, they 
wade no doubt of it now. But it had quite another Efte& in 

Holland, eſpecially at Amſterdam, where the French Emiſſaries 
found the Secret of raiting Jealouties of the Meaſures taken de- 
tween the King and I'rince upon this new Alliance, as dange- 

rous to the Liberty of their Country ; and to make it there 

believed, that by the Match the King and Duke had wholly 

brought over the Prince into their Intereſt and Sentiments, 

whereas the Prince went, indeed, away pofſefs'd of having 
drawn them into his; tho' they were all equally miſtaken. Bug 
how different ſoever their A pprehentions abroad might be of 
Things, the King in England quite receded from his Engage- 
ments to the Prince, of entring into the War with all the Con- 

tederates, in caſe of no direct and immediate Anſwer from 

France upon the Terms of the Peace z and contented himfelf 
to ſend Mr. Thyme over into Holland with a Draught of an 

Alliance to be made with the Dutch, in erder to force o_

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1678, and Spin into a Compliance with the Propolitions agreed 
WV MB, and to conſign the ſame- into the Hands of Mr. Ayde, 
then at the Hague, which was done, and the Treaty Signed 

on the 16th of Fax. tho* not without. great- Difficulties, and 

much Diflatisfattion on the part of the Prince of Orange, who 

was yet, covered in it by the private Conſent of the Spaniſh 
Minifter there in behalf of his Maſter ; ſo that the War could 

not break out bat upon France, in cafe of their Refuſal. And

and” daily more and more diſpoſed towards a Peace; the News 

that came at this time of the French's taking from them the 

land of Tobago, with all the Veſſels that were'in that Port, as 

well as their Ammunition in the Fort there, beſides the Death 

of Binks,: Admiral of Zealand, and the utter Ruine of that Co- 

lony, did no leſs ſenſibly affett them. But what was a more for- 

midable Blow than all the reft, was the vaſt Progreſs of the 

French Army this Spring in the Spaniſh Netherlands, where they 

carried all before them, without any Oppoſition in whatever 

they attempted : For, towards the end of Feb, the French King, 
marching at the Head of his Army, and carrying the Queen 

and Ladies to Metz, ſeemed to threaten either 1utzemburg, Ne 

mur, or Mons : But having drawn the Spaniſh Forces that way, 

all on a ſadden, and to the no leſs Surprize of the French them- 

ſelves thanof the Confederates, he croſſed rhe Countries, and 

Ghent be- inſo much haſte, that by the 4th of March he ſat down before 
liep'd and Ghent, which, by his Orders, had been inveſted the 1ſt of the 
taken, ſame Month ; and notwithſtanding the Beheged cut down their 
Dikes, and drowned part of the Country, yet in a few Days 

both Town and Cittadel too were carried; and the Town of 

Tpre run the ſame Fate before the end of the Month, tho' the 
Garrifon made a gallant Reſiſtance.

The Day after the Signing of this Peace, came over the Ra- 
tification of the late Treaty between the King and States, with 
Orders to Sir Will. Temple, ta proceed forthwith to ſee- the 
Exchange of them, which he did accordingly ; tho* after the 
Counter-pace made by the Diſpatul ſent by De Croſs, and the 
Conſequences of it, the ſame ſeemed now as unneceſſary av'it 
had been at firft unreſolved at the Engliſh Court,and unexpected 
by the Dutch, who many of them now were as unſatished with 
the Peace, and eſpecially with the Precipitation of Monſeur 
Beverning to Sign it upon the ſudden Offer of the French Mini- 
ſters to evacuate the Towns, and before he had acquainted the 
States with it, and received new Orders thereupon z as the ge- 
nerality of that Nation were weary of the War; but the Thing 
was done, and after ſome Conteftation,-the City of Amſterdam 
d:claring her Approbation of it,” the reſt of the rovinces came 
ſoon to acquiefce alſo in the fame,. But while theſe Matters 
were tranſatted in the Cabinet, there was a Work of another

Army to be ſtronger than that of 1he Prince ; Bat the Prince for all 2 
thac, and in ſpight of many Diſadvantages from an Army drawn 3 
ſo !uddenly together, ſo haſty a March as that of the Datch,and } 
Poſts taken with ſo muci1 Force, and Fortified with ſo much In- 
duſtry, did upon Sunday the 17th of Aug. in the Morning, De- 
campt With his 0wa and the Confelerate Armies from Soignes, 
marvhed towards Aoches, and from thence relolved to a— 
COWar 
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towards the Enzmy, whoſe Right Wing, was Poſted at the Abby 
of St. Denny, and the left at MamoySt. Pierre with ſuch ad- 
vantige- of Situation, that they were almoſt thought unaccetſi« 
ble; for, beſides thz Woods there was only a Precipice led ro 
them, and that by narrow Paths. About 12 the Cannon begaa 
to play upon St. Denny, and the Prince went to Dinner in thc 
open Field, juſt as the Duke of Monmouth arrived in the Cam! ; 
when Dinner was ended, the Battalions under th2 direttioa of 
Count alleck began to att on the tide of the Abby, and about 
3 in the Afrernoon made their Atcack, . the Prince himſelf being 
there preſeat, and that with extraordinary Bravery, all the 
Regiments of his Left Wing ſeconding one another in excellent 
Order. In the mean time the Spaniſb Troups under the Come 
mand of the Duke de Villa #ermoſz, acted on the tide of Chaſtear, 
being afſhiſted by the Prince's Guards, who had the Van, and te 
Engliſh and Scors Troops, Commanded by the brave Earl of 
Ofſory.' 1 he Attion laſted from 3 in the Afternoon till g at Night, 
during which, the Prince rid toward Chaſteau, where the Diſpute 
was likewiſe very ſharp, tlie Guards behaving themſelves with 
extraordinary Vigour, and the Earl of Offory with his Troops 
doing Wonders ; The Prince himſelf was Ingage1 among the 
foremoſt of the French, who on ſuch an occatwon were not well 
to be diftinguiſh2d from the Contederate Troops, and Mon« 
fienr 0verkirt ſhot a French Commander, who attackt his Highs 
neſs. At lalt, after a great Slaughter on both tids, the Cons 
tederates remained Maiters of St, Dennis Abby, having thought 
fit to quic the Poſt ar Chaſteau,: by reaſon of the great difficulty 
they tound to ſecond their Attacks on that tide. The Duke of 
Luxembwyg fnling how things went on his tide, thought ficto 
Retire in the Night, leaving his Dead, many Wounded, . his 
Tents, &c, behind him ; and the Prince next Moraing went to 
view the Cimp the Enemy had Abandoned, taking up Tom 
ters at the Abby of St. Dennjs, where the Duke of Luxemburg 
lad had his the Day before z But Advice of Signing of the Peace 
coming to th2 Prince next Morning trom the Stat2s, hindred 
the proſecution of this Advantage, which very probably might 
have been as much Glorious to him in the Contequencezas it was 
Honourable at the preſeat, according to the Confelhion of a 
brave Enemy that was in the Battle, who ſaid, That be efteemed 
#his the only Heroick Aftion tba bad been done in the whole Courſe 
or Progreſs of the War, | 
The Prince ſent to give the Duke of Laxemburg notice of the 
Peace, wha thereupon delired an Interview with him, which 
was agreed ta; and all things paſt with great Civilitizs on hoth 
ſides, the French crowding about a Young Prince tnat had made 
lo much noiſe in the World, and but the Day before givea Life 
and Vigour to ſuch a deſperate Attion, as all Mea eftezmed 
this Battle gs St, Permato be ; yet many Refieftions were male 
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8. upon it both by his Friends and Enemies; ſome ſaying, That he 
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knew the Peace was Signed before the Fight began, (but thac, if 
it were true, could not Prejudice him, fince he was not obliged 
to take notice of it, till he received Advice from the States,) ad 
that it was t00 greas 4 venture both to bimſelf, and the States, and 
200 great 4 Sacrifice #0 bis own Honour, ſince it could be to no other 
Advantage ; others laid the blame upon the Marque(s de Granaz

bat this was an ancertain Report; However, the Prince cou 
not have ended the War —_ Glory, and with more 
fpight to ſee ſuch a mighty 10n wrefſted out of his Hands by 
the ſudden and unexpetted Signing of the Peace, which he had 
afſured himſelf the States would not'have conſented to! without 
the Spaniards. But the Buſineſs was done, and therefore he

Things being brought to this deſperate paſs between them, 
without any viſible Hopes of a better Underſtanding, the 
Thoughts of the Court now began to think of a Prorogation 
or Diflolution z and the Commons were, it ſeems, aware of it;

A 3d was an Enquiry into Firr-Harris his Butineſs: And the 
4th was to proſecute the Popiſh Lords jn the Tower, But this 
was more Work by a great deal, than'the ftinr:d Opportunity 
k, of 4 Days would admir a Diſpatch of, However, upon Frid.y 
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Ys the 25th of Mar. after that the Hovie had been ome time aps 
y on the Debate of Fitz-A4r71s's Concern x and that one of. the 


FM Members had reported, That he remembred that one #nþerr 
having confels'd, he tad fired the City 'of London ; and that 
fu honſe then nitting, having reſolved thereupon to examine 
im, they were prevented by his being hanged next Morning 
> before they met ; And that there baving been alſoa Detign tg 
try the Lords in the, Tower, by way of Indictment, the tzoule 
had prevented the ſame: by exhibiting general impeachments * 
againſt:them with that;Succebs, that the Lords were never try- 
ed upon Indiftments,.and the Judges had given their Opirtion, 
they could 'not 5 This. mored them that fame Day, to order an 
Impeachment agaiaht: Firg-Harris ; and appointed Sir Lionel 
Fevktins tocarry it up tatbe Houſe of Lords, who at firft retu- 
ltdit, ſaying, :Tbat bis being. ſent upon tha Meſſage, reflected up-, 
on the King bis Maſter, and les them do what 1bzy wou!d, he would 
29889. But ſeveral ot the Members having, moved therenpon 
to-cail hum to the Bar pt the Houle ; and divers others in their 
Speeches. aggravating highly his Otfence, he at laft rtlented, 
and carried the Impeachment to the Houle of Lords, but the 
Lords threw it out z At which the Commons next Day, which 
was Samrdgy the 26th,' were 10 ncttied, [that they ran very 
(Fi their Debates: upon it, ripping up ſcvcral ſharp Things 
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againſt the Lords Proceedings herein ; So that at laſt' it was 
moved, "That if any Judge, Juſtice, 'or- Jury proceeded” upon 
Fitz-Harris, and that' he were- found guilty, that the Houſe 
would declare them -guilty of his Murder, and Betrayers of 
the Rights of the Commons of Zngland. ''To this it was add- 
ed, upon the Motion of Sir William Fones, or that any inferiour 
Court ſhould proceed, &r. which was: paſſed-; But what little 
Notice was taken hereof, you may hear by and by. The Houſe 
hereupon adjourned to Mondagy Morning, March 27. when the 
King coming ſuddenly and unexpettly into'the Houſe of Peers, 
diflolved the Parliament, -and immediately took Coach, and 
made as hard as he could for Windſor, leaving both Houſes in 
a grand Amazement; and the City of Oxford in an Hubbub, 
Sir William Fones in his juſt and modeſt Vindication of this, and 
the laft Parliament at Weſtminſter, lays, The Peers as Oxford 
were wholly ignorans of the Council, and that they never thought 
of 4 Diſſolurion, till they' beard the ſame pronounced, Yet it is 
obſervable, that the Dutcheſs of Mazarine publiſhed the News 
at St, Fames's many Hours before the - fame was'done. But if 
the Nation, as well as the Parliament and City of 0xford, were 
amazed at this Diſſolution, and the Manner thereof, they were 
no leſs {0 with the King's Declaration that followed z the Sub- 
ſtance whereof was, The Diſlatisfattion of the' King, at the 
Proceedings of the 2 laſt Weſtminſter Parliaments, in giving 
him'no ſuitable Return, to/ſupport the Alliances he had made 
for thei.general Peace of Chriftendom ;-nor- for the further 
Examination into-the Plot ; nor yet for -the Preſervation of 
Tangier ; He ſhewed a mighty Concern at their Votes againſt 
any Body's lending -him Money upon the Revenues 3 and that 
the Prolecution of -Dilſenters, was a Grievance to the Subjett, 
by which he ſaid, They aſſumed to themſelves a Power of ſul- 
pending Laws, But, as Mr. Coke obſerves well, the Commons 
in that did nothing but what they might do, as well as in any 
other Law they tound by Experience'to be grievous to the Sub- 
ject, and mutt have doneo, in order to-the Repealing of- them. 
And if the Matter had been really ſb, as the Declaratiar ins 
tended, the Crime had ſurely been ſomewhat the leſs'in 'the 
Commons ; if his Majcfty had contidered, ' that himſelf had 
twice before done the ſame Thing by his Declarationsof ſndul- 
gence,. tho* to a contrary End to what the Commons intended, 
That theſe Things had cauſed 'him to: diffolve them, and af 
{emble another at Oxford, wha till purſuing the ſame Methods 
in the Buſineſs of the Excluſion of the Duke of Tork z which 
he could by no Means give way to, tho he was willing to ad- 
mit of any other Expedient, whereby the Eftabliſhed Religion 
might be preſerved, (tho' he never propounded anyy) And 
the 2 Houles imbroiling themſelves 'in the Butingſs 'of Fire» 
Harris, 0 as they were put out of Capacity of —_ 
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other Affairs, had:cauſed' him to put an End to that Parliament x685. 
alſo. But that, however, notwithſtanding the Malice of ill WW 


Men to per[wadethe PeGple, that he intended to lay afide the- 
uſe of Parliametitsy he declared, 'That.no Irregularity in Par- 
lament ſhould make him out of love' with them, and'that he 
was reſolved to have frequent Parliaments, and.in the Inter- 
vals would uſe his utmoſt Endeavours to extirpate Popety, and 
redreſs the Grievances of his Subjetts, © But how welll/he kept 
his Word in reſpe to frequent Parliaments, or redrefling his 
Peoples Grievances in near 4 Years time he lived after, is ſo 
notoriouſly known to the contrary, that "there needs no Proof” 
of it, I'll ay nothing in this place of the Invalidity of his De- 
claration in it ſelf, fince the Matter has been conteſted ; But 
the Gentleman whoſe Name was to it, and who thought him- 
ſelf ſo much injured, when it was taken -notice of, that it bore 
f0 other Authority but his, would” have done well to have 
made appear to the World, that the Broad-Seal was affix'd to 
it, which hitherto he has nor done. But be this as it will, tho" 
the King did not communicate this Declaration to the Council 
till Friday the $th of Apr. yet the foreſaid Author, Sir W. F. 
fays, M. Barillon, the French Embaſſador, read it upon the 5th 
of Aprit before, and demanded of a Gentleman there his Opi- 
nion of it 3 which M. Barillon might the better remember, be- 
cauſe of the great Liberty the Gentleman took to ridicule ir to 
his Face. 

But to return to Firz-#arris, whom we left in the Tower 3 
the poor Man was kept there for 10 Weeks together fo cloſe 
a Priſoner, that neither his Wite, nor any other, were per- 
mitred to come at him, (whereas the Popiſh Lords, impeach- 
ed in Parliament, had the Liberty of the Tower, and for a- 
ny Man to vifit them and then there was an Indiftment of 
High Treaſon formed againſt him, for contriving a certain 
Writing, called, The r7ue Ergliſh Man z and fo on the laſt Day 
of April he was Arraigned at the King's Bench-Bar : But his Wife, 
in the mean time, having ſome toretizht of her Husband's Tri- 
al, had gone to Council, and had a Plea drawn to the Juriſdi- 
Qtion of the Court ; To which the Attorney General demwrred, 
and Fitz-Harris's. Council pined in the Demurrer ; then time 
was given them to the Saturday following to maintain the ſaid 
Plea by Argument, which was done accordingly ; and that be- 
ing ended, the Lord Chiet Juſtice declared, The Court would 
take time to conſider” before they gave in their Judgment z 
which they did on the Wedneſday following, being rhe 11th of 
May,when three of the Judges, to wit, the Chief Juſtice, and the 
- Judges, Fones and Raymond, were of Opinion, That the Plea 
« was luthcient, But juſtice Dolbin was doubttul; And fo the 
Plea was over-ruled, and the Priſoner was ordered to plead ; 

which he did, and the I rial put off till Fuxe 9g, when he was 
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1681, found Guilty of High-Treaſon, witzont.any Benefit had/at all 
WW NJ of the Impeachment of the Houſe of C@mmons. But its pitty 
ſme of theſe Judges had not been hanged for their Pains, as 
Trefilian was in the: Reign of /Richardthe Secand, How-ver, to 
colour the matter 'yet-@ little, and that the Court mit frill 
make a feint, which, wag their laſt, vf proſecuting the Vopiſh 
Plot in the right Courle of -u 3 Oliver: Plunker was, Fune 1, in 
Trinity Term tried-for High-Treaſon at the Kmgs Bru 2 Bar, 
for that he was made-Primate of Jrejand- by toe Pc, ar the 
French King's Recommendation ; that upon that account he ha» 
ving engaged to do that King all the. Service that lay in his 
Power, he had attually levied among his Popiſh Clergy, great 
Sums of Money, therewith to intrbduce the . French Lominion 
into that Kingdom, and exterminate rhe Proteftants, for which 
he was found guilty, on the 1ft of Fuly following, and was, to- 
gether with Edward Fitz-Harris, executed at Tyburn; And 
now the ſacrihcing, of this. one Man, and a Primate of freland, 
hath attoned for all the rcft of the Sins of the Papiſts, and th 
are wholly left at liberty toting, a Requiem for themſelves, an 
to proſecute their Revenge againſt thoſe who had in any thin 
appear'd zealous for rhe true Intereſt .of rheir Country, a 
Stephen col. ag1i0f rheic evil Machinations, The firſt that felt the Weight 
ledge Try'd, of their Indignation, was one Stephen Colledge, commonly 
known by the Name of The Proteſtant Foyner, a mean Man, but 
a great Talker againſt the Popiſh Plot; againſt whom an In» 
dietment of High-Trealon was exhibited to rhe Grand jury, 
whereot Mr. Wilmore was Fore-man z Burt this Indidtment would 
not godown; For the Grand Jury returned an /gnoramas u 
ic, for which Wilmore was apprehended, and examined betore 
the Council Aug. 16, and ſent to the "Tower, and was after- 
ward forced to tly his Country. But tho' the Detign thus miſ- 
carried in London, yet the arty would not be diſcouraged, and 
ſo they laid a new Scene againft Colledge at Oxford, where they 
hoped to hnd 4 more plyable Grand Jury; And to make (ure 
that the Bill might not niicarry, the King,'s Council had pre- 
pared Witneſſes at the /.,.1zes to peſt thither,, and were them- 
{clves privately ſhut up with the Jury till they had found the 
Bill, which was a moſt unjuſtinable and mtolerable Practice, 
But becauſe they would ſeem to allow the poor Man all the Li- 
berty and Advantage imaginable for his. vwn Defence, tho' 
they kept him as cloſe in the Tower as they did Fitz-Zaris; 
yet they allow'd him one IFeſt for his Sdlicitor z but it was on- 
Iy with an intent to betray kim. For as ſoon as the Bill was 
found againft him, one Murrel a Goaler, and Sawel a Meſlen- 
ger were dilpatch'd to bring him to his Trialz Who, after 
they lad taken him out of Priſon,ran bim into an Houſe, and by 
order of the King's Council, took from him al his Inttruttions 
for bis Detence, which were carried to them, as well to diſable 
hm 
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s2inft him by ſome "way he was not provided for to plead for WW 
p: f 


mſelf, I will not enter into a further detail of this way 0 
Procedure, but certainly it was the moſt barbarous and illegal, 
I think, that ever was heard of; and the whole was nothing 
Elſe but a Combination of the _ ſudges, (whereof Sir Francs 
North was Chief, 'and the Mouth of the Court) King's Coun- 
cil, Jury and Evidence, as may be ſeen at large in Sir Fob! 
Hawmles's Learned Obſervations upon his Trial ; Yet after al!, 
the Man under theſe ſevere Circamftances, was not wanting 
to himſelf, but toutly made his Defence, and perhaps (as the 
faid Learned Perſon obſerves) the beft Defence, all Circom- 
ſtances confider'd, that ever Man made for his Life. But had 
he defended himſelf with the Tongue of Men and Angels, it had 
ayaited him nothing z For it was a matter relolyed upon, and 
he muſt die; and ſo he was Aug. 18. found guilty of High- 
Treaſon, and on the 31ſt of the ſame Month, executed accord- 
ingly. * + 
' Theſame Deſigns, as againſt Col-d4ge, were formed againſt

Slaves 3 and he was upon the ſaid trivial Account, found guilty 
of High-Treaſon, as you may read at large in the Earl's Caſe ; 
and indeed its worth any honeſt Mans reading; but T would not 
curtail it here, and to inſert it at large, would not be conſiſtent 
with the preſent Delign.

You have heard before, how that after the Concluſion of 
the Peace of Nimeguen, the French ſtill continued their Pre- 
tenſions to ſome Places both in Flanders, and on the Rhine 
Conceraing which latt, we have already given you the Memo- 
rial of the Emperor to the Dyet of Ratisbone, and their Reſult 
thereupon. Now there was no City on that fide ſo much a- 
larm'd from time to time, as Strasburg; and of this there were 
frequent Accounts given, even in the publick News of thoſe 
days ; But the French, the more to amuſe them this Year, dil- 
poſed of their Troops in that order, that, it was but Sept. 13 
that they wrote from that City, that they were very eafic in 
thoſe Parts, the French Troops being gone into their Winter 
Quarters; and that it was likely tobe ſo with them, fince the 
French King's Dcſigns were towards Jtaly; tho' at the ſame 
time they could not but take notice of the great Magazines that

Day, the Governour ynderftanding the. Betiegers would in 4 
'ew Days be re-inforced with the afore-mentioned Detach» 
ment, defired another Parley; wherein, after a little-Con- 
teſtation, the Terms were agreed on, and the Town attually 
put into the Germans Hands on the 12th. Now, it the Im- 
perialifts valued themſelves much upon [the Advantages 
that - would accrue to them by the Taking in of Z'pertes, 
the Conſequences of it, perhaps; exceeded far -their own 
Expettations ; For, beſides, Tokay, Potock,. Cnorg," and divers 


other Places, which quickly fell into their Hands, . the Ci-. 


ty of Caſchaw was allo taken by General Caprara z Agria 
bombarded by the Baron de Merci 3. and all the Country 
round it ravaged and deftroyed ; and then the Troop 
went into their Winter-Quarters, the Bounds whereot they 
had conſiderably enlarged in that part of Aungary this Camt- 
Paign. ' 

I have nothing'to {ay concerning the Feats of the Poles this 
Seaſon, unleſs it be, that they did {uffer their Provinces ut 
Podliz, &C. to be ravaged by the Tarrars; came themiclve; 
lxre int the Field, not under the- Condutt of the firm,

But-the Venetians made far better Work of it; for, after 
conſiderable Preparations made, and divers Cunſultations had, 
at length the Captain-General Fr.mciſco Moroſini, confidering, 
the vaſt Importance of Coron, could he take-it for the Uſe of 
the Republick, ſer fail in the Month of Fuy, for that Place ; 
But: ſcarce had the Venetians approached the Place, when a 
great Body of Turks. came down from the Country, and - took 
their Lodgments within: Piftol-ſhot of the Chriſtians 3 which 
wonderfully animated - the Befjeged, who. were alrcady . 0 
themſelves ſuthciently bent to make an obſtinate Retiftance, 
eſpecially conſidering the Advantages they had by the ſteep 
and dithcult Situation of the Town, 'the Abundance of Proyi- 
fon and Ammunition they were ſtored with, belides their own 
Strength and Number, :which was very contiderable :: And, 
indeed, to ſay-the Truth of them, the. Beheged, and: Turks 
without, atted tor ; the Preſervation of the Place,. whatefer 
might be. expected txom deſperate and brave Men. . They at- 
tempted ſeveral times to become Maſters of a Bonnet, which 
commanded the Yenerian Camp, burt.thcy were ftill repuiled, 
though it retarded the Behezers, and. was an Hindrance tor 
them to carry on: their Works: Then the General iprang, a 
Mine, wherein were Jan. 109 - Barret -ob Powder, which was 
perform'd on the 24th of Fuly; but it had not the. defired 
Effect; quite conerdry to ths Hopes of the Succels of this 
Work, which ſo- encouraged the Turks, that they broke . into 
the Venetian Lines:to gain their detired Ovject, che tore-men- 
tioned Bonner ;- Yer, when they thong ht:themiclves ſecure of 
it, the General poured un upon them/a good Body of Horſe 
and Dragoons, which :inj; teconded! by: the Maltefe | orces, 
atrack'd them at the very Entrance of. the Bonnet, - with 0 
much Reſolution and. Valuur tor the Space of 3 Hours, during 
whicit. time the Combarte yery obſtinately lafted ; that at laſt 
the Venetian. Forces teplanted rhcir White, Colours upon the 

Face; the Turks that were driven trom it end-avouring, to 
ſhelter themſelves under the Covert ot the adjacent Trees, 
but. that Place was quickly made too lot 10 hold them allo. 
They loft in the whole of their Number 40, and had as ma 
ny wounded; but the Venerians had norabore 129 killed and 
wounded in all on their tide; and even to ſweeten that Loſs 
they got by the Action leveral rich Spoils z; and, among{t other 
Things, 17 Standards, - When they returned into thei 
Trenches, they expoſed 130 Turks Heads ro the View of tht 
Behieged, thinking thereby to terrihe them itito a Surrender; 
ut, tor all this, they continued nothing lefs vatinage in the 

Deten« 
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Defence of the : Place 3. which. provoked the! Venerians, on the 
other hand, to give them more terrible Effects of their Reſo- 
' Jution and Power, by the moſt furious Diſcharge of their Can- 
nons, 'Bombs, and Stones, upon them z while at the fame time, 
which'was Fuly 30, the Turks rallied again after. their Flight, 
their Str being conſiderably augmented by a-great Num- 
ber of Soldiers they had drawn: together from al} Parts of the 
Morea, and by the Forces of the Captain-Baſha, and attempted 
a'ſecond' times with greater Fury than before, to throw them- 
ſelves- into the Venetian Trenches; yet they were bravely re- 
patſed, and encountred with.a Shower of; Musket.ſhot and 
Granagoecs, fo that they. were forced not only to retreat, but 


" were -purſued by Col. Bianchli's. Regiments, with 200 Dra+ 


goons, to: their own' Retrenchments, with-the Loſs of 405 
Men; -which was ſo much the more heighened, /in 'that a Can- 
non-Baſl took off X 411 Baſha, Vifier Commander General of 
the 0:tomgn Army. However, all theſe, Diſadvantages would 
not abate the Turkiſb Pride, and bring themoto yield ; for they 
knew ſtill where to be recruited with freſh Troops, andomit- 
ted not daily to difturb the Veneriays. in. their Trenches ; 
Which Obftinacy of the Turks, together with the Venerians, 
being in this manner from withit and without much harrafſed 
with continual Attien, greatly lefſened their Numbers ; © 
that the General ſaw plainly there was no lingring on the Mat- 
ter, but that either he muft make ſome bold Attempt, or draw 


off; Whereforg, having firſt ruminated it in himielf, he then 


propoſed 'the Deſign to a Council of War; which was, to 
adventure to force the Enemies Camp z and which, perhaps, 
contrary to his ExpeQation, was approved of by them ; Herc- 
upon, he. drew out of the Gallies 1500 Voluntiers, who, un- 
der the Command of Lieutenant-General Magnani, landed a- 
bout Midnight z and next Day, being Aug. 7, 1200 of them 
filed off to the Left of the Enemies Rerrenchments by the 
Entrance of a Valley, the reft of them at the ſame time mo- 
ving to the Right, while ſome other Troops were held in a 
Readineſs'to fotlow their Motibris, and give them ſpeedy Suc- 
cour, -as*Neceffity required,' iv order to favour and promote 
the Deſign. 

The Twilight of the next Morning being come, 2 Barrels 
of Powder were fired as a Signal, which was immediately fol- 
lowed with a Diſcharge of all the Cannon, and-furious Salvo's 
of all the Musketeers, with a continual hiring both on the Front 
and Hank of the Enemies Camp; which brisk and unexpetted 
Aſſault; put the 7urks into very great Diforder,and the for ward- 
eft of them began to flinch and give back, wichout being able 
to be heartried up by the Example of the moſt uadaunted, cr 
Commands of their- Officers 3 So that the Yenerians finding 
ſuck: weak Reſiftzace, they tell on. with the. greater Fury, ; nd 
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made a great Slaughter among the Turks, ſcarce any eſcaping 
their Swords, and'all this with little Loſs to themſelves. They 
found alſo in the Turks Camp, arvery tich Booty of Artillery, 
Arms, Ammunition and Proviſion, with about. 300 Harles, 
Tents, Standards, and 6 Braſs Guns, 3 whereof. were marked 
with St. Mgrk of Venice, beſides the Imperial Standard adorned 


- with 3 Horſe-Tails. The Venerians, after ſo fortunate an Ad- 
: venture, finding'themſelves free from the great Obftacles of 


the Twhks that were encamped without the Walls, . and now Ma- 
ſters of the Field, were big with Hopes of ſoon putting the 
Beſjeged out of all Thoughts of further Defence z:wherefore 
they prepared for a general Afﬀault, and for that. End {prung 
a Mine, whoſe Effett was to bring-them to an Attack, which 


laſted for 3 Hours together,” the Betieged withſtanding them 


Coron taken, 


with incredible Valour and Oppoſition, fatal to a great; many 
Noble Venerians and Valiant Soldiers, who perilbed there; 
This contiderable Loſs gave a few Moments breathing to the 
Attack ; but the Courage wherewith they fell on afreſh,*made 
the Beſieged ſee it high rime to think of a Capitulation, which 
they made a Sign of, by hanging out a White Standard upon 
the Ramparts; whereupon Arms. were laid down, '1n order tv 
regulate the Articles ; But this was only an Artifice of Turkiſh 
Perfidy, tomake a fegned ſhewof Rendition, with a real De- 
ſign to procure aigreater Loſs-to the. Beſfjegers, by a brisk and 
unexpected Sally z which fo incenfed-the Venerians, that. they 
took a trmer Refolution' than everz/t0-put an gnd to the/Sicge, 
which had: alrzady- continued 49 'Daysz wirefore, having 
firſt (wept the 'Ramparts with their Shot, they bravely mount- 
ed the Walls, and entred the Town, where heing, heated, as 


they were with the Baſenels of the/Enemy, and the' Aflault 


thev were now engaged in, they made a dreadful Slaughter of 
al} the Inhabitants, Without diſtinttion either of Age or Sex. 
Thev tound in the Place 12$ Fieces of Cannon, whereqf 66 
"were Brat, betides a great Quantity of Animunitionand.Pro-

- This Work being now at laſt happily accompliſhed by the 
Captain-General, after he had ftaid 1o long at Coron, till the 
Yortifications were (6 far repaired, as to make the Place de- 
tenlivic, le refolved to do all he coutd to encourage the Peo- 
ple of the Province of Marra, in the Diſpoſition they appear'd 
to be, to caſt off the Ortoman Yoak: And, to that. Purpole, 
tent the Mainots, who came in to bim upon the Taking of Co- 
r7ou, with fome other Troops, to attack Z4r7234; one of the 
ſtrongeſt of the 23 Fortreſles built by the Turks, fince the Can 
4im War, tokeep thoſe People in awe. And ſome-Days after, 
Laving cauled the Army to embark, -the- whole: Fleet fer ' fail 
f,om Coron, and the next Day arrived at Chitie, about 5:Males 
trom Z4a1141t, where they were joined by. the Ships 4hat. had 
of 
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off Board the Saxon” Troops, conſifting, of 2000 Men; and 
from whence the FVter failed towards Calamats, near which 
Place the Forces landed again. However, , all theſe Motions 
could not be managed with that Expedition and. Secrefie, but 
that the Captain Baſha having notice thereof, he diſpatched 
aſhoar what Men he could, out of the Turkiſh Gallies, which he 
left at Napoli di Romania, ſecuring the Port with great Chains 3 

d, being joined by a great Body of Horſe and Foot, march- 
<q towards CaJamara, to keep the. Mainores from revolting to 
the Venetians. This" the Captaig-General had no ſooner No- 
tice of, but he ſerſt*an Officer to the Garriſon of Zarnara, to 
let them know, that if they did not immediately ſurrender the 
Place, they muſt 'expett to be treated” ih the ſame Manner they 
of Coron had been ; Whereupon the Garriſon deſired that 
they might ſend to the Captain Baſha, to acquaint him with 
the Condition'they were in, which was granted, But the Of- 


ficer fot returning at the time appointed, they gave up the ' 


Place on the 11th of Sepr. the Men marching away with Bag 
and Baggage ; yet the Aga, who commanded them, fearing, 
he ſhould be ill created by the Captain Baſha, ſtaid in the Ve- 
netian Camp, towards which the Baſha waz now advanced, at 
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the Head of 10000 Men, with a Reſblution to fight the Chri- ' 


ftians ; which the Captain-General Morofini did not decline on 
his part. For he marched towards the Enemy, feigning at the 
lame time to make a Deſcent, te give them a Divertion ia ſome 
other Place z For which Purpoſe he had cauſed fome Troops 
to embark, and commanded the Fleet to keep along the Coaſt. 
'F he Venertians, who came up with ths Enemy on the 14th, 
were drawn up in” Battalia by General Degenfeel, on an ad- 
vantageous Ground; 'The Turks, on the other tide, having put 
themielyes mto a Poſture to receive them, their Horſe fell im- 
mediately upon the Veperians Lefr Wing, while a great Body 
of «their Foot at the ſame time alvanced towards their Rigat, 
at the Head of which was the'Prince of Bruyſwick, but they 
found ſo brave a Reſiſtance; that they were forced to retire; 
yet they preſently after returned, and charged a ſecond time 
with greater Fury than before. The Fight was maintained 
with great Courage and Reſolution on both fides for a time, 
till at laft the Turks being no longer able to keep rheir Grownd, 
tell into Diſorder, and toon after diſperſed and fled, leaving 
a great Number of their Mn flain bchind them, and the Gar- 
rilon of Calamare to fire the Magazine, and abandon the Place, 
which the Vererians immediately took Poffethon of ; as they 
did foon after of Porgo Vitulo, which the Mainores took for 
them ; Of Chielifa, a ftrong Fortrets not far from the other, 
Place, and Paſſevana; whereby the Republic: became pot- 
(c}>'d of the whole Province of Mayns, whereof the C2ptain- 
Loneral made Seignior 1 972n;0 Venicr Governuur z and io Llori 
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1685. ouſly ended this Campaign. And I ſhall end this Year with 
WV faking Notice, that it was fatal to the Liberty of the Re- 
formed Gallican Church, the Editts of Nants and Niſmes be- 

ing utterly revoked by another of the 22th of 0. and thoſe 

made [null and "finite, which were looked upon irrevocable 

and perpetual z the Conſequence whereof all the World has 


ſeen and heard, and therefore I ſhall ſay. nothing of it in this 


place. 


1686, We have left England laſt with the King's Diſſolving his 
WAY WV Parliament, now it is time to ſee a little how he carried him- 
ſelf. His Brother had laid the Foundation of making a Par- 
liament Felo 42 ſe, by heftoring and making Bargains with Cor- 
poraninns, to give up their Charters, and take new ones 
rom him ; wherein he reſerved a Power, that if they did not 
return ſuch Members as pleaſed him, he would reſume the 
Charters he granted them, and herein he made a great Pro- 
grels : But his Keeper and Attorney-General refuſed to grant 
Patents to ſuch poor Corporations, as could not pay their Fees, 
at length the Keeper having kickt up his Heels latt Year, and 
Fefferies advanced to be Lord Chancellor, and the Attorney 
tarned our, with another put into his Place that would with 
greater Charity perform the Othce z thele Remora's ta. the 
King's Deſigns were removed zYet there was another Pace to be 
made ſtill, which was to make the Judges in IVeſtminſter-Zall 
to murder the Common Law, as well as the King and his Bro- 
ther deligned to murder the Parliament by it ielf. To this 
End his good Majeſty, before, he would make any Judges, 
would enter into a Bargain with them, that, they ſhould de+ 
elare the King's Power of diſpenſing with the Penal Laws and 
Teits, made againſt Recuſants out of Parhament ; However, 
3t was ſaid, the King ſtumbled at the Threſhold, tor nn 
wich Sir Thomas Fones, who had deſerved lo well in Mr. Corni/ 
his Tryal and others; he boggrd very much at it, ſaying plain- 
ly, hecould not doit 3 to which the King anſwered, He would 
ave Twelve Judges of bis Opinion ; and Sir Thomas replied; He 
might have 12 Fudges of bis Opinion, bat woul| frarce find Twelve 
Lawyers to be ſo, But for all this the King went on, and would 
Zin his Point in favour of Diffenters, at leaſtwile, as to the 
zaining his Prerogative in I/eſtminſter-Zall; and when he 
thought he had gone pretty far that way, he granted a Com- 
miſſion of Ecclcuaſtical Aﬀairs, which yet was not opened till 
the 3d of Aug. though it bad been Sealed ſome Months be- 
fore. But at laſt out it came z and, whereas 1 hare never yet

his Troops to oppoſe thofe of the Grand Viſter,"and abbut 7 
Regiments of Horſe, with fome few Hungarizhs, tomake'thead 
againſt the Detachment upon the Hills, who entertained the 
Cbriſtians with ſeveral Vollies of their Cannon 3 and the"Ja- 
nizaries made 4o furious a Fire upon them,: that the Zwnge- 
Zians and Croats, who had the Van-gnard,'telt-into diſorder, 
Upon this, the Regiment of Taffe- advancing; came' timely to 
their Aſfiſtance, and, with the Help of the other Horſe, for- 
ced the Enemy-headlong down 'the Hill, with '{o 'great Fury 
and Slaughter, that near 300 of the Janizarics'were' flain up- 
on the Spot ; and the reſt chole rather to'retire tpwards the 
Bridge of Zfjeck, than rejoin 'their main Army. | The' Ger- 
mans brought back with theny $ Picces of Cannonz"about 30 
Colours and Standards, with ncar 3c Priſoners, - and, perhaps, 
a more vigorous Attion was never performed by Horie: alone, 
with thoſe Diladvantages of Ground and Numbet. * Having 
thus xegained their firtt Pott, and ſhortned their Purſuit of the 
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Enemy, for that did not know but that the main Body 
were en aged, the Hills ſeparating them from the - Sight of 
what patſed on the Left, 'They found the Grand Vigier had 
drawn up his whole Army in the Plain, to which the Nuke of 
Lorain oppoſed his, but that they both ftood'at a reſpectful 
Diſtance from one another : However now, after this viftori- 
ous little Body of Horſe had rejoined the Right Wing of the 
Clyiftians, the Turks began to make ſeveral Motions, which 
ſhewed more their Uneaſineſs and Irreſolution, than any De- 
ſign they had to attack the Chriſtians.; and, having by d 
withdrawn all' thejr Infantry to the Foot of their own Hills, 
the Right Wing of the Imperialifts received Orders to ad- 
ratice towards ſome Bodies of Horſe that approached to them ; 
But proportionably, as the Germans advanced, the others 
withdrew, till finding themſctves/at the Foot of the Hill, and 
ſeeing that the Chriſtrans Right Wing had by much out-march- 
ed the reſt of the Army, they charged a ſmall Body of Han- 
garians on the Left, who yielding before them, had like to 
have laid open the German Flank, and wrought ſome Diſor- 
der ; Yet by the Firmneſs of the German Troops, and Condutt 
of their Otficers, who immediately froated jome Squadrons 
that way, and covered their Flank, the Turks retired ; the 
Chriſtians at the fame time, it being already late, having Or- 
ders to withdraw, and return into their Lines, which they did

tified; with that, on the 234d they made an Aﬀault upon the 
Caſtle; the Detachment which was appointed for that Service, 
mongted the Breach, tho” defended by the Turks with great 
Obſtinacy, whoſe Retrenchments - they forced, and all their 
other.

© fiderable Proteſtants then at Court can teſtifiez and ſo can

© he deſpaired of being able to do any good, and therefore 
* would not engage. Sometime after cane the firſt News of the

* thing which has been undertaken theſe thouſand years, or 
* perhaps ever, could not be effe&cd without Vertucs hardly to 
* be imagined till ſeen nearer hand. Upoa the firſt thought of 
* his coming I laid hold of the opportuaity to preſs the King to 
* do ſeveral things which TI would haye had done ſooner; the 
* chiefof which were to reſtore MagdslenCalleze, and all other

© cur the Adminiſtration of good and impartial Juſtice, upon 

* which Mens Lives, Liberties, Honours and Eſtates do d 

*thoſe Evil Counſellors have ſubje&ed thefe ro an Arbitrary 
* 2nd Deſpotick Power : In the moſt important Aﬀairs, they 
© have ſtudicd to diſcover before-hand the Opinions of the 
* Judges; and have turned our ſuch as they found would nor 
* contorm themſelves to their Intentions, and have put others 
"*;n their Places, of whom they were more affured, without 
© having any regard to their Abilities : And they have not 
© ſtuck to raiſe even profeſſed Papiſts ro the Courts of Judi- 
© cature, notwithſtanding their pa by Law, and that 
© no Regard is Cue to any Sentences flowing from them, 
© They have carried this ſo far, as to deprive ſuch Judges,who, 
*in common Adminiſtration of Juſtice, fhewed that they 
* were governed by their Conſciences, and not by the Dire&- 
© jons which the others gayerhem, By which it is apparent, 
© that they deſign to render themſelves the Abſolute Maſters 
© of the Lives, Honcurs and Eſtates of the SubjeRts, of whar 
©Rank or Dignity ſoever they may be z 'and that without Ha- 
© ying any Regard either to the Equity of the Cauſe, or tothe 
© Conſciences of the Judges, whom they will have to ſubmic 
*;n all things to their own VVill and Pleaſure; hoping by ſuch 
© Ways to intimidate thoſe who are in Employment, asalſq 
© ſuch others, as they ſhall think fir, to put in the roomof thoſe 
* whom they have turned out ; and to make them ſee what 
© they mult look ter, it they ſhould at any time act in' the 
© leaſt contrary to their good liking; and that no Failingsin 
© that kind are pardoned 1n atiy Perion whatſoever. A great 
* deal of Blood has been hed in many Places of the Kingdom, 
© by Judges governed by thoſe Evil Counſel!crs, againſt all the 
* Rules ard Forms of Law, without ſo much as ſyffering the

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* XII. They have alſo, by putting the Adminiſtration of WY 


© Civil Juſticeinthe Hands of Papiſts, brought all che Mat- 
© ters of. Civil: Juſtice into great Uncertaintiesz . with kow 
* much Exacrnels and Juſtice | oma theſe Sentences may have 
© been given. For fincethe Laws of the Land do not only 
* exclude” Papiſts from all Places of Judicature, bur have 
b — under an Incapacity; none are bound t9 acknows 
© ledge orto obey their Judgments, and all Sentences given 
© by:themare-null2nd void of themſelves : $9. that all Per- 
* ſons who have beencaſt in Trials before ſuchPopiſh Judges; 
* mayjuſtly-look on their pretended Sentences, as having no 
* more Force than the Sentences of any private-and unautho- 
* rized Perſon. whatſoever, So deplorable is che Caſe of the 
* Subjects, who are obliged ,co anſwer to ſuch Judges, that 
muſt in-all things ſtick ro the Rules which are ſer them by 
thoſe Evil Counſellors, who as they raiſed.them up to 
thoſe EmploymEnts, ſo can turn them our ar Pleaſure; and 
who can never be eſteetued lawful Judges ; ſo that all 
their Senrefices are in the Conſtruction of the Law, of no 
Force and Ethcacy. They have Jikewiſe diſpoſed of all 
M ilicary. Employments, but haye in particular provided, 
that" chey ſhould be diſarm'd; yet they, in contempt of 
theſe Laws, have not only armed the Papiſts, bur havelike- 
wiſe raiſed thetn up to the greateſt Military Truft, both by 
Sea and Land, and: that Strangers as well as Natives, and 
Iriſh as well as Engliſh, that ſo by thoſe means, having 
rendred themſelycs Maſters buth of the Aﬀairs of the 
Church, ofthe Government of the Nation, and of the 
Courts of Juſtice, and ſubjcted them all to a Deſporick 
and Arbitrary Power, they might be in a capacity to main- 
rain and execnre their wicked Deſigns, by the Affiſtance of 
the Army,. and thereby to cnſlave the Nation. 
* XiIl. The Diſmal Effes of this Subverſion of the Eſta- 
blithed: Religiov, Laws and Liberties in England, appear 
more evidently to us, by what we ſee done in Trelandy 
where the whole Government is put in the Hands of Papiſts, 
and where all the Proteſtant Inhabitants are under the daily 
Fears of what may be juſtly apprehended from the Arbi- 
trary Power. which is ſct up therez which has made great 
numbers of them leave that Kingdom, and abandon their 
* Eſtates int it, remembring well that cruel and bloody Mal- 
* facre which fell out in that Iſland in the Year 1541. 

* XIV. Thoſe Evil! Counſellors have alſo prevailed wit}: 
* the King to declare in Scotland, That he 1s cloathed with Ab- 
© ſolute Power, and that all the Subjefts are bound fo Obey him 
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LL . 
XV. *© Thoſe great. and-inſufferable- Oppreffions,| and the 
© open Contempt of all Law, together with the Apprehen- 
© fions of the fad Conſequences that muſt certainly follow 
© uponit, have put the Subjetts. nnder great and: zull Fears 3 
© and have made them look after La wful Remedirs as; are al- 
© low'd of in all Nations ;z yet all has been without effe@. 
* And thoſe Evil Counſellors have endeavoured to: make all 
* Men apprehend the Loſs of their Lives, Liberties, Honours, 
* and Efſta.es, if they ſhould go about to preſerve them- 
© ſelves from this Oppreſſion, by . Petition, Repreſentations, 
© or other Means Authorized by Law- Thus did they pro- 
© ceed with the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and the other 
* Biſhops, 'who having oftered a moſt Humble Petition to 
* theKing, in Terms full of Reſpe&, and not exceeding the 
* Number limited by Law, in which they ſet fotth, in ſhort, 
© the Reaſons for which they could not obey that- Order, 
% which, by the Inſtigation of thoſe Evil. Counſellors, was 
* ſeat them, requiring them to appoint their Clergy to read 
* in their Churches the Declaration. for Liberty of Conſcience, 
* were ſent to Priſon, and afterwards brought to a Trial, as if 
* they had been guilty of ſome enormous Crime. They were 
* not only obliged to defend themſelves in that purſuit, but 
* to appear before profeſſed Papiſts, who had not taken the 
* Teſt, and- by conſequence were Men whoſe Intereſt led 
* them to condemn them 3 and the Judges that gave their 
* Opinions in their Fayours, were thereupon turned out. 
* XVI. And yet it cannot be pretended, that any Kings, 
* howgreat ſoever their Power has been, and how Arbitrary 
© and Deſpotick ſoever they have been in the Exerciſe of ir, 
* have ever reckoned it a Crime for their SabjeRs tocome in 
* all Submiſſion and ReſpeR, and in a duenumber, / not ex- 
* ceeding the Limits of the Law, and repreſent to them the 
© Reafons that made it impoſſible for them to obey their Or- 
* ders. Thoſe Evil Counſellors have alſo treated a Pcer of 
* the Realm as a Criminal, ovly becauſe he ſaid, That the 
* Subjetts were not bound to obey the Orders of « Papiſh Fuſtice 
* of Peace; though it's Evident, that they being by Law ren- 
© dred incapable of all ſuch Truſts, no regard is due to theit 
* Orders. This being the Security which the People have by 
* the Law for their Lives, Libertics and Eſtates, that they arc 
* not to be ſubjefted te the Arbitrary Proceedings of Papiſts, 
* that are cottrary to Law, put into any Employments Civil 
* or Military. : 
* XVIE. Both we our ſclves, and our deareſt and moſt 
* emirely Beloved Conmnfort the Princeſs, have endeavoured to - 
4 Hgnific, ; 
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* ſignifie, in Terms full of R 
* deepRepret which all theſe ings have given us z and 
6 in Comphanc with His Majefty's Deſires fignified to us, We 
© dechared both by Word of Mouth, to his Envoy, and in 
* Writing, what our Thoughts were, rouching the Repealing 
* of the Feſt and Penal Laws ; which we did in fuch a man- 
* ner, we hop'd we had propoſed an Expedient, by 
' which the Peace of thoſe Kingdoms, and a happy Apgree- 
* ment among the Subjefts of all-Ferſwaſions, mighthave been 
* ſettled; but thoſe Evil Counſellors have put tuch ill Con- 
* ſtruious on theſe our good Intentions, that they have en- 
* deayoured to alienate the King more and more from us ; as 
© if we had defigned to difturb the Quiet and Happineſs of 
* the Kingdom. 

XVIII. The laſt and great Remedy for all theſe Evils, is 
* the Calling of a Parkiament, for ſecuring the Nation againſt 
* thoſe evil Praftices of thoſe wicked Counſellors; but this 
* could not be yet compaſſed, nor can be eafily brought about. 
* For thoſe Men apprehending, that a Lawful Parliament 
* being once Aﬀembled, they would be brought to an Ac+ 
* count for all their open Violations of Law, and for their 
* Plots and Confpiracics againſt the Proreſtant Religion, and 
© the Lives and Libertiesof the Subje&ts, rheg have endea» 
* vourcd under the ſpecious Pretence of Liberty of Conſcience, 
* firſt to ſaw Diviſions among Proteſtants, between thoſe of 
* che Church of England and Diflenters : The Deſizn being 
* laid ro engage Proteſtants, that are equally concerned ta 
* preſerve themſelves from Popiſh Oppreffion, into Mutual 
Quarrellin , that ſo by theſe, ſome Advantages may be 


* given to them to bring about their Deſigns ; and that both 
© 1n the EleRion of Members of Parliament, and afterwards 
* in the Parliament it ſclf. For they ſee well, that it all 
* Proteftznts could enter into a good uaderſtanding one with 
* another, and concur together 1a the preſerving of their Re- 
* ligion, it would not be poſſible for them to compats their 
« wicked Ends. They have alſo required all Perſons in the 
© ſeveral Counties of England, that cither were in any Em« 
© ployment, or were in any conſiderable Eſteem, to declare 
* before-hand, chat they would concur in the Repeal of the 
© Penal Laws; and that they would give their Voices in the 
© EleQions ro Parliament, only for ſuch as would concur in 
« it : Such as would not thus preingage themſelves, were 
© tutn'd outof all Employments ; and orhers whoentred inta 
« thoſe Engagements were put in their Places, many of them 
© bei Papiſts: And contrary to the Charters and Priviledges 
© of thoſe Boroughs that have a Right to fend Burgeſles to 
* Parliament, they have ordered ſach Regulationsto be made 
" as they thought fit and neceſſary, for afiuring therlelyes ot 
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© all the Members that are ro be choſen by thoſe Corpora- 
© tions; and by this means they, hope to avoid . that Puni- 
ſhment which they have deſerved ; tho' it is apparent, that 
all As made by Popiſh Magiſtrates are null and void of 
themſelves : So that nn Parliament can be Lawful, for which 
the Eleftions and Returns are made by Popiſh Magiſtrates, 
Sheriffs and Mayors of Towns ; and therefore as long as the 
Authority and Magiſtracy is in ſuch Hands, it is not poſ- 
fible ro have any Lawful Parliament, And tho', according 
to the Conſtitution of the Engliſh Government, and Imme- 
morial.Cuſtom, all Elefions of Parliament-Men ought ro 
be made with an entire Liberty, withont any ſortof Force, 
or therequiring the EleRors to chuſe ſuch Perſons as ſhall 
be named to them; and the Perfons thus freely EleQed, 
ought to give their Opinions treely, upon all Matters that 
are brought hefore them, having the Good of the Nation 
ever betore their Eyes, and following in all things the Di- 
Rates of their Conſcience z, yet nowthe People of England 
cannot expe a Remedy from a Free Parltament, Legally 
Called and Choſen. But they may perhaps ſee ore Called, 
in whichall Ele&ions will be carricd by Fraud er Force, and 
which will he compoſed of ſuch Perſons, of whom thoſe 
evil Counſellors hold themſelyes well aftured, in which all 
things will be carried on according to their Direction and In- 
tereſt, withour any regard to the Good or kappineſs of the 
$ Nation. Which may appear evidently from this, That the 
* ſame Perſons tried the Members of the laſt Parliament, to 
gain themto conſent to the Repeal of the Teſt and Penal 
* Laws, and procured that Parliament tobe diffolved, when 
* they found that they could not, neither by Promiſes nor 
* Threatnings, prevail with the Members to comply with 
© their wicked Defign, | 
* XIX. But, ro Crown all, there arc great and violent 
* Preſumptions, inducing us to believe, that thoſe Eyil Coun- 
© ſellors, in order to the carrying on their ill Deſigns, and to 
s the gaining to themſelves the more time for the effecting 
* of them, for the Encouragement of their Complices, and 
$* for the diſcouraging of all good Subjects, have publiſh'd, 
© That the Queen hath brought forth a Son ; tho' there have 
« appeared, both during the Queen's pretended Bigneſs, and 
$ inthe manner in which the Birth was nn ſo many 
$ juſt and viſible Grounds of Suſpicion, that not only we our 
# ſelyes, butallthe Good Subjects of this Kingdom, do vehe- 
* mently ſuſpect, That the pretended Prince of Wales. was not 
* brim by the Queen. And it was notoriouſly known to all the 
© World, that many both doubted of the Queen's Bigneſ;, 
5 and.ot the Birth of the Child, and yet there was not. any 
Re * cons 
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© one thing done to ſatisfie them, or pur anend to their 
© Doubts. : 

* XX. And fince Our deareſt and moſt entirely Beloved 

* Conſort the Princeſs, and likewiſe We Our Selyes, have (o 
*- preat an Incereſt in this Matter, and ſuch a Right as all.che 
* World knows, to the Succeſſion to the Crown : Since all 
© the Engliſh did in the Year 1572. when the States General 
© of the United Provinces were invaded with a moſt unjuſb 
* War,-uſe their utmoſt Endeavours to put an end to that 
* War, and that in Oppoſition to thoſe who were then in the 
* Government ; and by their ſo doing, they run the hazard of 
* loſing both the Favour of the Court, and their Employ- 
$ ments : And fince the Engliſh Nation has cyer teſtified a moſt 
© particular Aﬀe@ion and Eſteem, both to our deareſt Con« 
* fort the Princeſs, and to Our ſelves, We cannot excuſe our 
* ſelves from eſpouſing their Intereſt,in a Matrer of ſuch High 
* Conſequence : And for contributing all that hes in us, for 
* the maintaining both of the Proteſtant Relizion, and of the 
* Laws and Liberties of thoſe Kingdoms, and for the Secu- 
© ring to them the continual Enjoyment of all their juſt 
* Rights. To the doing of which, We are moſt carneſtly 
* ſollicited by a great many Lords, both Sipirityal and Tem-

* XXl. Therefore itis, That We have thought firto go 
© over to England, and to carry over with us a Force, ſufficient, 
* by the Bleſſing of God, to defend us from the Violeace of 
* thoſe Evil Counſellors. And We, being deſirous that our 
© Intentions in this might be rightly underſtood, have for this 
* end prepared this Declaration ; in which, as We have hi-

* L-ndn, ſome ſeeming Relief from their great E——_ 
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* hoping thereby toquiet the People,and to divert them from

* under the ſhelter of our Arms : They do alſo give out;That

$t. Gerraains the 6th of February lat by the Earl 

of Carlingford the Envoy in aur Conrt : by whom we beve under- 
Hoad the Condition your Majeſly is reduced to, and that you being 
deſerted after the landing of the Prince of Orange, by your Army, 
and even by the Domeſtich Servants, and by thoſe) you moſt confided 
in, and almoſt by all your Subjefts ; you have been forced by a 
ſadden flight to provide for your own ſafety, and to ſerch ſhelter and 
proteftton in France ;, laſtly, that you deſire Aſſiſtance from us 
for the+ recovering your Kingdoms : We do aſſure your Majeſty, 
that aſſun'as we beard of this ſevere Turn of Aﬀairs we were mo- 
ved at it, pot only with the common ſenſe of bumanity, but with

© The Confederate Army this Year” it Flanders was com 

manded by Prince Watdech, as that of France was by the. Ma- 
reſchal de Humieres, between whom there: paſſed very little 
of moment, till about the middle of Aug. when the Prince 
decamping frbm Fountain Eveque paſſed the Sambre, and fell 
into the” ies Country; and ring taken up his "Camp 
at Thit-Chateau, the French encamped ſo near him, that. the 
Out-guards were not above half an hours march from one 
anorher. The Mareſchal on the 25th hearing. that a great 
number of Dutch Horſe were out. a fofafing, attempted to 
Yurprize them; to which end he made a motion: with his 
whole Army, which ſome days before had been reinforced 
with 6000 Men. The Prince had no ſooner notice hereof, but 
he fired ſome Pieces of Cannon to' give his Foragers notice, 
as had been agreed upon before : However; that did nat pre- 

vent their being vigoroufly charged by the French, who took 
ſome of them, - and their Van-guard advancing attack'd the 
Villige of Forge, where 8:0 Foot were poſted tofecure- the 
Foragers, beittg commanded by the Engtiſh Colonel Hodges, 


Lieutenant Cofonel Goes, and rhe Major of the Regiment of 


Heſſe, who for 'abave 'two hours defentied themſelves gallant- 
Iy, but had been overpowered by multitude, had not -Roy 
Major General of the Cavalry, who was ſenr to bring back che 
Licutenant Generals Webbenum, Marleborough, and d Hubi, 
come with their Horſe timely to their ſuccour.. With that 
reinforcement they ryade a retreating Fight againſt the main 
of the whole French Army, that came pouring in upon them, 
till they came toz rifing Ground near Walcourt, where they 
joined a Battalion of £unembyrgers, which had been reinforced 
by another of Colonel Hales. The French attack'd the Town 
with great reſolution, which laſted an hour and an half; du- 
ring which time Prince Waldech ordered Lieutenant General

main at the Ele@or's and Confederates diſpoſal. ''In purſu- 
ance of theſe'Articles, there marched out of the Town' 38 
Horſe,''30- 7 and 4000 Foot, the Confederates all 
the while ſtanding'to their Arms in Battel-array ;'there came 
out 400 Germans, that took an Oath of Fidelity ts the Ele- 
Ror, who found $8 Pieces of Carinon, 2 Mortars with Stores 
proportionable, in the place, and of which he rtade Gene- 
ral Schoning Governour. And that every thing at this time 
might appear to concur for the cementing of the Germans 
among themſelves, the accommodation 'berween the King of 
Denmark and the Duke of Ho[eth Giftorp, which was like 
to imbroil-ſo very much the Aﬀairs of the North, was figned 
the 3oth of June, and Couriers 'diſpatch'd ſeveral ways to 
carry the News, and countermand the Soldiers that were up 
on their March. dt La 

Theſe things being thus ſucceſsfully, though lowly accom- 
pliſhed, there was a Siege of greater importance now in 
view,and that was of the City'of Mentz; we have lteadygi- ,,,.. 1.6. 
ven you an account of its falling the preceding year into'the ge4 by the 
hands of the French, and now we-ſhall enter updn the man- Confederates, 
ner of the Reduftion of it by the German Ariny, under the 
Command of the 'ever renowned and tamous Dirke of Lor- 
rain, who inthe Month of Fane arrived at Frankford, with 
20000 old Soldiers with him accuſtomed to ViRtory, and there 
held a Council of War in conjun@tion with the Elettor of $4- 
xony, and other confederare Commanders, where it was then 
whiſpered the Siege of Menty had been- reſolved on' ; But 
however it was, the place was not inveſted till Zuly 17, and + 
the Trenches not opened till the 22d, the Army as well 
conſiſting of Imperialiſts, as Saxons, Heſſians, and Bavarians. 
( which laſt, after they had left a conſiderable Force in the 
black Foreſt, marched 10000 ſtrong to the Siege) being 50009 
and upwards. It will be too tedious to enter upon every 
particular days Aion, and advance in the Siege , but in the 
general it was thus ; The frequent Sallies of the Beſieged, in 
2 little time ruined all the Works which the Beficgers had 
been raiſing for ſeveral days, and that was the reaſon that 
it was ſo long before the Batreries could be in a condition to 
make Breaches in the Walls, and the Works of the City ; 
On the 15th of Aug. the Befieged made a Sally at high 'noon, 
to the number of 2000, upon the Saxon's Quarters, and pre- 
fently overturned all before them ; but the Imperialits com- 
ing up to their Relief, there happened a moſt terrible ſlaugh- 
ter on both fides, rhe French loſing at leaſt 520 Men, bur the 
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Confederates a great many more- - Some few days after, they 
made three Sallies on one and the ſame day, and within two 
hours of one another; -in the two firſt whereof, they made 
great [laughter among the Befiegers, and cleared the Trench-. 
£35,.the third was made with 2000 Men, Drums beating, and 
Colours flying : now in regard the' Befiegers did not expe&t 
this.third Effort, they were ſomewhat ſurpri and rhe 
French at firſt killed near 609 of them, -nail'd Z; Pieces of 
Cannon, fill'd up the Trenches, and poſted their main Guard 
of Horſe in a place where the Befiegers bad! begue to opett 
their - Trenches ; but. at laſt the Imperialiſts having rallied, 
yigoroully repulſed the Enemy, who loſt a ward: of Men in 
the Attian.. | 

But for. all this great-Reſiſtance, the Beſiegers, by little 
and litzle, made themſelves Maſters of ;all/the- Out-poſts, 
where the Enemy had planted themſelves, and raiſed Bat- 
teries in g ſeyeral places, which they ſecured with good Re- 
doubts, from all which they began at once to play, Anz. 28. 
at the ſame time plying the Enemy with a vaſt number of 
Bombs. ..:It's incredivle- what a noiſe and a havock all this 
made together , while the Cannon opened a Breach, the Be- 
ſiegers advanced towards the Counterſcarp, blew up ſome 
Mines,. and made all things ready for a general Aſſaglt, Up- 
on. the 5th. of Sept. a Council of War was held, and the Aſ- 
ſaulrs beipg reſolved on the next day in 3 ſeveral Quarters, 
every thing was ſet to rights with all the care that an Aﬀair 
of ſo great moment required yz and accordingly on the 6th, 
by break of day, the Cannon began to play upon the Cit 
from the Batteries, and continued doing fo till 4 in the At- 
ternoon. . Then upon the throwing up of a Bomb, which 
was the,.Signal agreed on, the Aſſault began on the Saxon 
Quarter, ar whar time the Imperialiſts, Heſſcans, and Lunem- 
burgers tollowed 3 and having tought for 3 hours hike Mad- 
men, they made themſelves Maſters of the Gounterſcarp; 
while the French, who all this while fired very thick with 
their Cannon, killed a great. number of the Befiegers, and 
ſprung at the fame time 3 Mines, that buried ſeveral of the 
Heſſians. Oa the other fade, the imperialiſts lodged them- 
ſelves to the tumver of 11000 Foot, and 3000 Horſe upon 
the Eulwark, called Boniface, notwithſtanding the Fire and 
Smoak of their Bombs and Cannons, the Lunenburgers and 
Saxans fell on alſo with no leſs fury, and purſued the Enemy 
to thc very Gates of the City, killing all before them, and 
ſparing nobody. But now the Beficged finding all the Out- 
\works loft, wherein the ſtrength of the Place conſiſted, their 
ov: number much abated, and the Befiegers beginning to 
fill up the Moat in order to fform the Body of the Town, 


. they beat a Paricy, and deſired ro capitulatez and when all 


things 
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things were agreed on, they marchediout on the cith of Sept. 168g, 
in the Forenoon, with Drums beating, Colours flying, 6 -pic- 
ces of Cannon and. 2 Mortars, upon condition .they would xpyrz fir 
ſeave bchind them in the Town, all the Contributiang which readred, 
they had gathered: from the Inhabitants, and adjacent parts. 
The number of the Gariſon was found to be extreamly weak+ 
ned with this fevere Siege 3- but though there way. an abſo- 
late necefficy for the Germans to recover this City ,qut of 
the French hands, yet the winning of it coſt chem yery dear, 
ſome accounts reckoning their Loſs to have been. oo leſs than 
209000 Men, and among them ſeveral conſiderable. Officers. 

But this Account is by much too large, and therefgye the 
more modeſt Gomputation has been, that the Imperialiits 
oſt upwards of 6000 Men before the place, amongtt. whack 
are reckoned .4 Princes, and that the French Loſs was yery 
near $000, beſides wounded, not above 6000 marching out 
the Town; whereas it is known the Gariſon was about, 11000 
before the Siege:: but the Marqueſs d'Vzelles being uawillog 
to acknowledge the Viſtory was owing to the Courage and 
Gallantry of the Germans, gave. gut, that it was want of 
Fowder made him ſurrender. 

While the Contfederates were engaged in the Siege of Mentzy 
the French, who had before laid the Citics of Spire, Oppenbetm, 
Keidiſcum, and Worms, in aſhes, and ſoon after Frankendall, 
were not now 1dle, but continued their Diſorders in the Pala- 
rinate, burning and ſacking all along the Towns and Villages, The French 
from Heidelberg to Frankfort. They had reſolved to begin burning and 
with the Capital of the Palatinate, and to that ead the OT 
Mareſchal de Duras drew near it Avg. 4th with a conſidera» . 
ble Body, and the City bad been infallibly carried (tur there 
were then-but 500 Men in Garriſon within it ) if they had 
not met by chance with 10:0 Men of the Regiment of Wit- 
temberg, that were on their March to Benſheim; on the 5th 
the French fired very thick with their Cannon, from a Re- 
doubt called the Star, which had been demoliſhed, and poſ- 
ſeſt themſelves alſo of an Hill that lay behind the Caltle, 
with a Deſign to cut off 1000 Men that were coming to the 
Relief of the place; but they found a way to paſs the Nechar, 
and ſo got into the City. On the 6th they atrempted to 
ſtorm the place, but with ſo ill ſucceſs, thar they loſt 450 
Men, and then they retreated towards Phillipsburg : How- 
ever, they ſome time after attack'd Bruſchall, and atrer ſome 
Aſſauits catried it» But this Acquiſition was nothing in com- 
pariſon of the Loſs of Mentz, the Conſequences whereof 
they dreaded ; and therefore they were no ſooner informed 
of the Surrender of it, but they laid all the Country waſte 
about Mont- Rojal, as believing the Confederates would fir 
down next betore that place. They were not alſo gy 
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ſome Apptehenſions of Lxxembarg "it ſelf being in , | 
their burnibg St. Villa Marche, Baboigne, Salme, la Rach 
Darhj, and ſome other Villages in that Dutchy. 

The Eleftor of Brandenburg had no ſooner made himſelf 
Maſter of 'K2yſerwaert, than that he bent his Thoughts upon 
the Stege'of Bonne. But there happened ſeveral things that 
occafioned* the retarding of the Execution of it with any 
great Vigour, though he aRually inveſted it : For the Mar- 
queſs de Baflers having drawn a conſiderable body af Men 
together, fell with Fire and Sword into the EleQorate of 
Treves, harraſing and burning all before him, and under- 
ſtanding that at Cocheim a ſmall Town upon the Meſelle, abour 
5s Leagues from Mont-Royal, there lay about 1600 Men, part- 
ly Inmpertaliſts, and partly Inhabitants of Treves, he reſolved 
to force the place; and to that purpoſe, July 25. he march'd 
thither with all his Force, and having firſt ſummoned the 
Gariſon to ſurrender at diſcretion, but they infifting upon; 
honourable Conditions, he atracked them next morning in 
3 ſeveral pla:es : But the'Imperialiſts repulſed chem ſeveral - 
times, and then refolved' to abandon the Caſtle, which had 
been ruined the preceding Winter, and to retire into the 
Town, which they thought was more tenable z which being 
perceived by the Enemy who had attack'd them on that ſide, 
they charged them ſo vigorouſly, that they eatred the Town 
pell-mell with them at the ſame time, and drove all the 
Beſieged before them, to the great place, where they made 
a ſtand: Bur being by much overpowered with Numbers, 
they were-in the firſt heat of the French fury, Man, Woman, 
and Child,” put to the Sword. At laſt their military Rage 
being fomewhat abated; they made abour 3co of them Pri» 
ſoners of War, yer rhe French did not come cff without 
confiderable loſs on their fide alſo. This News was no ſooner 
carried to the Ele&or, but he diſparch'd away Schontng, with 
betweer 8 and 10000 Men to ſeek out Bouffers, and to engage 
him to fight; who having had notice ot his March, retreat» 
ed with his Men, ſo-that Schoning returned before Bonne. 
But this was not the only Interruption the EleCtor had in the 
Siege; for Prince Waldeck being apprehenſive he was too 
weak for Hun.iers in Horle, fent for the States Horſe that 
were betore Bonne into Flanders, conſiſting of 7 Regiments, 
to which the EleQor added 3 Brandenburg ones, commanded 
by Connt Flodorf, Neither was the Detachment he ſeat ro 
the Camp before Mentz, upon the Requeſt of the Duke of 
L2rrain, leſs conſiderable, though that” City,, a little while 
after they were gone, ſurrendred, and that Detachment re- 
turned to the Camp again. However, his Army in the main 
b-came conſiderably lefſcned herein, ſo that all he could do 
ws to tlock up the Town, which yet he did fo cloſely, that 
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udthitip could either pet in or or ' Tithe mean rime the 
Guriſon made ſeveral Silfies, whercit thiny Men-were killed 
oft both ſides, and artnong the reſt they made one' on the laſt 
of Auy. with ſb nidch fury upon the Derch Quarter, that they 
forecd the Vinguard'and broke in as far as the Tents, which 
alarmed the whoſe Carhp : ' But they met-nor 'with the fime 
bueceſs in that which they made the next day upon the Min- 
fterians, fot they were bearen back with the loſs of near 160 
Men-ſhin npon' the Tpot, and 200 wounded.

Jo weakned them, and the News of the taking -of Ment, 
which was prockimed in the Ele&or's Camp by the diſcharge 
of all the great Gims, could not be fiippoſed to add any new 
Prevgth to thert. For on-the contraty the Governor, when he 
Heard the noiſe'of the Carmon, was fo furprized that he ſent 
out to know the'reaſon 3 of which 'being well informed, he 
could hardly belieye it at firſt, fo ſtrong was his Imagination 
that the Town would have held ont much longer. Butfind- 
10g it to be true, and the EleQor ſending him word it” was 
time ro Capitulatehe began to make ſojne Overtures, tho' they 
were ſo unreaſonable, that his Highnefs would not-accept of 
them ; bur finding Gen. Stoning now returned to the Camp, 
he reſolved to undertake the Siege vigorouſly, and not to 
quit the Place tiff he had reduced! it; which now was rendred 
ſo much the more exfie by a Reinforcement of 4000 Foot, 'andl 
Tooo Horſe fon him from Mentz, the Duke of Lorrgin arriving 
alſo in 'the Camp 'on the 23th of Fepr. Wherefore the-Ap- 
proaches and Batteries were haftned wrth all Diligence, 'and 
the Trenches ar length carried on to the very Foot of 'the 
Counterſcarp 3, and the Breaches being made, all things were 
prepared ready for'a general Aﬀault., And they Had'fallere 
'6n, the 5th or '5th 6f VE. had it not been for the Rains which 
fell .two Days together: Therefore Sunday the oth was #7 
ported for the Work : Ta this end,”the TImperialifts were 
ortn the Horn-Work, while the' FPolkimilers, Brandenburgeys 
and Munſterians attack'd the Countetſcary of the Half: Moon 
and, Covert- Way.

River alrcady : But finding ks were not over-haſty to 
meet him, and underſtanding Yhey were ſa far from any 
ſuch thing, that they had repaſs'd the Morave, and were fre- 
tired towards Niſſa, ichere all their gy .cy” lay, and where 
they had ſtrongly entrench'd their Camp, the Prince hitm- 
ſelf paſs'd that River over Bridges of Boats with bis whale 
Army, whom he ordered to take Proviſions along with them 
for 3 Weeks, and marched dire&ly towards Niſſa, with a 
Reſolution to give the Enemy Battel, as being informed 
their Army was not above 50000 ſtrong, and that of them 
there-was not aboye 10000 well diſciplined Men. But two 
pieces of News that he received by the way, cauſed him to 
ſuſpend his March; which were, firſt, That there had fallen 


ſuch exceffive Rains for ſome time, that had made the ls + 
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ſo bad, as it would be impoſſible for him to march with his 1689, 


Army and Artillery,without endangering the ruining of both : 
And the other was, That the Turks had made themſelyes 
Maſters of Zwornich, no ſtrong Place in it ſelf, but was a Poſt 


"that opened a Way into Sclawonia, inro which Country the 


Turks deſign'd to fall, as the Commander in the aforeſaid 
Place, who defended ir gallantly, and at laſt ſurrendred it 
upon honourable Conditions, informed the Prince 3 who 
thereupon ſent away tothe Count de Cauriant to march torth- 
with towards the Saw , with all the Force he could draw 
rogether, and hinder the Enemy from paſſing the River. 
The Prince in the mean time returned with the Army to the 
Fort they had built near Paſſarowitz, in order to ſecure the 
Bridges they had laid over the Morave : And Ang. 27th the 
Foot arrived near the Bridge at Grabovex, and the Horſe gocr 
thicher the next day, 

And tho' the Turks were no ſooner informed of theſe Mo- 
tions, and being incouraged, no doubr, by the Retreat of the 
Chriſtians, bur they ſent che ſame Day a Derachment of Horſe 
to fall upon the Foragers, they were valiancly repulſcd : Art the 
ſame time another conſiderable Detachment of Cavalry was 
ſent towards Semendria, where the Imperial Magazines lay, 
with a Deſign to cur off the Prince's March, and hem in his 
Army on all ſides. This being diſcovered by the Deſerters, 
a Reſolurion was taken to fall firſt upon the firſt Detach- 
ment, and then to turn upon the other Yarrc of the Enemy 
which they had letr behind, and which was not above an hour 
and af Aalfs March from the Chriſtians. To this effe& the 
Bridge being finiſhed, 500 Men, under the command of two 
Colonels, paſſed the River, and poſted themſelves on the 
other ſide of the River the ſame Evening, being followed by 
$29 more, and in leſs than 3 hours had ſufficiently intrench'd 
themſelves: Next Morning the Dragoons of Stirum and Se- 
rau planted themſelves upoqyen Hill very near the Bridge, 
and 5co Horſe pofleſs'd the y between the Army and the 
Bridpe, to ſecure their March.

[a the mean time the Infantry, commanded by Baron Hei- The Bactet of 
ſler and the Count de Starembergh, marched alſo to the Bridge, Parcc/4n, 


being followed by the Baggage, and encamped in a very ad- 
vantageous Poſt, where they could not well be forced by 
the Enemy 3 the Cavalry ot ohe Lett Wing advanced up an 
Hill, and thoſe of the Right, into a Plain near Roſſava. And 
that the Enemy might think their Deſign only was to ſecure 
the Paſſage of the Infantry, one part of the Horſe were or- 
dered to diſmount 3 Whereas, while this was doing, Colonel 
de St Croix, with ſome hundreds of Horſe, rogether with the 
Counts of Chabey, Deak and buduani, with the Hungarians, 
Raj cians and Huſſars getting before the Cavalry, through a

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168 9. Valley, wherein they could not be diſcovered, flew with full 


Wray 


ſpeed upon the Enemy, and were ſeconded by the Cavalry, 
who had opportunity during the Shock, to mount again, 
The Turks retired ſlowly, thinking ro draw the Chriſtians 
into a Wood, behind which they had planted 10000 Men ; 
Tho' when they found themſelves charged by all the Impe- 
rial Cavalry, they fell into ſome Diſorder, and were purſued 
by the left Wing to a narrow Place, where they made an Halt, 
But when the Prince of Baden and General Veter.anz came up 
with the Regiments of the right Wing, they retreated in 
Confuſion to another Wood, where they were purſued for 
an Hour and an half, till they came intoa Plain. Here 1t was 
the Chriſtians drew themſelves up in good Order of Battel, 
and fell upon the rallied Turks with that reſolute Bravery, 
that above 4co of their beſt Horſe were detcated upon the 
Place, and a great number of Priſoners taken, among whom 
was the Commander of the Faniſaries, together with 12 Co- 
ronets, and ſome Kettle-Drums. The Hungarians and Huſ- 
ſars purſued them a confiderable wav, killed a great Nun 
ber, and got a very large Booty, becauſe the Fhers threw away 
their Baggage and their Arms, that they might the readier 
wake their Eſcape. The Cavalry returned the fame day to 
atrack the other Party of the Turks, before they could join 
the Fugitives. To this end, 500 Foot were detach'd to make 
themſelves Mafiters of a narrow Lanc at the Entrance of a 
thick Wood, about an Hour and an halfs March long, into 
which there was but one Way to enter, and beyond 1t the 
Encmies Army was encamped in a large Plain. They quick- 
ly beat off 3000 Faniſeries, and ſome Horſe that lay conces- 
led to hinder the Imperialifts from gaining it 3 which, how- 
ever, was not done without fome loſs on both fides. There 
they ſtayed till che 3oth, where all their Inſantry came to 
encamp in a Flain beyond the Wood, 'by the Favour of a 
thick Miſt, having a Wood behind them to the Right, ano- 
ther Wocd that rn out as far as the Morave, and rhe River 
it ſelf on theLeft. The Prince of Baden who had rejoynd 
the Foot thc Evening befcre, ordered the Horſe ro re-yaſs 
the River, and poſt themſelves in the ſame place where the 
Intantry had eacamped. the Night tetore, leaving on the 
.other fide no more than 7 Squadrons of Hungarians and Ra 
ſcians,. and ſome Horſe and Dragoons a-toot, to guard the 
Baggage. As ſoon as the Miſt cleared up, the Turks appeared 
drawn up in Battel-array ; and the Frince had hardly time 
enough to range the ſecond Line ot his Foot behind the firſt, 
before the Turks, both Horſe and Foot, advanced upon him, 
notwithſtanding whole Peals of Cannon, and Showers of ſmall 
$hot poured in upon them. The Contli& laſted about 2 
Hours, during wiuch tac borh fide; kept continually _ 
E - | ut 
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but General Caſtel? having got out of the Wood with his 168g, 


Dragoons, the Enemy no ſooner heard the Trumpets and 
Kettle-Drums of the firſt Squadron, but they began to retreat 
into anorher Wood, and thereby gave the Imperialifts an op- 
portunity to plant their Horſe behind their Infantry. | 
It fortunately happened at the ſame time, that a Bavarian, 
who had heen taken ar the Siege of Buda, having made his 
Eſcape, diſcovered that there was another Plain behind the 
Wood, to which the Enemy retreated, where they lay en- 
trench'd, Upon this, Count Starembers having firſt view'd 
the Road, within the Wood, and finding 1t broad enough; 
and withal, that it was not ahove $00 Faces long, and that 
the Turbs lay in their Entrenchments that were as fo many 
Fortrefſcs for them; the Prince commanded him thither 
with 300 Men, a Battalion of his own, and one of Starem- 
berg's, and was followed by a good body of Infantry . With 
theſe he bravely drave theEnemy from their 1fEntrenchment, 
who thereupon retreated to their ſecond, about 100 Paces 
further, and environed with a Moat full of Water, that was 
not acceMble on that ſide. However, they continued firing 
from one Entrenchment unto another, for ahove an hour 
and an half; ſo that many So{diers were loſt here by tlie 
Germans, together with 4 Captains, and a great many men 
wounded, While this was in agitation, the firſt Entrench- 
ment was levell'd for a Poſt for the Cavalry ; and then Pico- 
Imini, who had the Command of the Vanguard that. day, 
advanced both with the Horſe and Foot in good Order to 
the ſecond Entrenchmenr. Count Palft in the mean time 
advanced croſs the Woods with his H:y4ubes, and making an 


' hideous Noiſe with his Trampets to terrifte the Enemy, as 


if there had been ſome conſiderable Body that ws coming 
to attack their Rear. This Stratagem took ſo well, that as 
ſoon as they heard the Noiſe of the Trumpets and Kettle- 
Drams, and ſaw Pico/omini moving towards them, notwith- 
ſtanding all thcfr Vollies of ſmall Shor, they retreated athwarf 
another thick Wood, into their Camp, being purſued by the 
Imperialiſts, though the ways were very narrow. But when 
they came into open ground, Colonel Zand was ſent with 2 
Regiment to fall on their Rear, being followed by all the 
Horſe, Regiment by Regiment. Zand with his own Regi- 
menr, and that of Seray, drave the Infidels from the Wood, 
and forced them into their Camp, which was upon an Hill 
near Patochin, and then ſtaid tiil other Troops came up with 
him : Bur a grear Shower falling at that time, and cheNight 
coming on, he fell upon the Enemy, cow under gre:t Cons 
ſiernation, with thoſe 2 Regiments only, put them ro the 
Rour, and forced them to quit their Camp, of which the 


Chriſtiaps became Maſters, and where they ijound 05 __ | 
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1639. of Cannon, 3 'Mortars, ſeveral Bombs, a great quantity of

the Algerines, 


Ammunition, Proviftion, Waggons, Camels, Oxen, Bufalo's, 
Tents, and other Riches. / —_—_ of the Enemy eſcaped to 
Fagodin, 'others to Krakolovex, being purſu'd ſtill by the 
Hungarians, who kill'd divers of them, and found - ſome 
Pieces of Cannon, and other Arms, in the Mountains. 
Though the number of the Slain was not ſo confiderable in 
theſe Onſets,. yet the Advantage therein, as well as in the 
great Booty the Imperialify got, was manifeſtly on their fide 
every way, which will yet farther appear by the ſucceeding 
Aﬀions of this Campaign. 


T am loth to make any interruption in this Place 1n the 
reſt of the Succeſſes of the Imperial Arms ( and the rather, 
ſince it has not been my Cuſt»: upon other occaſions ) how- 
ever, as I preſume -4t to be pardonable tor once, 1 ſhall ob- 
ſerve betore | proeged any further, That tho' his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty was without doubt much pleas'd already with his At- 
fairs on this fide, yet thoſe rowards France ſeemed moſtly ar 
this time to take up the Thoughts of this Court, which was 
now at Ausbarg, whither the 'E!cQtors and other Princes of 
the Empire were to come. The outward Appearance of 
things was ſuch, asif there were nothing but the Coronation 
of the Empreſs aud the EleQion of a King of the Romans 1n 
view : But the particular Deſign was undoubtedly ro con- 
cert Meaſures and agree upon what Enterprizes were to be 
undertaken the following Spring, and to find a way to defray 
the extraordinary Charges of tuch a neceflary and impor- 
tant War, as that wherein they were engaged againſt France; 


wherein, how well or ill they ſucceeded, will beſt appear by. 


the ſequel of this Hiſtory. But however France might be af- 
feted with theſe Proceedings and Deſigns ( oft which the 
could not be ignorant ) ſhe had ſome ſort of ſarisfattion a- 
bour this. time to get rid of one turbulent, tho' inconfidera- 
ble Enemy, in'reſpe& to others, and that was the Alzerine, 
who now made a Peace with her upon theſe Terms. 


That all Prizes that were raken on both ſides, till the 24th 
of September ( which was the day of the Ratification ot the 
Treaty ) ſhould be good 3 but that all that were taken on ei- 
ther fide hnce the Ratification, ſhould be reſtored. The Al- 
£erines engaged themſelves to come into the Ocean with far- 
ty Sail, to Pyrate upen the Enz/ifhh and Dutch, and were to be 


_ admitted into all the Ports of France, and eſpecially Bre$?, 


and ſhould be turther furniſhed with all things neceffary for 
their Money ; but what Veſlels they took upon the Occan

But, to return from whence I have hately di greſſed, to et 
the Emperor's Arms in Seruia, The Prince of Baden un- ,,.c the 
derſtanding the Turks after the tore-mentioned Defeat, Tris near 
were 10 tar from having any further thoughts, or 11deed from Ng-. 


being in a condition to enter Sclavonia, as betore: they had 
intended, that they had quitted the Enterprize cf; Seback , 
and nor only ſo, but forſaken Zwornich, after having firſt 
plundered and burnt it, becauſe they did nor conceive it 
tenable, and were retired towards Nifſa, and be ing willing 
to improve the preſent Conſternation of the F;nemy, and 
take the opportunity of the fair Weather, reſolved with the 
Imperial Army, conſiſting of about 16 or 17002 Men, to ad- 
vance towards Niſſa, where he happily arrived after ſeveral 
long Marches on the 23d of Sept. and ranged tYiem in order 
of Battel that very day. The Turkiſh Army lay encamped 
before the place, trom Niſſa to the top ut the Hill that fe- 
cured it; he tound them intrenched jn their Camp much 
more regularly than the Turks were wont to do, which made 
it to be believed, that ſome Chriſtian had been their Director. 
Beſides this, they were invironed with a deep Moat well pal- 
liſado'd, and the River that ran through the City, and which 
was very rapid, ſecured then on the ather ide, {6 that there 
was no poſſibility of attacking them any way but behind, 
where ciieir Camp was only accetſible. Nothing paſſed that 
day, fave ſome petry Skirmithes between the Volunteers of 
the Imperial Camp, and ſome Troops of the Infidels, but the 
next day the Imperialt/ts decamped an hour betore day 3 the 
left Wing followed by the Baggage, took cheir way tothe 
left fide of a Mountain, over which they were to march, and 
where they made an Halt, anwul the right Wing commanded 
by the Duke of Croy had joined them ; then the whole Army 
deſcended into a Valley in Battekarray , at what time the 
Enemy ſhowed themſelves upon agother little Hill , over 
which the Chriftians were alſo to paſs, befere they came ig 
fight of the Infide!'s Camp, making a ſhew as it they intend- 
ed to come down, and to charge the Imperialifts, who no 
ſooner perceived them, than that they boldly advanced to 
meet them. But the Twks not thinking it convenient to 
tarry, the Chriſtians advanced to the top of the Hill, withour 
any oppoſition, where they tound themſelves near the Ene- 
my's Intrenchments, and perceived it was impoſſible to force 
them on that fide, wich an Army not half ſo numerous as 
the Enemy,” Whereupon it was concluded they ſhould _— 
ou 
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out a-more acceſſible place, and to that purpoſe they march- 
ed along a Valley, coaſting the Enemy that lay on the right 
fide, with a defign to fall upon them in the Rear: But - 
cauſe they were not wellacquainted with the Ways, Count 
Criaki was ſent out with a Party of Huſſars to view the Ave- 
nues onthat fide. In the meantime ſeveral ſlight Skirmiſhes 
paſſed beryveen Parties of both Armies, which however did 
not hinder: the” Imperialiſts trom keeping on their Way, ex- 
peting Count Cyiabi, who returned at length, and affured 
them they might march on withour any danger; the which 
was alſo confirmed by a Priſoner taken at the ſame time, 
who addec! withal, that behind the Hills, which the Army 
had in view before ir, there were two Villages upon the 
left, and tv the right a ſpacious Plain, large enough to 
embartle the .Army, and where they might attack the Enemy's 
Rear. 

When the Turks perceived the Chriſtians Deſigns, they be- 
Ban to intrench thar part of the Camp which they had neg- 

ed before, not dreaming of being attack'd that way z 
The Flower of the Janizaries were ordered to guard the 
Hills, which they ſaw the right Wing of the Chriſtians going 
to poſſeſs themſe/ves of, and ſent out 4000 Horſe, to charge 
the Rear of the Jett Wing, commanded by Picolomint, who 
ſending out a Detachment of 3 —_— of Noirbermer's 
Regiment, rhey charged rhe Enemy to briskly that they were 
repulſed, and purſucd above 3oo Paces, 


In the mean time the right Wing was engaged with the 
Fanizaries, who made a ſtout reſiſtance, and coſt the lite of 
the brave Major-General Yen; but the Chriſtians rather ani- 
mated than born down with the reſiſtance they met with, 
redoubled their Fury, and after they had beaten off the Fa- 
nizaries, gained the Hill, whither they brought their Can- 
non, and played briskly upon the Enemy, who were retired 
into a bottom, trom whence they alſo fired continually upon 
the Chriſtians. And now the Spahr's, who had been beaten 
by a Detachment ot the left Wing, returned again to the 
Charge, \endeavouring ſtill all they could to flank rhe Chri- 
ſtians, and fell on with much greater Fury than before, as if 
the Ignominy of their flight had given life anew to their Cou- 
rage. This on-ſet was firmly ſuſtaized by Palft's Regi- 
ment of Heydubes, who being ſeconded by others, put the 
whole Ottoman Cavalry into diſorder, and drove them even 
upon the Fanizaries; who ſeeing the Cowardize of the Spa- 
hrs, fired upon them; which being done alſo by the Turks 
poſted on the other fide of the Kiver , this manner of Treat- 
ment forced the Fugiriycs to rencw the Charge. Ra: 
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But alas ; that ſerved only to augment the Confuſion that 
was already very great in the Ottoman Army : For the Chri- 
frians takins advantage of the diſorders, flew upon the Ene- 
my from all parts, who then betook themſelves to their 
Heels, not knowing whither to fly 3 So that only Night pro- 


teſted them from the fury of the Viftors. But ſeveral of 


them in ſeeking to ſave their Lives in the Dark, not being 
abl-, becauſe of that, to find the way to the Bridge, adven- 
tured, in hopes to pals the River, to eſcape by ſwimming; 
but the ſtream was ſo rapid that moſt of them were drown- 
ed, infonuch that of all the Turkiſh Cavalry, there were but 
very few that eſcaped ; In their Camp the Imperialifts found 


great ſtore of Utenſils for Pioneers, 30 Pieces of Cannon of 


an extraordinary bigneſs, of which ſome were four ſquare, a 
great Number of Carcafſes, Glaſs Granadoes, Biſquer, Bar- 
ley, Rice, Meal, Oats, Tobacco, Camek, and other things 3 
but of all the Plunder the Prince of Baden reſerved only for 
himſelf the Seraſquier's Tent, which was very magnificent, and 
which had been ſent him by the Grand-ritier, in regard he had 
loſt his own in the former Battel. After the Army had pil- 
laged the Camp they entred Niſſz, without oppoſition, where 
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they found Proviſions enough for the Subſiſtence of the whole wig takert 
Army for 5 or 6 Weeks, and took above 3000 Horſes and by te Ims 
Mules ; and what ftill made this Vitory the more confidera- perialilts, 


ble, was the ſmallneſs of the TImperialifts loſs, there being 
not above 30o killed, and not many more wounded, where- 
as the Turks were computed to have been worſe for this Battle 
by $c00 Men. - 

The Prince ſtill to purſue this great advantage diſpatcht 
away the very next day 3000 Horſe, under the Command 
of Picolomini, to look after the fugitive Turks, with orders 
to advance as far as Sophia, and view the Country, who 
returned the 13th of Sept. without having been able to meet 
with any of the Enemy, but reported the Countrey was ve- 
ry good, having ſuffered but little by the War; that he 
had put Garriſons into Pio and Muſſ: Pufurs, which the Turks 
had quitted upon his Approach; and that he underſtood by 
ſome Priſoners he had taken, that the Infidels were retired 
to Sophiz, where they endeavoured to rally their broken 
Troops. This Intelligence moved the I'rince to fortife Niſſt, 
and fo much the rather, b-cauſe the Country People, who 
came in great Numbers to implore his Protection, aſſured 
him, that the Country was good and fertile, and if preſcrved, 
ſathciznt to furniſh an Army with ail nzceffary Proviiions g 
and when h- had dons, he made Count ic lomini Commane 
der of the Place, and the adjacent Country depending on it; 
and foon after Co it Tekel'y, who had ſome time before poſs 
kefſed himſelf ot 0{yrws, thouzht convenient to quit it, bur 
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1689. he firſt ſet the Town on fire, and then retired to Siliſtria, 
Mean while the Prince of Baden, not. willing to conclude this 
lorious Campaign with this" laft Ation , ſet forward 0, 
6th with his'Army for Widin, another important Place, with 
a good Caftle upon the Danubez and upon the 11th arrived 
at Breſlau, where he ſtaid one Day in expectation of the 
Baggage, and frum thence ſent a Detachment of Germans 
and Hungarians to view the Country, and to get ſome intelli- 
gence of the Fnemy. Theſe returned next Day with. ſome 
Priſoners, and reported that the two Baſſa's were retired near 
IWidin, with their Forces, and that Tekelzy had taken the Road 
to Sophiz. Hereupon the Prince re-fumed his March, and on 
the 14th by 10 in the Morning yot to the Plains of 117din, 
when the Enemy, who knew nothing of the Army's March, 
were ſtrangely ſurprized to ſee the Tmperial Foragers foraging 
very near their Camp z and their Conſternation was ſo great, 
that before they could recover themſelves, the Prince his 
right Wing had paſſed the great ſtone Bridges that were built 
upon the Mora, and was drawn up in Battle-array, expetting 
the coming up of the left Wing, which paſſed immediately 
afrer, Neither did the Enemy endeavour to hinder them, 

. Which gave the right Wing, an opportunity to take up their 
Pofts very near the City, and to ſecure themſelves with the 
Danibe, The Turks ſeemed at firſt very couragious, but they 
were charged with ſo much bravery by the right Wing , 
where the Prince of Baden was in Perſon, that they were dri- 
ven to an Intrenchment they had made about the Town, 
upon whom however the Imperial Cavalry advanced, recei- 
ving the Fire of the Fanizaries, which killed ſome Horſe-men, 
and made the reft recoil; Yet they preſently rallied again 
behind a riting Ground, and advanced within 40 Paces of the 
Enemy's Moats, where they ſtood their Ground, till the reſt 
of the right Wing had planted themſelves near a Church 
yard that was there. 

In the mean time General Veterani who commanded the 
left Wing, ordered 200 Dragoons to alight, and attack the 
Enemy's Tntrenchments, which they did ſo well, that they 
entred in a ſhort time the City pell-mell, and were ſoon ſe 
conded by the Cavalry, and the reft of the Forces, killing 
in the whole of this Action near 2000 Turks, with the loſs of 
400 of their own Men. Thoſe of the Turks that could not 
ſave themſelves on the Barks that lay upon the Danube, or 
with that part of the Cavalry that fled to Sophia, retired to 

1172: 6c. the Caltie of 117din, where they r<{olved to hold out a for- 

reared ry Mal Sizge, which made the Prince fend to Szmerdria for his 

the Imperi- great Cannon. In the mean time he orderetl his Men to begin 
alitls, to open the Trenches, thar all might be ready upon their 
Arrival, tor widening a Breach, and ſtorming the Place ; But 
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the befieged upon better Thoughts would not ſtay for the 168g. 
Cannon, and therefore upon the 18th of 08. they apitulteh WNW 
to march out of the Place with Arms and Baggage, atu a

things wer? tranſatted in the Field, the 0rromun Embaſladorgg Embaſſadurs 
at Vi-nnz, for ſome part of the time, preſſed very much-yqig; Prels for a 
Negotiations of Peace, wherein they found; the Empexgur P*a®- 

but little diſpoſed : Yet having at length recewged-fome gifs 
patches from the Grand-Seignior, they themſelvesgrew much: 
more remiſs in their inſtances ; The reaſon whereof theyEm» 
perour and his Allies could not well penetrate into: And: 
therefore to ſound them the more, it was thought fit the 
Pretenfions of the Allies ſhould have been imparted to them;tq 
ſee whether they had any orders to conclade: upon thoſe Con- 
ditions, which Propoſals were : 1. That the Kingdom of Z{up*, 
£.arry, ſhould be reſtored with all its Dependances; and the. 
Principality of Boſniz, in ſuch a manner, that the Grands.

Within which, it wa- thonvght ſome Otfcrs and Propoſals 
tending to a Peace might be met with. Bur they were ſar-

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1689, prized to find nothing but Complements, and the Imperial 
GY WV Court was ſo incenſed at it, that they ſent Orders for the 0r- 
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roma» Embaſſadors to be gone 3 but while they were prepar- 
ing for their departure, word was ſent thera that they might 
fray, till the Return of the Couriers from Poland and Venice, 
to know the final Reſolutions of thoſe two Republicks. At 
laſt depart they did, but ſtopped at Commorrz, and after a 
long ſtay there, got leave at length to return, leaving the 
Peace that way deſperate, and the War to be proſecuted with 
as great fury as ever. 

But how high ſoever the Demands of the Venerians were 

in their Propoſals of Peace, they muſt have proceeded from 
Motive, whatever it were, than th= Operations of 
this Compagne, which proved very unſucceſsful to them, as 
the laſt had done; For the Siege of Nopoli di Maluaſia, a Cir 
fy in the Morea, which their Forces undertook, did not go 
forward with that Succeſs that was deſired, their Army be- 
ing/ only worn out before it, and a great Number of brave 
Officers loſt ; And therefore being reduced to this bad plight, 
and the Garriſon obſtinatcly refuſing to hearken to a Sur- 
render, tho* the Place was very much ruined by the Bombs, 
they reſolved ar length ro change the Siege into a Blockade. 
To this end, they put 2000 Men in Garriſon into the two 
Forts, which they had raiſed on the Land-fide, and left ſome 
Frigates at Sea to endeavour the prevention of any Relief 
that way: Which being effected, they drew of thereft of 
the Army to Napoli di Romonia, to take up their Winter- 
Quarters. Neither did their Aﬀairs in Dalmatia meet with 
any better Succeſs than thoſe in the Morea. For Seignior Mc- 
lino, Proveditor-General of that Countrey, having advanced 
towards Nartnts, to make himſelf Maſter of 12 Gabe!lz, and 
ſome other Poſts, met the 7u-liſh Horſe near the Bridge that 
leads to that Place; The Vanguard, compoſed of Morlaques, 
was charged ſo vigorouily, that they were forced to give 
Ground, However, Mzsli:0 frood firm with 600 Horſe and 
his Infantry ; but finding the Turks were reinforced, he was 
not willing to engage in a Fizht, the Succeſs whereof was fo 
much the more doubtful, by how much his Men had been 
ſomewhat diſcouraged by the Defeat of the Morlrquesz where- 
fore he retreated in good Order, and with the Loſs of no 
great number of <oldiers.

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500 of their Number flajia upon the Spot, an 100 taken Prix 
ſoners, and among th:m 4 Captains, 3 Lieutenants, and 2 En- 
ſigns3 nor had any of them eſcaped, had not a thick Miſt fell 
in the height of the Execution. This was no ſooner done, 
but Sir Thomas advanced to the Caftle of Lethiz gley, commans 
ded by Colonel Buchan's Nephew, and having lodged a Mine 
under it, quickly brought the Garriſon to ſurrender at Diſ- 
cretion. Neither was Major Ferguſon leſs ſucceſsful in the Ile 
of Mu!], where he landed and deſtroy'd ſeveral Places be- 
longing to th2 Enemy, forcing them to deſert the Caſtle of 
D2:wart, and b:take themſelves to the Hills.

But notwithſtanding the ill Succeſs of the Facobites in Scots 
Imd, the whole Party would not. ſcem thereby to be diſcou-

Certain Perſons were to have taken upon them'the Ad- 
miniſtration of Aﬀairs, till the R<turn of King Fames, who 
was to leave the Command of his Army to his Generals, and 
haſten with all Spzed iuto England, The other part of the 
French Fl-*t having joyned their Gallics, was to have land- 
ed 8500 Men at Torbay, with Arms for a greater Number 
after which the Gallies and M=n of War were to Sail into the 
Iriſh Sea, to hinder thz Return of King 1Willizmm and his For- 
ces, "Their Party in Scotland was to have revolted at the 
ſam? time in ſeveral Parts of that Kingdom. But however, 
the Matter was in reality, the whole Contrivance ſeems ta 
have be:n founded upon a Preſumption, if not Affurance of 
the Enzliſh Fleet, being fit ir beaten by the French ; of which 
whether th{y had any foreſight otherwiſe than from the ine- 
quality of che Strength, which was conſiderably at this time 
to the Advantage of Fraxce, 1 am not able ta unriddle.

mation thereof ſeemed to depend, proved but too ſucceſs oy Wy 
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ful. 

For all the French Fleet having entred the Channel, as be» 
fore concerted, they veered ſome time upon the Engliſh 
Coaſt, as expecting the Effett of the Conſpiracy, which was 
to have broken out the 18th of Funez of which the Queen 
had no ſooner notice, but ſhe ſent the Earl of Torrington, who 
was Admiral, Orders to fight the Enemy what-ever befel 
him, as knowing they conld have no good Deſign by coming 
ſo near us. But how diſhonourable ſoever this Adtion ſeems 
ed to be to the Engliſh Nation, yet there was one Circum- 
ſtance that attended it, that was ſomewhat favourable 3 For 
the People generally were poſſcſs'd with an Opinion of the 
Engliſh Seamens Courage and Bravery, above thoſe of the 
French; and many with ſo high a Conceit of the Admiral 
that Commanded them, that it was ſome days before they 
could be brought to be perſwaded of the Truth of what had 
happened; And their Concern about it, even then, was 
much alleviated by the good News we had of his Majeſty's 
Succeſs in Hheland, at the Battle at the Boyne, which was 
fought the day after, and of which by and by. But we muſt 
firſt return where we left off in Ireland, and that was to the 
Army going from Pundalk into their W inter Quarters, and 
take a ſhort View of the State of things there till the King's 
Arrival. 


Dundalt-Camp was not the only the Place that proved fatal Th* tr 


to our Army in #eland, for they dicd in great numbers, both 
Officers and Souldiers, after they got into Quartersz and 
among the former Colonel Lang fton departed this Life of a 
Fever at Lisburn, and my Lord Hewet, and the Lurd Rof- 
common, of the ſame Diftemper at Cheſter: So that about the 
beginning of the new Year ſeveral Regiments were broke 
into others, and the Otficers continued at half Pay, till 
Provition could be made for them in other Regiments, whilſt 
others went over into Ergland for Recruitss However, 
Sickneſs by degrees abating, about the beginning of Febr, 
they found both Men and Horſes, ſuch as ſurvived, in pretty 
cood Heart 3 when the General, being informed that the Ene+ 
my were drawing, dawn ſome Forces towards Dundalh, and 
that they had laid in great Store of Corn, Hay and other 
Proviſions, with a De!1gn from thence to diſturb our From» 
tier Garriſons, ſent a canliderable Body of Horſe and Foot 
that way, himſelf following them on the 11th towards Prume 
more, in order to wait he Enemies Motion 3 But the Triſhdes 
figns at this time lay another way ; For while tne Duke way 
ypon this Expedition, there was Notice -jven Colonel Hooks 
fy, that they had a Devgn to fall non Belturber, which he 
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had taken from them a little before ; and that to that end a con- 


WAY WV fiderable number of them were advanced to Czver, and more 
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to follow z who thereupon marched diligently from Belturber 
with 700 Foot and 300 Horſe and Dragoons in the Evening 
towards them, - as thinking to ſurprize them next Morning 
ealry, they being not above $ Miles off: But he met with 
fo many Difficulties in his March, that inſtead of being be- 
fore day light at the Place he deſigned, it was not only half 
an hour after break of day before he came in fight of it, but 
alſo the Enemy had got notice of his coming : $0 that in- 
ftead of ſurprizing them, he might well have been ſurprized 
himſelf, For the firſt thing he ſaw, was a Body of the Ene- 
my drawn up in good Order, and might confift of about 
4000 Men; but there being no retreating now either with 
Honour or Safety, the Colonel was reſolved to ſtand ftoutly 
to it; and therefore having firft told his Men the Advanta- 
gos of being brave, and the inevitable Ruin of the whole 
Party, if they proved otherwiſe; and thereupon finding them 
very compliant to his Defire, he ſent a Party of Mmhixkilling 
Dragoons towards the Enemy, who were preſently charged by 
a great Body of their Horſe, and beat back paſt the Front of 
their own Foot, who were ſo enraged at them, that ſome of 
Major General Xirt's Men, and Colonel I/hartoz's fired np- 
on them, and killed 7 or $ of the number; but ſome of the 
Enemies Horſe purſued them fo far, that many of them 
__ kill:4 by our Foot as they endeavoured to get 
off. 

By this time the Body of th< Party was advanced near the 
Iriſh, who were poſted upon the top of a rifing Ground, not 
far from the Town; and who, as onr Men advanced up the 
Hill, fired a whole Volley upon them, and then ſet up an 
Huzza, bit ſcarce killed a Man, their Shot flying over them, 
Our Men' however went on till they came within Piftol-ſhot, 
and then fred, which fo galted the Triſh, that they imme- 
diately rftired towards the Town, and entred into a Fort 
they had there, and from whence they fallied and made a 
very fierce Attack upon the Engliſh, who had tao ſpeedily 
fallen to Plnnder. But Ioolſlvy having 255 Foot, and abont 
$0 Horſe for a Reſerve, the Enemy were beat off again, their 
Horſe flying quite beyond the Town, and the Foot retiring 
fo the Fort again. The Soldiers got good ftore of Shoes and 
other thinzs in the Place, but their Ammunition was blown 
ap, and their Provitons d-ftrovid; for the Colonel was 
forced to tet the Towr. on fire, to get his Men ont in the 
time of the Sally, 25 not knowing what might happen; The

an opporturirytd take the Caſtle of Xilliſhandra, with whoſe 
Services'the General was very well pleaſed ; who upon that 
ſent him a Battalion of Daves, that were lately landed in 
treleid, to reinforce him at Belturbet. About the ſame time 
Sir Fobyi Lanier, with a Party of a 1000 Horſe, Foot, anil 
Dragoons, made an Attempt upon Dundall, took Bedloz-Ca 
ſe, and the Enfign that Commanded there, and. bronghit 
from beyond the” Town and about it, about 1500 Cows and 
Oxen, The Enfign was carried to Lisburn, and brought be- 
fore the General into his Garden, where he commonly uſed 
to walk before Dinner ; who before he asked him any Que- 
ftions, gave him a pretty Caution to be fincere' m his An- 
ſwers; ſaying, Tou have a Commiſſion, and for that Reaſon, if 
not otherwiſe, you ave 4 Gentleman; This obliges you 20 ſpeak 
Truth, which if you do not, I can know it by examining other 
Priſoners, and then I ſhall have no good Opinion of you. But 
for all this, and what-ever elſe he told him afterward in pri- 
vate, he could get little or nothing out of him that was Ma» 

terial, 
But King Fames did not ſeem to be ſo ſenfibly concerned 
at theſe Diſadvantages, ſo remote from him in the North, 
as he was at the loſs of the only Man of War, T think, he 
had in his Poſſeſhon 3 and of which, though in it ſelf no ſuch 
conſiderable Attion, as mizht merit a room in this Treatiſez 
Yet there are ſome Circumftances belonging to it that are 
engaging enough, and will not permit me to paſs it over in 
ſil-nce. Sir Cloveſly Shovel being about the 12th of Apr. ar+ 
rived at BeIfaft, as Convoy to divers Ships, that carried over 
Neceffaries for the Army, and there having Intelligence of 
a Frigat that lay at Anchor in the Bay of Dullin, he ſet fail 
on the 15th, being Good-Friday, to the Mouth of the ſaid

faid, It ws ſome of bis Loyal Subjetts of England, that were re- 
turnivg 10 their Duty and Allegiance, But he was quickly con- 
vinced of his Miftake, when he ſaw them draw near the 
Ship, and heard the hring ; and therefore he rid out towards: 
Rivgs-End, where a vaſt croud of People of all forts gather- 
ed together, and ſeveral Regiments were drawn out, to kill, 
if it were poſhble, thoſe bold Fellows at Sea, who durft up- 
on ſuch a £ood day perform ſo wicked a D=ed, as they phraſed 
jt. Caprain Bzwner ho Commanded the Frigat run ber a 
| ground, 
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ground, and after ſeveral firings, when they ſaw a Fire-ſhip 
coming, in, which Sir Clouveſly had given the fignal for ; the 
Men who were about 40, of which they loſt 6 or 7 in the Ati- 
on, quitted her, and our Men took her; but in her going 
off one of her Hoys run aground and was dry, when the Tide 
was gone out, tho” thz reſt of the Boats were not a far of 
being full of armed Men 3; and a Frenchman of K. Fames his 
Guards coming nigh the Boats to fire his Piftols m a bravado, 
had his Horſe ſhot under him, and was forced to fling away 
his Jack-boots, to run away in his Stockings to ſave himſelf, 
leaving his Saddle and Accouterments ta fone of the” Engliſh 
Seamen, who would go aſhoar to fetch them off ; King Fames 
went back much concerned at the Adventure, and *twas re- 
ported he ſhould fay, That all th: Proteſtants in Ireland were of 
Cromwell's breed, and deſerved to have? their Throats cut, which 
if true, argued no great Stock of Diſcretion in him, however 
all the Proteſtants that walked that way during the Agion, 
were ſecured in Priſon ,- and only two of them made their 
Eſcape'to the Engliſh Boats. 

But ta return again to the Aﬀairs of the North, there was 
but little more of any moment done there before the King's 
Arrival, beſides the taking of the Caſtle of Charlemont, a 
ftrong place, both by Nature and Art, as being ſeated upon 
a piece of Ground in the middle of a Bay, and only acceſhible 
by two ways, which the 7riſþ had partly broke down 3 but 
what was deſigned by the 7:ſþ for its relicf and ſecurity, pro- 
ved the loſs of it. For Marl-Mahon with a Detachment of 
between 4 and 500 Men, having in the Night got over the 
Bogs, into the Place, with Ammunition, and ſome ſmall Quan» 
tities of Provition, Monfieur Daveſunt, Cembon's Lieutenant 
Collonel having notice of it, and that they deſigned to return 
in a ſmall time, divided his Men into 3 parts; When the 2d 
Night after their going in, they were marching out again, 
near to Captain 12 Carry's Poſt, who had 4o Men with him, 
He let their Van paſs him, and then fired upon their main 
Body, killing $ of them with an Ofhcer, and forcing he ret 
into Charlemont, who for haft left 110 Muſkets, 6 Halbards, 
ſome Drumms, and ſeveral other things behind them, the 
fame ill ſucceſs they mer with in the other Attempts then 
made; But when the Blockade was re-inforced from the Ge- 
neral, who, fome ſaid, knew. of M:ck-Mahoy's going, in, and

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1690. Cravat-ſtring, but all of one fide, his Boots with 1000 Wrin- 
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les in them; and though it was a very hot Day, yet he had 
a great Muff hanging before him, and to Crown all, was al- 
moſt tiphe with Brandy, - Thus mounted and 'equipp'd, he 
drew near the Duke with a Complement, but his Horſe would 
not allow him to make it-a long one, for he fell to work pre- 
fently, and the Duke had ſcarce time to make him a-civil re- 
turn, but ſmiled afterwards, and faid : Teague's Horſe was ve-. 
ry mad, and bimſelf very drunk. The General then view'd the 
tiſþ Battalions, who all, botly Officers and Soldiers, after 
they bad made him a great many Legs, ſtared upon him as 
if they knew not whether he was a Man, or ſome other trans > 
Creature ; For the /riſh were generally wont to ask one ano- 
ther, Whyt is that ſham-bear that all this talk is of? The Duke 
ſeeing ſo many Women and Children among them, ask'd the 
reaſon of keeping ſuch a Number in the Garriſon, which 16 
doubt, deftroy'd their Provinons; He was anſwered, that 
the Iriſh. were naturally very hoſpitable ,. and that they all 
fared alike ; But the greateſt eat was, the Soldiers would 
not ſtay. inthe Garriſon. without their Wires and Mifſtreſſes ; 
"The Duke reply'd there was more Love than Pelicy in it, and 
in a little while return'd to the Caftle; Where my Author 
ſays, himſelf ſaw in Tezgue's own Room, ſeveral Papers, and 
among, the reſt, a Copy of a Letter writ formerly by ſome 
Perions about King Famer, giving an Account of the Srate of 
the Garriſon, and wirhall a very true relation of the Ergliſh 
proceedings in ſeveral things ; which was an Argument, they 
did not want intelligence. Among others there were two 
Priefts in the Garriion, and there happened a'very pleaſant 
Adventure between one of them, and a Dragoon of Collonel! 
Heaford's Regiment, as they were guarding the Iriſh towards 
Armagh : For falling into Diſcourſe about Religion, at laft 


they fixed upon a Topick, and what ſhould it be but Tran- , 


ſubſtantiation. The Dragoon being a pleaſant, witty Fellow, 
drolled upon the Prieft, and put him fo to it, that he had 
little to ſay for himſelf; upon which he grew ſo angry, that 
he ſtruck the Dragoon, who being, not uſed tamaly to ſub- 
mit to Blows, it came to a Combat, and he thraſh'd his Fa- 
therhood very ſeverely; Upon this, complaint being made 
to Teague , as he ſat at Dinner with th? Ergliſh Officers at 
Armagh; all that he ſaid was, That Fe was very glad 07't, What 
the Deel had be 19 do to 4'ſpute Religion with a Dragoon ? 

Thus matters ftood in Ireli»4 when the King went orer, 
who landed as you have been told before, at Carrigfergus, on 
the 14th of Fune, being attended by Prince George, the Duke 
of Ormond, Faris of Oxford, Scarborouph and Mancheſter, the 
honourable Mr. Eoy!, and many other Perſons of Quality, and 
weat in Duke 3:tomirrg's Coach to Belfaſt that Evening ; 

and 
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and next Day being Sundzy, Dr. Royce preached before him, « 1699. 
on Heb. 6, 11. Through Faith they ſubdued Kingdoms, and ſome WY 
days after he went to Lisburn, and dined with the General. 
The King from thence paſſed to #ilsburough ; - where he ſet 
out an Order on the 2cth, forbidding the preting of Horſes 
from the Country People ; But finding' things did not go on 
ſo faſt as he defired, he expreft ſome diffatisfattion, ſaying 
He did not come there 10 let Graſs grow under bis Feer, and he 
made his words good ; For the whole Army now received Or- 
ders to'march into the Field, and encamped at a Place called 
Loughbritland, where the King arrived on the 22d; having gi 
ven Orders before his coming, for removing the Camp-trom 
the S. fide to the N, W. of the Towh, that he might take a 
view of the Regiments as they march'd 3; and: tfiough the 
Weather-was very dry and windy, and the Duſt Qcecding 
troubleſome z/;Yet the King was no ſooner come up, but he 
was within: the Throng of them, and afterwards view'd every 
Regiment-very Critically, which pleaſed the Soldiers migh- 
tily, and every one was ready to give all poſhble:-Demonſtra- 
tion of their Courage and Duty, From hence' they march'd 
to Newry, and on the 27th to Dundalt, where the whole Ar- 
my, Engliſh, Dutch, Danes, Germ.ms and French joyned, making 
in all 36000 Men, as well provided in all reſpetds for the Num- 
ber of Men, as any Kingdom of the World ever had one, and 
from whence they marched to Ard:e, which the. Enemy had 
abandoned. The King being ever upon Ation, "and. obſer» 
ring the Country as he rid along, faid, 1: was worth feebri 
for; and on the laſt Day of Fuze, underſtanding that all the 
rib Army were paſſed over the Boyne, the Night before, he 
ordered the whole Army to move in 2 lines toward that Ri- 
ver, which was about 3 Miles diftant trom them ; The Ene- 
my being near our advanced Guards of Horſ:, commanded 
by Sir Fob» Lnizr, made their approaches very regularly, 
* and by 9 they had got within 2 Miles of Dreghedi. 1 he King 
was in the Front of them, who obſerving there was an Hill 
to the E. of the Fnemy's Camp, and N. from the Town, he 
went thither to view their Camp, which he found to be all 
along the River in two lines, and where he had a long Dil- 
courſe with the Prince, Duke Scomb:zrp, Duke of Ormond, 
Count Solms, Major General Scrav2nmoor, my Lord Sidney, 
and other great Otifcers, who were all curious in making their 
obſervations upon the Enemy, and Scr2v2nmoor ſaid they were 
Vne pettite Armze, for they could not reckon above 45 Regi- 
ments that lay incamped; bur the King anſwered that they 
might have a great many Men in the 'town, that there was 
alſo an Hill to the S. W. beyond which part of th-ir Army 
might lie incamped, and chat poihbly they did not thew all 
their Numbers; however, he ſaid, he was reſolved to ſos vo- 
ry ſoon what they were. 10:1 
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From hence the King rid on' ts the Paſs at the old Bridge,

Whilft his Army was marching in, he alighted, and 
fat him down upon a rifing Ground, where he refreſhed him- 
ſe} for about an hour ; during which time ſome of the iſh, 
with long, Guns came down, and ſhot at our Dragoons, who 
went down tothe River ta. drink, and ſome of ours went down 
eo return the Complement to the former : And *twas farther 
obſerved, that a Party of about 4o Horſe advancing very ſlows 
ly, ftood upon a plowed Field over-againſt the King for near 
half an Hour, and brought 2 Field-picces with them, which 
they dropt by an Hedge on the Aid Ground, as was after- 
wards known, though our Men did got then diſcover them, 
and one of which, when the King was mounted 'they fired, 
It killed 2 Horſes, and a Manabout a 100 Yards above where 
the King was; which was no ſooner done, but immediately 
came a 2d, which had almoſt been fatal to one of the greateſt 
Lives upon 'Farth ; for the Ball having firſt grazed on the 
Bank of the River, did in its firſt riſing flant upon the King's 
Right-ſhoulder, took out a Piece of h1s Coat, and tore the 
Skin and Fleſh, and afterwards broke the Head of a Gentle- 
man's Piftol. My Lord Connirgsby no fooner ſaw his Majeſty 
ftruck, but he rid up and clapt his Handkerchief upon the 
Place ; but the King himſelf took little notice, and kept on 
his pace, ſaying only, There ws no neceſſity the Bullet ſhould 
brue come nearer, though the Enemy continued firing, who

Tt will be-an endleG'thing, to trace eve- 
ry particular: of the Attacks::'and Defences ; . and: therefore 
I ſhalt :only -obſerve that on Wedneſday the 295th of Ap, 
after/a Bredch:had been made nigh St. Fotn's Gate, over the 
black Battery-of about 12 Yards m length,! and-pretty flat 
The King gave order that ''the Counterſcarp ſhould be at- 
fackt that Afternoon ;, and: had-it not been” for' one.

their Granadoes'; bur leaping into the dry Ditch under the 
Connterfcarp, an iſp Man below ſhot him dead : Hawever 
the Lieutenant encouraged the'Men, and they boldly mount- 
ed the Counterſcarp, and all the reft of the Granadeers were 
as ready as they, which fo dannted the rſh, that they began 
to throw down their Arms,'.and ran as faſt as they conld into 
the Town; our Men perceiving this, entred the Breach with 
them p:11-mell, and above halt the Earl of Progheds's Granma- 
deers with ſome others were aftually within that Place, and 
they had certainly carried it, had not the Regiments that 
were to-ſecond the Granadeers upon the Counterſcarp ftopt 
there, as having no orders/to £o any farther': For the Ir!þ 
were all running from. thz Walls quite over the Bridge into 
the Engliſh Town, but ſeeing there were but a few of the Bag- 
ſb that entred, they were wich much a-do perſwaded to rally ;

treat ; But ſome were ſhot, others taken, and very few of 


the reft who came out again, but were wounded, which fo 


claced the Epirits of the 1-ijh, that they ventured upon the' 
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Breach again, apd.from the Wpils, and every other 4yhere did 
ſo peſter 2 Pen” np the Counterſcarpz, that aſkernigh-3 
Hire reſiſting Bullets , Stones, br Botthes ( fromm- the 
very ' Womep: wha daringly ftogd. on the Breach, ';aril, were 
nearer our Men than their own) and whatever elfe- could -bi 
thought on tg, deftroy, it; was at laſt thought ſafeſt to retry 
to the Trench%s. But this was not our only Loſs, for whike 
this Work was at the hotteſt, a; Brandeylurg Regiment, wha 
hy ved themſelves very well, being got upon the BlackBats 
rery, the. Enernies Powder bappened-to take: fire; which un» 
happily blew up a great many of them, the: Men, Fagzots, 
Stones, and what nat, flying into the Aix with, a moſt"terri-:

Whereupan a Truce was grants 
ed Till next Morning ;-when the” Befieged nat accepting the 
Conditions that ,were propoſed, the: Cannon began to: play 

in very furiouſly, and made a conſiderable Breach j-'and 
whan any of .the/Enemy appeared on. the Wall. near it;: they 
were raſed off by the ſmall Ordnance from the Catz And left 
the Enemy might make their Eſcape thro” the Marſh, there 
were 40 Men placed the Night before m-the Brick- Tard, near 
Kilk Abbey, to prevent.it: On the ſame Day in the Afternoon, 
the Danes from the N. and 4 Regiments of Engliſh from the 
S, under Brigadier Churchill, paſſed the River upto the Arm- 
pits, into the E. Marſh, in order to ftorm the Breach that was 
made there in the City-Wall.

However, 'he ſent the Governour a Sum» 
moans to ſurrender z who returned anſwer, Jt .-would be time 


enouph to talk of that a4 Month hence. Whereupon the Cannon 


being planted, they began to batter the Place two ways, 
and upon the gth day of the Month, the Men got near the 
Counterſcarp, on the 12th in the Morning 6 Pieces of Can- 
non were mounted at the Danes Attack which was to the 
Left, and 2 Mortars at the Engliſh, which fired all Day,

dois, they declare themſelves now not ſatisfied with the pre- 
tended Neutrality, which was no other than a meer Chimera, 
and therefore demanded he ſhould put the Cittadels of Vercei 
and Turin into their Hatids for the Security of his Word, 
which were hard Lines.

at laſt granted what the Duke of S2voy had ſo long deſired; 
that is to'ſay, to be acknowledged King of Cyprus, and to be 
addreſs'd to under the Title of His Royal H'ghmefs, which the 
Emperor had formerly refuſed, pon good Conliderations of- 
fered him by the Duke, they became ſomewhat more than 
ſuſpicious of the Duke's Fidelity ; and his declaring there- 
tipon to the French King, by his Miniſter, That he had no 
delign to abandon the Friendſhip of France, or. to do any 
thing contrary to the Treaties that were b2tween that Crown 
and him, were look'd upon as Terms fo general, and of ſo 


- tomprehenſive a Latitute; that they would rot paſs for cur- 


rent Com in the Frz.ch Conrt : Wherefore Mounjeur Cati- 
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did, before Summer was well:begun;- paſs the; Mountains, 
and arrived at Turin, leaving an Army..vf about 18006, Men 
to rendezvous in the Daup%irare, and: ſo :to follow- bim/into 
the Duke's Territories; which they ſoon did, and for a time 
demeaned themſelves without committing any Hoaſtiliry« 
For the Duke himſelf did not only offer to obſerve'an exat 
Neutrality, and for Security of Performance, ito furniſh the 
Kinz with 250 Foot,. and a 1000 Horſe; But the Pope's 
Nuncio at Tu alſo thruſt him(clt.in to Patch up the Accom- 
modarion, tho! without being able to-find any Medium : | For 
Cttinart not ſatisfied with any Offers that were made, -poſt- 
tree)y demanded Verreit for a place of Arms, proteſting, that 
he could not lifren toiany Accord, but upoh thoſe Conditions. 
* And the Duke ad -as litrle reaſon'to be pleaſed with bim.or 
his Mafter, upp this Head : But tho? it js manifeſt che had 
by this time made Choice of his de, yetall the Artifice ima- 
ginable was mad tofpin out a littl more'time, becauſe other- 
wifs he would-very much endanger his. Country, ſince the 
Ypmiards from tlis Mil aeſe were not in a Condition to,ſuccour 
him; - And'this was attended with; new Propolitians, from 
France, which in ſabſtance contained, That the King was wil 
ting to refer his Concerns to the Pope and Republick of tenice, 
upon Condition the Duke would put Vere-il, Carmagnole, and 
$1474 into the Pope®'siHands, till the End of the War. But the 
Dnke h{ing ng longer willing to mince a Matter that was al- 
ready but too much ſuſpetted, and muſt n<ceffarily be-known, 
dechared, That he had now made Choice of his Party;, and 
that he was engafed with the Emperor, and could not go 
from his Word. However, in regard the Alliance which -he 
had made with his Tmperial Majefry, tended no further than 
to opyoſe the unjuſt Deſigns of his Moſt Chriftian Majeſty, 
to defend himſelf from Oppreffion, and ſecure the Repoſe of 
If! r:ly ; Tf his Maiefty would put C:z42! and Pipnercl into the 
Hands of the Republick of Venice till the End of the War, 
and that all Diff-rences bztween them were decided, ;he 
ould jay down his Arms, and for ſome time put into the 
Pope's Hands one of his Towns, as a Pledge for the Obſerva- 
tion of his Word; But Trance, neither abſolutely, nor for 
any time ha4a mind to hearken to ſuch Conditions, and fo 
cam® to an open Rupture; the Conſcquence whereof, was the 
imm*tliate Liberty of the Vaudois, and Incouragement ro arm 
themſ-lves againft France, tac publick avowing of the Duke's 
Treati=s firſt with the Emperor, and afterward with Spair ; 
each of which we ſhall give you the Particulars of, partly as 
bins congruons to the Detfign of our Wort, but more in re- 
lation to what afterward has followed, tonching the infringe:

The Battle - Berly being advanced as far as the Village of Fleuri, found 


that a good part of the French Army had already paſſed the 
Sambre, and poſted themſelves againft the Village which they 
kept to their Backs ; of all which Prince 1aideck, who was po- 
ſed between Mellin and Fleuri, was inftantly informed. Now 
the Enemy having notice of Berlo's Approach, marched dis 
reftly towards him, while the Duke of 4 luxemberg preſently 
diſpatch'd away ſeveral Troops privately thro' By-ways, to fall 
upon him in the Rear, which made Berlo ſend for more Suc- 
cours, and chiefly of Foot; but inftead of ſending him more 
Force, they gave him Orders to retreat ; Yet he receiving not 
thoſe Orders till he was almoſt environed on every fide; 'he 
was obliged to put himſelf in a Condition to defend anarrow 
Lane, which he had poſſeſs'd before by his Dragoons. The 
Enemy charged him very vigorouſly, and there he loſt his 
life, as did alſo Major Ca/tHeman and ſome other Officers, The 
Count of Flodorp was alſo advanced too far to retreat without 
fighting z and the Cavalry indeed ftood ſtoutly to it, but be 
ing oppreſs'd with Numbers, they were forced to retreat to 
Monheur IWebbenum, who commanded the 3d Detachment, 
and was poſted on the other fide of an Hedge. Some Squa: 
drons of the Enemy that purſued Flodorp, ventured thro" the 
Hedge after him ; but they were ſo vigorouſly repulſed, that 
they were conftrained to make more haſte back again. When 
this was done, all this Body of Horſe jpyned the Army which 
was drawn up in Battel-aray not far off; And thus ended the 
Work of that Day. The whole Army ftood in order of Battle 
all that Night, and the next Morning they underſtood by a 
Deſerter, that the Duke of Luxemburg was reſolved to fight; 
Bat 2 Spies that made it their Trade .to be double ones, re 
ported preſently after, that Luxemburgh was repaſſing the 
Sambre; And in this uncertainty Prince I/aldeck continued til 
8 in the Morning, when the French were drawn up m Battle 
aray, that there was a neceſſity of engaging, The States Ar 
my conhifted of about 25000 Men, in regard the Spaniſh Forces 
and others who ſhould have reinforced them , were not ye 
come up ; fo that the Prince could not make above 2- Lins 
that extended from Fleuri to St, Arnaud. The French Army 
was above 40090 ftrong, Luxemberg having drawn a (great 
Number out of the Frontier Garriſons, and having been rein 
forced 3 days before, by a Detachment of the Marqueſs & 
Boufflers, conſiſting of 18 Batallions, 45 Squadrons, and the 
flving Camp commanded by the Count de Gournay, T he Prin 
indeed had ſome Notice of this Conjun&ion, but it was ver) 
uncertain; and fome ſay, the Governour of Namur gave ne 


tice of it by a Letter, but that it was not to be believed upot

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any Zood Grounds, - However it were, the. Fight being re- 1690, 
folved upon, . the Command of the Right Wing wag affigned to WYW

Lieutenant-General 4 Huby, a Spaniird, and the Prince of 
Birkenfield, with his Brigadiers, the Prince of Naſſau, Gover- 
nour of Friezland, and Mareſchal de Camp, and the Lieute- 
new {ds f Alva, and Webbenum had the Charge of the 
Left Wing, WA mate Fg yemh Horſe w_ before the 
Fight-began, were ſent to line the. Right Wing of the Army, 
Which lay in a good Poſt; but whether none _ ſent ties 
the Left, or that they who were commanded thither, did not 
do their Duty, they did not perceive that the Enemy ſlipped 
ſeveral Troops behind a riting-Ground and a ſmall Wood next 
the Sambre, who poſted themſelves behind the 2d Line of the 
Left Wing, which conſtrained them to face about, ' and turn 
their Backs to the Line 3 whereby beg much weakened, 
ſome Batallions of the Right Wing were ſent to ſecure theic 
Flank, and affift to keep their Ground ; Which wasno ſooner 
obſerved by the Duke of Luxemburg, but he faid to the Duke 
of Main, who was then next him, Do you ſce what rbe Enemies 
are doing? 1 foretel they will be beaten. In ſhort, the Left 
Wing was attack'd at the ſame time in Front, Rear, and 
Flank - the 1ſt Line, from which, as has been ſaid, one Batal- 
lion was taken to reinforce the 2d, after they had fought 
ſome time, were forced to give Ground, Whereupon the 
Enemy, who knew how to make uſe of that Opportunity, ad- 
yanced to the 2d, to fall upori their Rear; Now that Line 
was already advanced to make head azainft the Cavalry which 
they had before them, and which they had routed, and drove 
back in diſorder upon the French Infantry ; But the French 
had 3 Lines, fo that no ſooner was one over-turned, but freſh 
Batallions renewed the Fight, and with more eaſe repdled 
the , Dutch, quite tired with the” Brunts they had already 
ſuſtained. - Prince Waldeck perceiving the Left Wing in that 
Condition, and that the Horſe , weary of ſuch hot Service, 
had for the moſt part given Ground, ſeat to their Relief the 
Horſe of the 2d Line of the Right Wing, from whence the , 
Foot had þeen already drawn for the ſame Reaſon. ' While 
this was doing on that fide, the 1| Line of the Right Wing 
was alſo engaged with the Enemy, and had bravely routed 
them ſeveral times; and General 4« Puy who charged them 
in Flank, had gained 10 of their Cannon 3 But the Enemy 
having 3 Lines on that fide alſo, and being continually re- 
lieved by freſh Numbers, the Dutch Cavalry were diſperſed 
and broke to that Degree, that the whole Body could never 
be rallied again. However, the Count of Flodorp got toge- 
ther about a 1000 or 1200 about an hours riding from the 
Camp, and brought them on again, but then it was too late,

Piftol-ſhot of them, and then let fly with.ſuch an unconcern'd 
and ſteddy Aim, that the whole Squadron together ſeemed 
to fink into the Ground at once, hardly 30' of the whole 
Number. getting off; and thjs Courſe they ſo accufromed 
themſclves to obſerve, that at length they laughed at their 
Enemies, Crying out, Let them come 0n, we will pive them 
their Belly full. The French on the other fide were ſo daſht 
with the Execution done upon them, that they.fled as ſoon 
as they ſaw them but once preſent their Muſquets, nor durſt 
they any more come near them, but ſuffered them to re+ 
rreat in good Order, withont eyer offering, to purſue them; 
Which made the Duke of Luxemberp ſay, That they had outs

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aſffured Vitory- Thus Matters ftood when Monſieur Cati- 
at, being; ſenſible of the 'Fault he had committed, in re- 
moving from that place-which afforded him means to repak 
the River Po, and Forage on the other fide of it, uſed his uts 
moſt Endeavours to make himſelf Mafter of it a ſecond time, 
but he muſt have ſome Blows for it ; For when the Duke of 
Savoy underſtood his Deſign, and that the Forces which he 
he had poſted upon the Banks of the Po were not able to ftop 
the Enemy, he reſolved to decamp with his Army to obſerve 
the Motions and Attempts of the French; And therefore 
quitting the Neighbourhood of Turin, Fuxe 19th, he en- 
camp'd at Calalarga, which is over-againſt Montcallier,, not a+ 
bore balf a League from the Enemy, the Po being between 
both Armies. 

Here the Duke lay for ſome days; and after ſeveral Cour 
cils of War, it was at laft reſolved to attack the Enemies 
Rear, thereby to hinder their Communication with P:gnerol, 
from whence they had their Proviſion, in caſe they ftaid at 
Mons, where they then lay encamp'd; Wherefore the Duke 
Fuly 17th, decam'd from Catalarge, and encamped about 3 
quarters of a League from the Enemy; And the next day 
the French decamped alſo by break of day, and by 9 ap 
pear'd a Body of 400 Horſe about a quarter of a League 
from the Army, which obliged the Duke to draw up his 
Army in Battel-aray. But Monheur Catinat had no other 
Deſign, in making his Horſe advance, than to ſecure the 
March of the reſt of his Forces, which moved on to __ 
on the River Pitanaz yet he ſent in the mean time a conlt 
derable Party to make themſelves Mafters of Carignar, but 
by accident there was a Party of the Piedmont-Army poſted 
there, which being ſeconded by the Vaudois and the Coun 
try People, prevented the Enemy from coming into the 
"J own. ; 

The Duke of S2voy alſo on his part, conſidering the Ad 
vantageouſneſs of the Poſt, and being fearful left the Frendi 
ſhould make a ſecond Attempt next Morning, he ſent 3 Re 
giments of Foot, and 5 Squadrons of Horſe to re-inforce the 
Town, commanded by the Marquiſs of Pianezze, who ar

The Marqueſs of Parelle had arrived juft in the.nick of time, 
as the Piedmontois had quitted the Bridge ; but finding them- 
ſelves re-inforced, they reſumed Courage again z which 
(when th= French perceived the whole Army coming down 
upon them) made them retire in ſome Confuſion, after they 
had loſt Monſieur de Srvon, a very good Ofhcer, with a 
confiderable number of Soldiers. The Fight being thus end- 
ed, there were a!l the neceſſary Orders given for the Preſer- 
vation and Fortifving of that Poſt ; and then the Duke en- 
camped very near the Enemy. 


This Repulſe of the French at Carignan, was followed by The Vaudes 
a more conliderable Blow on the fide of the Vallics of Pied 599t = 
mont, where the /andsis joining with the French Exiles, were ©» 


reſolved to beat the Fnemy out of the Vallies and the City 
of Eucery, of which they had at the beginning made them- 
ſelves Maſters. To this purpoſe, having on the 18th of 
Aug. Joined themſelves with the Marqueſs de Parelle, the 
Duke of S7v0y's Lieutenant-General, who had about 3000 of 
the Pizdmont-Militia with him, at the Place called Babian; 
they reſolved upon the Enterprize, tho* de Pare!le was called 
away to the Duke of S$2v9y's Army preſently, and moſt of 
the Militia disbanded ; Wherefore Montieur de 1 oches, after 
having viewed the Poſture of the Enemy, whom he found to 
be above 2000 Foot, and 6 Squadrons of Horſe and Dra- 
goons commanded by Monſieur 4: Fenqui-res, and were en- 
camped within the Walls of Tycerr, which they had demo- 
liſhed Breaft-high, and had poſted 4c0 Men in the Tort of 
St. Mick:e!, that was hard by z he detached 200 Vardois un- 
der 3 Captains that had with (hem $30 Granadiers, who paſ- 
ſed by Luc'rz over the old Bridze, and joined the Troops of 
Monfteur Armanld (the Minitter that lay at 2:4) command- 
ea by the Chevalier Veru!;, ſent to them by the Duke of 
Srvoy ; But npon the appearance ot the Fncmies Caralry on 
the fide of Babirm, Monheur d- Leockes retired as fait as he 
could, after he had given Orders to Ar7-2::14 to give notice 
of whzr had paſſed. In ths m<an time, while the Faudeis 
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LY WV having the Enemy in Front, ready to receive them, and Ye. 
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rulli being, re-inforced with 200 Men more, they ſet upon 
the Enemy altogether, and after half an hours Diſpute, car- 
ried St. MichaePs Fort, after they had been once beaten out 
of itz and not contenting themſelves with that Advantage, 
they purſued the Enemy within Carbine-ſhot of Lucern, and 
then retreated into the Wood, which put the Enemy into a 
Non-plus, that they durft not attack that handful of Men, 


for fear of an Ambuſcade. In the mean time a Meſſenger 


was diſpatch'd to the Marqueſs of Pare!le, who coming next 
Morning to Babizn with $09 of the Milita, he advanced to 
wards l:cern, Which the Fnemy had quitred after they had 
burnt ſome Houſes; But the Marqueſs met their main Body 
at the joining of the two ways that came from Lucern, and 
put the Militia at firſt to Skirmiſh with them, but they 
were ſoon ſcared with ſeeing ſome of their number fall, and 
fled as far as the Bridgez yet the Vaudois coming up, fell 
briskly upon the Enemy, and forced them to retire in Diſ- 
order, having, killed ſeveral, both Officers and Soldiers, and 
purſued them with a great deal of Fury, tho' they made {& 
vera! Halts, till they came to Briqueras, where putting 
their Horſe and Dragoons to cover the Town, and lodging 
their Infantry in the Caſtle, they made a ftand : But the 
Vaudois attacking, the Town in 2 ſeveral Places, and the Cz 
ftle in 5, they killed a great number of French Othcers that 
obſtinately defended the Place, and at laſt carried both Town 
and Cafrle, and purſued the Enemy as far as Miſſhmn, and al 
this with the Loſs only of 48 Soldiers, and about 9 Officers; 
but that of the French amounted to at leaſt 12co, and 4 
mong them ſeveral conſiderable Othcers, befides the wound 
ed, which were carried on 17 Waggons to Pignerol, 
However, the Duke of Say, or his Vaud»is might be 
elated with this Succeſs, Monheur Catizat gave them quickly 
Occaſion to change their Notez For after he had taken Ci 
worurs, a ſmall Town upon the left of Pignero!, he advanced 
Ap. 17th towards the City of Salufſesz; of whoſe march when 
when the Duke of $rvey was informed, he paſſed the Po with 
tis Army, as well to fecure the Place, as to ofter the Ene 
my Battel, which the other did not decline; For upon the 
13th Czrizar gave the Signal, and by 11 in the Morning or 
dered the [:4/;ars tor be attack d by the way of the Morals, 
which h- had canſed to be ſounded before, and found firm 
enonsh to bear his Men; So that the Duke's Left Wing not 
expecting to be atrack'd in Flank, the Morals being to the 
Left of them, made not ſuch a ſtout Retiftance, as they 
might have done, had they been forewarned,. However, 
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began to give way, being, maul'd both with the firings of a 
Body of Reſerve, and with the great Cannon that plaid di- 
reMy upon them. But the Right Wing ſtood firm till 3 in 
the Afternoon, when being not able to hear the whole brunt 
of the Enemies fire, they were conftrained to betake them- 
ſclves to flight ; and ſeveral of them thinkiag to facilitate it 
by taking] the Po in their way, were drowned. The Duke 
himſelf .xetired with part of his Troops to Carignar, to come 
pute his Loſs, which the Enemy affirmed to be 4000 lain 
out-right, 11 great Guns, good ftore of Baggage, ſome Co- 
lours, and a connderable quantity of Ammunition taken 
and that themſelves had not above an 150 killed, and abont 
100 wounded, This Account, tho” it be not altogether pro- 
bable, yet the Advantage every way was the Fr-nch's, paſt 
all doubt ; and what was intended to have been ſaved by the 
Duke of $voy in hazarding this Battle, was the Conſequence 
of Catinar's Vittory, who the very next day poſſeſſed him- 

ſelf of Saluſſzs, as he did ſoon after of Szvillin:, a large Ci- 

ty 15 Miles from the former, Villa Franca, and divers other 

Places z and then march'd with his Army to Raiconper, with 

a Deſign to ſet upon the Duke of S2v0y's Men that were re- 

tired to Carignan, after their Defeat, or at leaſt to make him- 
ſelf Maſter of Cormapnoli; But the Duke not finding himſelf 
in a ſtate to abide his coming, retreated to Monclair to re- 
cruit his Army, and to wait for the German Troops that were 
coming to his Aſfiitance, after he had put 4000 Men into C- 

rienan, and ſecured Carmagnol:, The Germans, or at leaſt 

part of th2m, ſome time after joyned the Duke z with which

25000 ſtrong, he decamp'd on the 16th of Sepr. from Mour'« 

cair, and advanced towards C:tinat, who alſo having been 

ſtrengthened with ſome Regiments from France , was not at 

all frartled at his Approach , but ftood his Ground, while 

Monſieur Sr. Ruth was reducing Tartantafia and Morienna, with 

all Szv"y, excepting, Montmelian, winder the Obedience of the 

French King, whoſe Cities ſwore Allegiance to him , and 

whereof Monſieur St. Ruth, for his good Services, was made 

—_ with an annual Penſion (as 'twas ſaid) of 40000

And as the French Forces had in a manner, made a com- 
pleat Conqueſt of the Dutchy of Savoy this Seaſon, you have 
already an account how far a Progreſs they have made in 
Piedmont, the moſt valuable part of the Duke's Dominions 3 
and now you will hear of what was more afRitting to his Royal 
Highneſs, than any one thing, that perhaps befcl him fince 
the Rupture. Suzz is a City very conſiderable for its Sita» 
fon, as being that which opens a Paſſage out of the Dau- 
tbinate into Piedmont, whenever the French ſhould think it re+ 
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1690. quiſitez For every time the Kings of France defign'd a War 
WYV in /raly, they always coveted to b2 Maſters of that Poſt. Now 
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Catinat had had an Eye upon it for ſome time, and made 
ſome ſecret Paces towards accompliſhing his Defign, which 
yet he could not carry ſo covertly, but that the Duke had no- 
tice of it; ſo that he did all he could to prevent the misfor- 
tune; To this purpoſe he ſent away the Count of I ovignie; 
with 6 Batallion$ot Foot and ſome Horſe, to ſecure the Place; 
Of which Monſieur Catinat being advertiſed, he did not take 
the ordinary Road, but haſt:d towards the Mountains, march- 
ing his Men -with wonderful Application and Celerity for 6 
Days together without Intermiſhon. This Motion of his, 
when the Duke heard of, he miftakingly thought the Siege 
of Suz42 had been a feign'd buſineſs, bur that the true Defign 
of the French was to give him Battle z and therefore ſent Or- 
ders to Lovigniex to leave Suzz, and forthwith to joyn him 
with all his Forces. This was no ſooner done, but the Frere 
immediately begirt the City, where there was only 6 or 700 
Men in Garriſon under the Count de Lands, who ſecing no 
likelihood to defend himſelf in ſuch a weak Poſt with ſuch ar 
inconſiderable Force againſt a numerous Army , or rathe 
being of a baſe and daſtardly Nature, made ſhew of putting 
himſelf firſt in a Poſture of Reſifrance, but preſently after ſur 
rendred the City upon Terms of marching out with Arms 
Baggaze, and 2 Cannon, and to be convey'd to the Gates & 
Turir. With this Attion the Campaign ended in /raly, fer 
Catinat divided his Army thereupon, ſending one part of then

Here we ſhall leave the Duke of S2voy and his Aﬀairs, both

This Year 
had not long been begun, when the Tarrars who had no rea- 
ſon-to be atraid of Pol:n4, with a Body of about 10000 Men, 
fell into Albania, ravaging and deftroying all before them 
with Fire and Sword ; And tho' the Duke of Holſtzin, who 
commanded there, was aware of his Unability to cope with 
ſuch a numerous Army of freſh Men, and therefore kept upon 
the defentive part; yet he could not guard himſelf fo well, 
but that the Jartars, ſeconded by the Turks, and ſome of the

vigorous Reſiſtance th2 Chriſtians made , yet being over- 
powered by numbers, they were almoſt every Man of them 
cut off, and hardly any left to carry the News of that fatal 
D-ftruttion, it being computed that no leſs than 5000 Germans 
p=riſhed that Dry: And if ſuch fatal Beginnings have many 
times th2 like or worſe Conſequences; it was ſo in this Caſe 
alſo ; For the T-yþs and Tart rs, fluſh'd with this Succeſs, ſoon 
after - made themſ-lves Maſters of Caſineck, a Place of 
great Tmportance. All this made the Duke of Holſtein, who 
lav ck at the ſame time, - order ſeveral other Places to be 
quitt*d, But the Tartars not content to have defeated the 
Chriſtians in Servia, entred into I/allachia, to the number 
of 16000 Men, purpoſing to drive the Imperialiſts quite out 
of the Province: Of whoſe march when General Henſley was 
informed, and finding, himſelf not ſtrong enough to reſiſt 6 
conſiderable a Body, he retreated into Tranſilvaniz, quitting 
the City of Buckoreſt to the Tartars, where he lay in Garriſon 
with ſome Regiments; and no ſooner had he left it, but the 
Infidels, purſuant to their uſual Celerity, arrived, and pre 
Fently overrun the Country with their accuſtomed Ravage. 
Theſe Advantages ſeemed to be an Obftacle to the Peace, of 
which (tho” the Turkiſh Embaſſadors, had been ſent away from 
Vienna, yet they were till at Comorya) there were ſome Hopes 
hitherto it ſhould have ſucceeded ; but now it began to grow 
deſperate. Yet to comfort the Tmnerialifts ſomewhat for 
thoſe forementioned unexpected Lofſes, the Garriſon of Ct 
niſſe, a Town in Lower-Hungary, which had been blockaded 
with a Body of 60600 Hungarians, and 2000 Heydubes, Fun!

In the mean time, Teck?ly, as 
a Mark of his tgnal Victory, fent a great Number of Colours, 
Kettte-Drums, and 2 lovely Horles to the Grand Seignior 
then'at Adrianople, and ſummoned together the Petty Eftates 
of 7r.mfituania, who formally eletted him to be their Prince, 
and then joyned ſome of their Forces to his, for his Aſſftance 
and the- maintenance of his Right ; which the Prince of Ba- 
den on the Emperour's part is haftening_- to diſpute with him, 
and fo we at preſent ſhall leave him on his March, and ſee 
what. is become of Niſſz, 1Wi4in, and ſomething of far more 
conſequence than either of them. 

Count Guido of $tzremberg, who was Governour of Niſſz, 
after he had valiantly defended the Place, for a long time by 
making frequent Sallies upon the Turks; wherein he killed 
them a great many Men, ſeeing at length the Enemy lodged 
vpon the Counterſcarp, afNembled the principal Officers of 
the Garriſon to know their Opinion, what was beſt for -him 
to do under ſuch a ditficult Conjuntture, eſpecially fince they 
found there were no hopes of relicf now left; for the Grand- 
Vitier to incline them to ſurrender, ſent the Count word of 
the Defeat of the Imperialifts by Teckely, and of th? Prince 
of B14ex's being forced to paſs the Danube, to go and ſecure 
the Province of Traxſiltvaniaz whereupon it was unanimouſly 
concluded that it was time to caprrtulate , leaft the Tow 
ſhould be taken by frorm, to the ruine of 2595 Soldiers, that 
mizht be ſerviceable eli/ewhere. But that which altogether 
prevailed upon the Governour was his fcarcity of Proviſions, 
which wonld laft bur for a very few days: Whereupon a Par: 
ley was beat, and the Articles concluded and tigned the $th 
of. £pt. which were as hoavurable as could be defired, and 
hy which they were to he-convoy'd fate to Be/grade, but they 
were not ſo punttrally performed as they ought to have been.

had a good Garriſon of above 6009 old German Soldiers , 
commanded by Count Aſpremont, and was well provided with 
all ſorts of Ammunition and Provitions ; But the Rreaches that 
had been made when it was taken 4 Years before by the E- 
leftor of B1rvarir, were not fully repaired, fo that they were 
forced to defend them with a double Rank of Palliſadoes. On 
the other hand- the Grand-Vilier, after hs had ordered the 
foremoſt Regiments of his Van-guard to take their reſpeive 
Tofts, bezan his Approaches within Musket-ſhot, under the 
Covert of ſome ruined Houſes, which the beſieged had not 
taken care to level with the Ground : However, the Count. 
fired ſo hotly upon rhem with his Cannon, and made ſuch 
—_ callies, that they were forced to draw a little further 
off.

having beaten them out of ſame Redoubts, and a Covert-way 
which the Turks had maſtered before, an unforeſeen Misfor- 
tune daſhed all their Hopes, and at the ſame time deſtroyed 
a great Number of the braveſt Soldiers in Chriſtendom ; For 
a Bomb from the Turks unhappily lighting upon a great Tow- 
cr, where the Magazine of Powder lay, blew it up inta the 
Air, killed about 1200 of the Garriſon, and wounded a great 
many of the reſt, « made the whole City ſhake again, threw 


down the Walls in ſeveral Places, and ruined almoſt all the. 


Hopſes ; But this was not all, for the Fire took in other Ma- 
azines of Powder, whether treacherouſly or no, or whether, 
a$ it was rather believed, by the means of ſome Sparks, or 
Brands, that flew from the great Tower, fo that the whole 
City was all on a blaze at once, which cauſed ſuch a Contu- 
tion, and Deſolation in the Place, as cannot well be imagined z 
there being nothing to be ſeen but the ſad Spettacle ot dead 
or dying Men, and every body minding more the ſaving of 
his own Life, than the Defence of the Town, 

The Turks perceiving the Effetts which their Bombs had 
produced, and encouraged by the Accident, were ſo wiſe as 
not to let ſlip the opportunity, ſo that upon the $th of 02, 
they made a new Aſſault, though they had opened never a 
Breach in the City-wall, but made uſe of thoſe that had been 
made in the former Siege, and ſome other Breaches which 
the fatal Accident had newly wrought; And in this Afault 
they fought ſo furiouſly, that though they were repulſed ſe- 
veral times, yet at length they over-powered the Befteged with 
their Numbers, and cut them to pieces, not ſparing any what- 
ſoever ; 6000 gallant Men periſhed by this diſaitrous Mil- 
fortune; And only the Duke of Cr:y, who had a little before 
got into the Town, the Count of Aſpremont , the Count de 
Archinto, and ſome other Officers with about 600 more ſaved 
themſelves through the Fiſhers-gate, and got over the Danube 
in Saicks, but yet not without the Addition of one Diſafter 
more, Which is inevitable at ſuch times; For one of the Sa- 
icks being, over-laden with the Crowd of thaſe who ſhifted 
for their Lives, ſunk to the Bottom, and the Multitude met 
with that death-in the Water, which they thought to avoid by 
Land. Thus was the famous City of Belgrade retaken by the 
Turks in 8 Days ſpace, Ot. 13th this Year, which the 1-lettor 
of Bavaria had taken by ftorm, on the 16th of Sepr. 1688, at- 
ter a Months fege, and of which we have given you account 
before in its proper Place. 

The Turkiſp Army reſted ſome days after this important 
Conquetr to refreſh them ; and then though the Seaſon was 
tar advanced, being, willing to firike while the Irun was bor, 

they 
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they advanced from thence, and croſhing all over the Coun- 
try from Belgrade to Eſſeck, appeared before that Place the 
20th of the ſame Month. The Duke of Croy, and the Count 
of Srrremburgh had got thither a little before, after they had 
withdrawn the Garriſons out of Walovar, and other Poſts 
through which the Enemy was to march, and did their ut- 
moſt to put Eſſeck into a Pofture of Defence ; though they 
had little hopes, conſidering the ill State of the Place, to 
hold it any long time. This the Grand-Vifſier knew well 
enough, and therefore he only ſent 6600 Men, under the 
Command of Muſtapha, Baſſ: of Brjnia to take it in, who 
was ſo confident of Succeſs in the Enterprize, that he attackt 
the Place without any Care of Military Diſcipline, and ne- 
ver taking any Pains to make Lines of Circumvallation, or 
Contravallation. Th? Duke of Croy who commanded in the 
Place, upon the 3d of Nov. at Night rode out to view the 
Enemy's Works, and went ſo near that a Musket-bullet paF 
ſed through his Hat without doing him any other Miſchief, 
and there finding the Turks remiſs upon their Guard, and 
wrought in great ſecurity, he reſolved to hazard a Sally, 
and made choice of the day following for it, which was his 
Birth-day z; Wherefore he fallied out with 200 Foot, and 2 
1000 Horſe, and ſucceeded (o well, that he killed above 300 
of the Enemy, filled up a good part of their Trenches, and 
took 5 Colours, which he ſent to the Emperor; But neither 
this, nor the Scarcity of Proviſions, nor yet the Report of 
Relief coming to the Beheged, could totally diſcourage the 
Turks; and therefore on the 5th of Nov. they fired all day 
long with an extraordinary fury, refolving upon a Storm, 
as ſoon as they had made a Breach wide enough to enter 
by: The Duke of Croy on the other fide, ſeeing the Re- 
hegers ſo attivez and being informed by ſome Priſoners, 
that the Enemy made the more haft to carry the Flace, be 
cauſe of the Intelligence they had that General Batriant 
was coming forwards with Relief, he be-thought himſelf, 
in order to confirm them in that Pelief, of this Stratagem. 
He ordered in the Night-time 409 Horſe to fally out with 
all their Trumpets and Kettl--drums, giving them Orders 
to divide themfelves into 2 Podizs, and fo to found louder 
and louder gradually, to make the Enemy believe it was the 
Relief that was expetted ; which Device, tho' none of the 
cunningeſt, ſucceeded ſo well, and ftruck ſuch a Terror up- 
on the Turks, that they drew off and retreated ſo precipi- 
toully, that they lefe behind all their Cannon and heavy 
Baggage. As ſoon as the Duke was aſſured they were quite 
zone off, for they tied in the Night, hs diftributed 42<c 
Horins among th2 Garriſon, ordered every Soldier a Found 
of Meat a day; and a Meaſure of Wine, cauſ:d the £12ay's 
C3:.n07 
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1690. Cannon to be ſecured, and their Works demoliſhed ; and af- 
ter having given: all the neceflary Orders for the Security of 
the Face, he poſted himſelf to Views, to give the Empe- 
ror an account of the good: News, who. failed not to ſhew 
him all the Teftimonies of his Favour, that ſb important a 
Piece of Service did deſerve; Thus Eſſ-+þ was delivered out 
of the Hands of the Tarts, by an Event as contrary to moft 
Mens Expettations, as B-lprade fell under their Power. - But 
as if the Turks had not made a ſuihcient Progreſs this Cam- 
paign already, and for a Compenſation to their Niſappoint- 
ment at Zfſ-c>; rhey made themſelves Maſters of Lippa in 
upper Auygtry, and found means to re-inforce the Garriſons 
of Great I/"ara4in, and Themeſwaer, with freſh Men, and all 
ſorts- of Proviſions, which was ſo mnch the -more unfortus 
nate to the Tmperialifts, fince thoſe two conſiderable Towns 
had becn block'd up f6 long by them, that they muſt infallibly 

= have been ſurrendred unto them before another Campaign; 
And now give me leave to ſay, That hardly any Story can 
parallel ſuch two different Campaigns as this and the laſt 
haye proved to the Orromars, who the preceding Year were 
in a fair way of loting -all they had in Emope ; for the Im- 
periatiſts carried befpre them as far as-'Nifſz, and 
IVidin, and by any thing that apyear'd to the contrary,

block'd up laft year, as fearing now the Blockade would 

prove as unſucceſsful. as the Siege then had done. But the 
Republick not being diſcouraged herewith, not only order 

ed the Blockade to be reinforced, but prepared all things in 

a readineſs to begin the Campaign betimes ; and ſo much the 

rather, becauſe of the Aſkſtance of 200000 Livres the Pope 

their Country-man gave them at this time for the Expmn- 

ces of War; and that they believed they ſhould meet but 

with little Oppoſition on that fide, fince the Tures would 

be forced to imploy the main of their Forces in Hungay, 

and only be upon the defenſive in the Morea.

The Turks alſo appear'd then, but were ſo bravely attack'd by 
General Spar, that he drove them back to a grear Tom 
about a League from Vallona, ſeated upon an Hill, and de 
fended by a Caſtle which they took by Storm, and entrend> 
ed themſelves about the Caftle; when General Corn2r0 cont 
ing up in the Evening, ordered a Battery to be raiſed, ot 
which were planted 2 great Guns, and 6 of a leſſer Size, 
from which the ſame Night they began to play upon the 
Caftlez Upon this a Reſolution was alſo taken to fall wper 
the Turks that were encamp'd before Vallo-ng, to the number 
of 6500 Fot, and 1500 Horſe; General Spar, with 49% 
Foot, and 400 Horle, being ordered for that Servicz. But 
the Turts had no ſooner ſeen the Venetians advance, than that 
they fled, and were purſued ſo among the Woods, that they 
were utterly ſcattered. 

In the mean while the Chriſtians fell upon another Town, 
where the Turks had entrench'd themſelves, and quickly mt 
ſter'd it (notwithſtanding the vigorous Refifrance of the En* 
my, who fired upon the Venetians from the Houſes and For 
tre's without ceating) whereby they depriy'd the Tours

Pitulate : 'To which end they ler down from their Walls two 
of their Otficers, who were bronght to the General, and 
demanded at frſt very ridiculous Terms; but they were 
brought to, and at length it was agreed they ſhonld march out 
with their Arms'and Baggage ; which they did accordingly, 
being, about 550 Soldicrs, and near 5000 others, who were 
all condutted to their 'Army. But tho'/this was happily ter- 
minated, the main Work was ftill to do; Wherctore from 
hence they returned before Vallons, which appear'd to be a 
Figure with $ Angles, environed with a Moat and Couter- 
ſcarp, and having a "Tower in the middle, furniſhed with 20 
Pieces of Cannon, beſides 60 more that were planted round 
the Town. Not-far from hence ftood a ſmall Wood of Olive- 
Trees, with a ſmall Burrongh, wherein were 6 Churches be- 
longing, to the Turks, Greeks and F:ws, which they ſoon made 
themſelves Maſters of, - carrying their: Approaches on at the 
ſame time before Villonz, which they battered with their 
Cannon from the Ships, and Bombs from the Polanders.

from thence. In the Night he got the Weather-gage of 
the Enemy, and the next day being thee 8th, bore dire&ly 
upon the Enemy, who, on their part, alſo endeavoured to 
gain the Wind, and to come cloſe up to him.  Delphino took 
the Van-guard himſelf, and gave the Rear-guard to Conta- 
rini; and he was hardly come up in his ſingle Ship with 12 
Turks Men of War, but they were becalm'd z Whereupon 
the Turkiſh Gallies fell into the Rear, and the Captains of 
Conſtaminople, Alpier, Tunis, and Tripoli bore up the Van, 
and ſeemed as if they intended to board the Chriftians; 
But the Venetian Gallies fired fo thick wpon them, that ſeve 
ral of the Enemies. Veſſels were ſhot through and through, 
General Delphino had his Hand ſhot off in the Attion, which 
yet did not hinder him to keep in his Station till the Fight 
was over, two other Veſſels bearing up at the ſame time to 
relieve him. The Turks hereupon would needs fall upon the 
Rear-guard, but were ſo warmly received by Contarini there 
alſo, that they were forced to fly much damnified, to Mete- 
lin, from whence they made all the fail they could to Focis; 
which General Delphino ſeeing, and being not able to over 
take them, he fteered away for the Morea, now entirely 
conquered by the Venetian Armsz and which they took all 
the Care imaginable the remainder of this Seaſon to ſecure, 
by fortifying the fthmus of Corinth, the only way there was

'* "While this was doing here, Colonel St, Fohys, Colonel 
Tiffin, the Lord George Himbleton, the French in Engliſh Ser- 
vice, and ſeveral other Regiments were marching over be 
low upon the.

Bur then perceiving 'Mackay's Batta- 
lions*to drive the Enemy before them, . leaft theſe Bodies that 
faced them ſhould fall back to the relief.of the flying Party, 
they, engaged them, and for about half an Hour it was hot 
work-;z But- the triſh being then upon the declins, they all 
fled-qut} of the Field, their Foot being miſerably ſlaugter'd

Campaig". x ſhall paſs on from them to the Poles, whoſe King at the 
Head of his Army, that were about 20000 ftrong, once more 
fell into Moldzvia, with a further detign of marching that way 
mto Budziack ; yet the Pol:s had not advanced far into the for- 
mer Country, but that they were informed a great Body of 
Tartars had taken the Field, and roam'd about their Camy 
to ſnap their Convoys, which made the King ſend Prince La: 
bomirs&, Mareſchal of the Crown with 1500 Horſe to obſerve 
their Motions.

old.'* He took the Name of Innocent XII. upon him, in 
membrance of /:9cenr XT. ' who had promoted him- to the 
Cardinal Dignity on the 1|t of Sep:.

Sepbiz, Daughter of Frederick TIT. King of Denmark,” fon 
George TV. that ſucceeded him, who was born on' the 17th of 
07. 1668. and Frederick Aveuſtus born on the 12th of May, 
fince by the Death of his Brother, become Eleftor of $zxo1y, 
and now confirmed King of Poland.

Year, the Parliament began to fit, before whom p,,tianenc 
the King laid the Succeſs of his Arms in the intire Reduftion meet 


of Irel:nd, hoping it was an earneft of future Succeſſes, which 
their timely Afﬀttance to him might procure to them'; then 
he urged to: them the neceſhty of a ftrong Fleet, and laftly 
recommended to them Diſpatch of Butineſs, which if negle- 
ted, an opportunity would be loft, which could never be rea- 
fonably hoped. for again : But tho' the Parliament upon this 
occation promiſed the moſt ſpeedy Supplies that could be, 
yet his Majeſty did not think there was haft enough made, 
anſwerable to his Dehhgns abro2d, and therefore as early as 
the 10th of Far. this Year, he was pleaſed, after returning 
his hearty thanks to the Houſes for what they had already 
<done, to quicken them in their pace with ſuch cogent Argu- 
ments, that all Bills were ready for ſigning by the 5th of 
March, when his Maj-fty paſſed ſeveral Afts, and among 
others, one for railtin« Mony by a Poll-tax; and then having 
fold his Parliament of his Ingentions to go beyond Sea, the two 
Houſes were given to underfand that it was his pleaſure they 


ſhould adjourn to the 12th of April: The King in conformi- RE 
ty to his Reſolntions went for Zo/7:y4 accordingly, where he 


landed on the 16th of March, and after ſome ftay at the Hague

and. by-: Now you are to underftand that the- King had no 
fooner:turn'd his back, but it was rumoured up and down 
every where that the late King was ready to land in England 
with a great Army, whither he had ſent his Declaration ſet-

ninf all that oppoſed him with ſevereft puniſhment, and that

When the Army was come up to the. Head of theſe De 
files, and juſt entring into the ſmall Plains, they were order- 
ed to halt, except the Engliſh Life-guards, - and Horſe and 
Dragoons, which were commanded upon the Right Skirts 
of the. Wood, where was our Van-guatd, -and my Lord 
Cutts's, Lientenant-General Mackay's, Sir Charles Graham'y 
and Earl of Angus's Regiments, which being interlin'd with 
the Engliſh Horfe, were commanded at the ſame time to the 
out-lide of the Wood, on this tide of that way. as brand 
upon the Right, which made the Figure of the Arch of 2 
Circle, as the Skirts of the Wood did here before us. Theſe 
4 Regiments were poſted here, to be ready to ſecond the 
Attack of our Van-guard, Prince of Hefz's, Col. Louders 
and Farl of Leven's Regiments, who were alſo interlin'd with 
the Left Wing of Horie, were likewiſe poſted upon the fi& 
of the Wood. Things being thus diſpos'd, and our a 
continuing, in their Halt, Prince Wirtemberg, after he 
cannonaded for above 2 Hours, begun the Attack with the 
Danes upon the Right, which was immediately follow'd by 
the other 4 Engliſh Regiments as compos'd our Van-guard 
and ſeconded by Cutts, Mackay, Angus, Graham, Lauder, the

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heard, which for the ſpace of 2 Hours ſeem'd to, he a con- 1692, 
tinued Thunder, and <qualled the noiſe, even of the loudeſt ,oHIVY 
Clapsz our Van-guard behaved themſelves in this Enzage- 
ment to ſuch wonder and admiration, that tho they re- 
ceived the Charge of ſeveral Battalions of th& Enemies, one 
after another, yet thzy made them retreat almoſt into their

ſeſſion. The Baron of Pibract's Regiment of Lunemburgers 
being in great Diſorder in the Skirt of the Wood, and the 
Baron their Colonel lying dangeronfly wounded upon the 
Place, (which he cot in rallying of his Regiment) the Earl 
of Bith's (one of the Regiments that was commanded te- 
wards the Wood, the other Engliſh being Brigadier Churchifs) 
was ordered by Prince Crſimir of Naſſar to their Relief 3 tw 
Sergeants of this Reziment reſcued the Colonel who hy 
wounded almoſt in the Enemies Hand, and brought him of 
in ſpite of their Fire.

The Van-guard being thit 
diiordored for warr of a timcly Relief, which was occationed 
EY the rarrownefs of the Ground, and: conſequently beatef 
ont of thoir Poſt in the Wood, Inxembyg being likewik 
17 d by the Marqueſs of Bouff-75's freſh Troops, who came 
' 5m enough to compleat th2 Defeat cf our Van-guard with 
bus Dragoons; and befides, the Nizk: drawing on, the King 
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ordered his Army to retreat, which was done with adaurar 
ble Order ; for tho” rhe French did follow 11s for fome tirne, 
yet they did not fire a Shor, ſuch was the Order of our Re- 
rreat, that they did not dare venture upon:it. The Engliſh 
Granadiers brought up the Rear, and when-ever the Freach 
moved towards us, they fac'd to the Right about, and pre- 
ſented themſelves to the Enemy, then the Enemy would 
halr,-and ſo our Rear-yuard marched on: This halting and 
facing, and then marching, continued for fome tune, til the 
Night put an end to the Enemies farther Motion. And thus

Here it was that brave General Marky, Sir Fobn Lanier, 
and divers other gallant Othcers loſt their Lives : and ſurely 
the French, norwithRtanding their Te Drum, for this pretend- 
ed Vittory,” had nothing ro boaft of, ſince their Loſs, ac- 
cording to the Confeſhon of divers of 'their Officers, rather 
exceeded that of the Confederates; and they had not come

WAY living, propos'd it to him again by the order of the Marr 

te * Barhbeſieux, the Son & Louvois ; upon which ſeveral 
Projets were drawn up, and ſeveral Conferences held-- to 
have brought it to paſs the laſt Campaign, 1691. But be- 
ing then diſappointed, they frill went on with their Deſign. 
-Grmwale being, employed to write to du Moyr, then retir'd 
to Hmover, and encourage him to a ſecond Attempt this 
preſent Campaign.

"That 4: Mont's'Wife delivered ſ:veral Letters to Barbeſi-nx, 
which ſhe receiv'd from her Husband at Hover z where the 
Priſoner continuing his Correſpondence with him, enzaged 
him by Letters of April 20, 25. and 12 of Mzy, to meet him 
at Vin in order to take their final Reſolution. That the 
Priſoner with Chamlays and Leefdale agreed upon the man- 
ir of perpetrating the Aſſaſſination; That when the King 
ſhould paſs along the Lines, or ride ont to take a View, or 
when the Army ſhould decamp, that 4» Mort ſhould lie in 
Ambuſh,- and when the King came within 100 Paces, he 
ſhould fire upon him; And that Chamliys ſhould he ready 
with 3000 Horſe to bring him of.

1592. DPicces of Cannen, the Landgrave and Margrave of Bareith 
WNW called a Council of War with the reſt of the Generals, 
where it was reſolved that the two Armies that were ſepa- 
rated, ſhould re-join, which was done accordingly, and the 
Army encamped near Neuftad:, and in ſome days after ſepa- 
rated again, the Landgrave marching to beſiege Fberemburgh;

favour of a thick Tog, ſurprizcd by the French in his Camp, 
and chargcd fo brizkly, that the Germans had not time to 
put themſelves in a poſture of Defence; ſo that they lok 
of their number near a 1000 Men, and divers Priſoners, 
among, whom rhe Duke of Wirtemburg himſelf was one, who 
was Carried to Paris, while the French ravaged his Country 
for a time at their Pleaſare, and obliged the Landgrare, 
now weakned by the Detachment he had ſent away to the 
Margrave of Bareith, and afterwards by another to lecue 
Heidelburgh, to raiſe the Siege of Eberemburgh: But for this, 
the Landgrave was pretty even with the French before the 
The S/'zve end of the Year, for the latter having betieged Rbeirfels 
*. &414j+/%- which would have been of great Importance to them if the 
could have carried it, the Governour made ſo brave a De 
f=nc2, and the Landyrave made ſuch haſte to relieve it, that 
the French were conſtrained to raiſe the Siege with ſome di 
honour, fince they ſhewed ſo much 'Confidence of Succeſs in 
it at the fhrſt Undertaking, and with no lets loſs from the 
Germans Fire, and the rizorous Seaſon, which was much fit

There the Duke found 
29 Pieces of Cannon, and a Quantity of Proviſions; and the 
City preſently granted to his HighneG 40000 Livres Contri- 
bution, which they borrowed ar Grenoble, for that purpoſe, 
beſides which, his Highne{ ſeiz'd upon 6-200 Livres in Gold, 
which was the King's Mony in the Hands of the Treaſurer 
of the Troops; all the Ambrunroie, with the Neighbouring, 
Towns and Villages were at the fame time put under Con- 
tribution.

By Sun-rifing, the French were drawn up within Cannote +4, naerle 
ſhot of the Confederates Camp, who phaid . upon them with of Landen, 


their Cannon with good Succeſs; and this the French re- 
ceived with admirable Conftancy, till about 6 they made 
a Movement to come nearer. the King's Retrenchments, and 
about 8, Luxemburg ordered a ſtrong Body of Troops to at- 
tack the Villages of Lay or Neerwinden, which they did with 
great Fury, and various Succeſs, having gained and loft 
thoſe Poſts once and again z But at length the Confederates; 
tho' much inferiour in number, remained Maſters of them 3 
And here it was the Duke of Berwick was taken Priſoner. 
But this ill Succes of the French upon the Confederates 
Right, did not diſcourage them from Attacking the Confe- 
derates Left Wing at Neerlanden; which Poſt, tho' it was 
not in it ſelf weak; yet it was attacked with a great Diſ- 
portion of Forces; and the Fire was very ſmart on both 
es, the French gained and loſt the Advantage ſeveral 
times; but were at laft, after two Hours hot Diſpute, en- 
tirely beaten : His Majeſty's Example and Preſence, as be- 
ing there in Perſon, mightily heartning the Confederates to 
ſand ftoutly to it 3 and hitherto the Succeſs of the day was 
manifeſtly on the Confederates fe, and the French ſeemed 
by their Countenance, as if they deſigned to draw off : 
But Luxemburg having till ſeveral Brigades of freſh Men, re- 
ſolved to gain the Village of Neerwinden a ſecond time; 
and to that end, attacked it with great Fury, and here the 
Diſpute lafted. a long timez His Majefty doing the Office of 
a private Soldier, as well as a grand Captain, at the ſame 
timez as did alſo the Eleor of Bavaria, who diſtinguiſh- 
ed himſelf upon this Occaſion, by ſeveral Repulſes he gave 
the Enemy : And in ſhort, nothing, bat Numbers prevailed 
bver the Confederates, who, tozether with the Field of Bat- 
tel whereon his Majeſty ftaid rallying ſome Horſe; till he 
was almoſt ſurrounded, loſt moſt of their Cannon, and re- 
treated to Lewe unpurſued by the French, who; tho' they 
gained the Battel, yet their Loſs was ſuch, that they might 
rery well ſay with Pyrrbus King of Epirus, when compliment-\ 
ed upon his Succeſs againſt the Komans, Thar ſuch anotber Bate : 
rl would quite Ruin them. - oc 
The King in the Day of Battel ſhewed himſelf, as he had' 
aways done; a brave Man ;. and . it was only the wonderful 
Providence of God that preſerved one that expoſed himſelf 
6 miclt a5 he did, who natrowly eſcaped 2 Musket-ſhots;

Treachery in th> Surrender of it. 

Charleroy But tho” Charleroy was the only Garriſon the Spaniars 
| —_ = loſt in Flanders ſo late in the Year, and for the ſaving © 
ne Which, they themſelves were ſo far from being able, thi 
their Allies in ConjunQtion with them, had not bh-*en ab 
to effect it, yet they were no better provided in Crraloni 
w 11ete 
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where the French, ſo early as the 2gth of May, inveſted 1693, 
Roſes both by Sea and Land, and carried the Siege of it on 

with that forwardneſs, that on the 5th of Fune the place was Ryſes taken, 

ſurrendred to them. I do not find they made any great Ef- 

forts to enlarge this Conqueſt on that fide, neither would 

the Spaniards give them any further Opportunity at pre- 

ſent; but it had been well, had they timely enough thought 
this'to be too much, and ſo prevented it, but it's in vain 

to talk, they will have their faſhion, and ſo we leave them 

and ſee what is done in Germany. 

Here the Germans were fo llow, and the French fo forward, 

that the latter paſſed the Ahine at Phillipsburg, and without 

any Oppoſition on the 18th of May, the Marqueſs 4: Cht- 

milli with 2000 Men inveſted Azidleburg, which had been Heide!burg 
long threatned by them, and the Duke z Lorge croffed the Jeſter mw 
firſt Mountains with 30000 Men to oppoſe the Prince of þ, 1. 
Baden, that this Year commandcd upon the Rhine ; but was Frcoch. 
not yet in any condition to att, but defenſively, and hardly 

that, ſo that poor £cidelburg was to ſhift for her ſelf, and 

God knows, that was done but forrily ; For befides its weak- 

neſs otherwiſe, there was ſuch a Diviſion between the Sol- 

diers and the Townſmen, about th? Money that was called 
*in, and which they would have $0 Current again ; that when 

on the 19th, the Regiment of Sconbeck was ready to enter 

the Town to re-inforce the Garriſon, the Townſmen were ſo 
iacenſed againſt the Soldiers, that they oppoſed the Entrance, 

which gave Melzc an Opportunity to ſeize a Redoubt, from 
whence he could batter the back-part of the Works of the

Storm, after they had routed ſome Parties without, and a 
very hot Diſpute from within, with its ſmall Garriſon, who 
yet found a way to eſcape £ This with other Succeſſes, 
and their greatly out-numbring the Prince of Baden in Men, 
made the Dauphine deſirous to attack him in his Camp near 
Fleinz wherefore, tho' he knew how advantageouſly he was 
intrenched, yet on the 26th of Fuly he crofſed the Neckar, 
and advanced within 4 Hours march of the Prince, who there- 
upon re-called all his Detachments to ſtrengthen himſelf, and 
ſo much the more, fince he had certain Advice on the 31|t, 
That the Dauphine reſolved to give him Battle, and that he 
would faſl on the next Morning. In ſhort, the French advanced 
the fame day with all their Cavalry and 4000 Granadiers, 
and having raiſed ſome Batteries, ſet themſelves to work, tv 
force the Entrenchments, and encompaſſed the Left Wing of 
the Camp, which made the Prince ſend a Detachment of 
Horſe into the Valley of Winsburg to diſpute the Paſs with 
them, and when about 2 he thought the French would have 
begun the Fight, they drew off and re-paſſed the Neckar with 
ſome Loſs. Neither was there any other thing of Moment 
done there this Campaign, fave the French putting a Gar 
riſon into Stugard, and raiſing a very little Contributions 
money (tho* they had ſuch a ſtrong Belief that the Dauphine 
would engage the Prince, that publick Prayers were put up 
for his Preſervation every-where) ſo that after he had ſent 
the fore-mentioned Detachment under Boufflers to the Siege 
of Charleroy, and another into Piedmont, he returned in the 
Month of Aug. to Verſailles, with which we ſhall leave Ger- 
many, and ſee what has been doing in Piedmont this Sex 
ſon. 
It was indeed time to open the Campaign, when the Duke 
of $zvoy was quite recovered of his long Indiſpoſition, wheres 
of mention was made laſt Year, and then he joined the Ar- 
my, which was confiderably ftrong, and made the Inhabi- 
tants of the Dauphinate fear a worſe Irruption into their 
Country than the laſt, and to begin to provide for their 
Safety accordingly: But the Defigns of the Confederates 
ſeemed to drive the French firſt out of Faly, by diſpoſſeſſing 
them of C:za! and Pignero!, neither of which was effetteld ; 
"Tis true, Czal was block'd up for ſome time, and tlie Fort 
of St, George taken by Storm, which compleated the Blockade 
of that Place, but things went no furtker 3 And the Duke, 
with the main Army, laid Siege to Pignerol, took the Fort of 
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St. Bridget, that covered it, after the Loſs of above 1500 
Men, and ſuch an obftinate Defence on rhe Belieged's part, 
that after all, it was made a doubt, whether they ſhould 
carry on the Siege of the Town or Bomb it: All this took 
up ſv much time, that Catinar being reinforced with more 
Troops, and particularly with the foreſaid Detachment from 
Germany, found himſelf in a Condition to a& Offenſively, 
and therefore he deſcended into the Plains z and this ſeeming ta 
the Duke as if he had threatned Turin, he drew off from a- 
bout Pignerol, and encamped at Marſiglia.

His Royal Highneſs, and und-r him the Count &+ Caprara, com- 
manded the Right Wing, which was covered by the reſt of bis Im- 
perial Majeſty's and bis Royal Highneſss Cavalry, mr the Right 
Wing, and the Corps de Battaille, was poſted the Foot of bis 
faid Imperial Majeſty, of his Majeſty of Great Britain, aud of 
bis Royal Highneſs.

upon rhe German Horſe ; who being thereby put into diſorder, and 
being at the ſame time charged by the little Gendermerie, were no 
longer able 10 keep their Ground, and fell upon the Inf.zntry, which 
was put alſo into Diſorder.

The V4- 
lour of the ſaid Duke is to be greatly admired ;, be had the Misfor- 
tune to be wounded in the Thigh ;, one of bis Serants who waited 
bim in bis Chamber, ſtved bis Life; for be ſeeing the Dube 
fall run t0 bim, and called for Quarter, but before he could be 
heard, was killed upon the Spor. The Duke at the ſame time was 
raken Priſoner, but Monſieur Catinat ſent bim back upon bis Pa- 
role, and be arrived here this Day. I had already defired a Trum- 
pet of his Royal Highneſs (who came hither yeſterday abont 5 in 
the Evening) t0 go and demand him. [cannot yet exatlly tell your 
Lordſhips how many are killed on our fide. *Tis thought that the 
Spaniſh Troops bave ſuſtained the greateſt loſs. The Regiments 
of bis Majeſty of Great Britain have lik-wiſe ſuffered very much, 
and there is not a Third of them l:ft. Of th? Regiment of Schom- 
berg, 18 Officers are taken, many of which are mortally wounded, 
and of the others proportionably. We have yet no News of Colonel 
Montauban : Vifle Marais, Lieuterant-Collopel is taken Priſe- 
her: The Baron de Viskoute, Lieutenant-Collonel of the Regi- 
ment of Schomberg, is alſo taken and wounded: De Loches, 
Lieurenam-Collonel, is kill dor taken, withſeveral Captains. There 
are 3 or 4. Captains of the Reginzem of Miremont killed ; Collo- 
nel Monbrun has 4 dangerous IWounds, bis Major is killed, and 
bis Lieuten ant-Collonel ts killed, or Priſoner. Of the Troops of 
bis Royal Highneſs, the Marquiſsde la Suſe Lieutenznt of bis Lifee 
Guards, is killed ;' the Count de Chalaus, Collonel of the Regis 
of Mondovi, is likewiſe killed, Of the Troops of bis Im- 
perial Majeſty, the Prince de Comerci is wounded in the Shoul- 


er, and the Son of the Count de Palft killed, The Enemizs loſs 


is at leaſt as great as ours, and "tis only to their Numbers that 
the Victory 1s 10 be attributed, We have of their Priſoners, Col, 
Montrevel, Quarter.Maſter-General of the Horſe ; the Mirquiſt 
de Montmorenci Colonel, and other Officers, as well as a great 
many private Soldiers.

de 'Noaillzs, being about 30000 ſtrong, and conſequently, 
much ſuperiour to the Spaniards, and very early in the Field 
to boot, arrived on the 26th of May on the Banks of the 
River Ter in Catalonia, which notwithſtanding they found the 
Spaniards intrenched on the other fide, they reſolved to paſs;

French Fafſe of Free Stone, and the covered way the ſame, 
which pointed juft upon the top of the Hill; So that no Can- 
non from the Plain could bear npon this Work upon the Hill, 
but the Confederates were tated to batter it in reverſe 
from the other fide of the Meuſe, from the Brandenburg-Bat- 
teries, which required ſome Time before they conld bring 
them to the Water-fide. But this was not all ; for upon. the 
Right, towards the Port de Fer, they had made 2 or 3 de 
tached Baſtions of the ſame Work, juſt upon the Brow of 
the Hill, and at the Foot of the fame, beſore the Port de Fer; 
and between the Hill and the Brook of IVerderin they had a 
4th, which hinder'd the Avenues between the Hills, to this 
Gate. The Plain upon theſe Hills was fortified with a double 
Covered Way, Palliſadoed, to defend theſe detached Baſti- 
ons towards the Village of Bouge : And when the Confeds 
rates were Attacking the place, they were working at a 3 
nearer to the brow of the Hill, juſt before theſe Works, 6 
that the Town which before was but weak, was now by theſe 
additional Works exceeding ſtrong, and held out longer that 
the Caſtle, 

Again, the French attack'd the Caſtle and Cobory-Fort 
on the top of the Hill between the Sambre and the Mal 
and this they took care to tortifie afterwards, ſo as to leave 
it almoſt unattackable the ſame way they took it before. @ 
born or William's Fort fell into their Hands by driving their 
Trenches round the Work wg the bottom, between it and 
the Terra Nova, or Upper Caftle; which Work being en 
braced, and all manner of Communication. cut of, ws 
forced to Surrender :; But the French, to prevent ſuch a Me 
thod of proceeding, another time, built a ftrong Stone Re 
doubt juſt upon the top of the Hill, between the Coborn ant 
Terra Nova, with a Caſe-mott upon it Bomb-proof ; and this 
Work commands all this Bottom unto the Sambre, before whit 
Work they had alſo made a very good Covered Way, pall- 
ſadoed from the Angle of the Gorge of the Cohorn to the 
Brink of the Hill upon the Meuſe : Add to this a very good 
Half-moon they had made upon the Curtain of the Hom 
work of the Terra Nova, beſides their fortifying of the Devil's 
"Houſe, which Hanks the ſides of the CoFhorn towards the Meuſt 
with a ftrong Stone Redoubt;z which place, when the Span 
ards had it, had but a fimple Retrenchment about it, and 
yet it held out 4 or 5 Days. From the upper par: of the 
Cohorn, which is towards the Meuſe, they had made a verf 
good Covered Way that goes about before the forementioned 
Redoubt, to the Edge of the Hill upon the Menſe, they 


undertaken a prodigiovs Line cut into a Rock, all along . .

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top of the Hill, near an Engliſh Mile in length, terminating 
upon the Edge of thz Hill towards the Sambre, and the ſame 
ill towards. the Meuſe, with two Redouhts at each end, 
The Line was finiſhed, and the Redoubt-towards the Mzuſe 
very forward ; but that toward the Szmbre was but juſt be- 
un, which they made up with Faſcines upon the Arrival of 
Confederates before the Place. And, in ſhort, the Caſtle 
was ſo ſtrongly fortify'd upon the top of the Hill _ with all 
theſe Outworks, that it would have been a very tedious piece 
of Work for the Confederates to have attack'd- it this way ; 
But the weak fide of the Caftle and Cohorn was towards the 
Sambre and the Town, and the French had not provided for 
an Attack on that fide; ſo that all thoſe prodigious Works 
fell into the Confederates Hands in leſs time than the French 
had taken this Place before, tho' then far inferiour to what 
it is now in Strength and Fortifications : To which if you add 
the Strength of the Garriſon, being computed at near 14000 
Men, and moſt of them the beſt Troops of Franc-, headed 
by a Mareſchal of France, and aſſiſted by Major General dz 
Megrigny, one of the abjeſt Engineers in Europe, it would look 
little leſs than a Wonder that the Confederates ſhould carry 
Ik, 


But now its time to come to ſome Particulars, After the 
Place had been inveſted, the King ordered the Earl of Athlone,

The Prince having made his Retreat in this Order, and 
the Army being poſted at Deyſe, (where a Garriſon was left; 
under Brigadeer 0 Farrell; as Dixmude was, with a good 
Number of Men, committed to the Care of Major-General 
Ellenhurg,) and got as far as Nivelle, in his Way to Ghen, 
there were Orders given to halt, and reft there that Night; 
But the Prince, as he himſelf afterwards ſaid, remembring a 
Maxim of that great General, Charles the Fourth, Duke of 
Torrain, his Father, That when an Army # upon the Retreat, i 
muſt be ſure to retrext out of the Enemy's Reach, they were or 
dered to decamp againz and the whole Army, by 2 next 
Morning, were got to Marytirk, under the Walls of Ghem; 
from whence the Prince ſent a Reinforcement for the Securt 
ty of Newport: And here, at preſent we leave him, as we & 
the French Army at Roſelaer, to ſee what is done at Nanw, 
which we ſhall now proſecute in as conciſe a manner as we 
can, with little or no- Intervention of other Actions, till the 
Syrrender of the Town.

the Place, and begun to raiſe their Lines of Circumrallation, 
this-Work, becauſe of the great Circuit of Ground it toul 
up, keptthe Soldiers and Pioneers employed from the 2dd 
Fuly, to-the 10th; ſo that on the 11th at Night the Trenches 
were opened againſt the Town in rwo Attacks, the one along 
the Mexfe, and the other upon the adjacent Riſing Grounds; 
the Enemy at the ſame time making a Sally, but they were 
repulſed with Loſs. Next Night the Trenches were ar- 
ried on conficerably, with no Loſs; and ſo on to the 15th, 
when their Batteries were raiſed ; And next Day the Trenches 
next-the Meuſe were advanced from one fide to the other, 
and the Day following they advanced 300 Paces farther; at 
what time the Betficged fred very furioutly, and made a Sa 
ly, and, after ſome Reliftance, retired ; But upon the 18th 
they made another Sallv, about 3 in the Afternoon, with 
1200 Horſe, and 4 Squadrons of Dragoons ; and croſhng the 
Meuſe, they fell upon the Trenches on the Right Hand of the 
Bridge belonging, to that River, took a Re-doubr that was 
unfhniſhed, and only ſtuffed with Sacks of Wool, and fell with 
great Fury, both in Front and Hauk, upon the —_ 
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who were forced at firſt to give way 3 But reſuming freſh 
Courage, they were beaten back, with the Loſs of 300 of their 
Men ; Yet the Combat was alo bloody to the Betiegers. How- 
ever,: the King finding that very Day that the Trenches 
were advanced within Fuzil-ſhot of the Counterſcarp, he or- 
dered the ſame to be ftormed that Evening, an Hour before 
Sun-ſet z which was done by 5 Battalions of the Foot-Guards, 
commanded by Major-General Ramſey ; ſeconded by 9 Bat- 
talions more of Engliſh and Scorch; and on the Left, by $ 
Dutch and other Regiments, under th? Command of Major- 
General Sali The Attack was made with extraordinary 
Bravery, and ſuch Succeſs, ' that the French, after a Diſpute 
of near 2 Hours, were beaten out of their Works. The King, 
according to his uſual manner, remained upon the Place du- 
ring the whole Aion, and had divers Perſons ſlain about 
him ; and particularly, Mr. Godfrey, Depnty-Governor of 
the Bank of England, who was come into the Camp to wait 
upon His Majeſty about Mony for the Payment of the Army. 

The Confederates Loſs was not very great, conſidering the

© in France: And about the 14th of Fan. 1595, King Faw 
© ſent for this Deponent,, and Michael Hore, his Comra 
© and in the Queen's Be#Chamber told him, That hel 
© now an Opportunity of doing ſomething for him, as 21 
© ward of his faithful Services: That he would ſend him 
* England, where he ſhould be provided for z and that 
* ſhould follow Sir George Barclays Orders; and in fo doit 
© he ſhould take care of him : That he had ordered the 
* Mony for their Journey, which they ſhould receiye iro 
* Mr. Carl}, the late Queen's Secretary: And he farther td 
* this Deponent, That he ſhould find Sir George Barclay 
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* Mondy and Thurſdiy, between Six and Seven at Night, in 1696, 


* Copent-Gard:n Squarsz whom they ſtiguld know by a white 
© Handkerchief hanging, out of His Pocket. He.alſo told this 
© Deponent, That when he came to Eng/2nd, þh2 muſt go by 
© the Name of Fenkins; and his Comrads #ore, by the Name 
© of Guiney. And farther this Deponent faith, That Colonal 
© Parker was preſent, and heard all that the late King, ſaid ; 
* and went with this Informant, and his Comrade, to Mr. Cz-

© Ten Lovis d:* Ors, which would be ſufficient to carry em 
© into England: And if they ſhould be Wind-bound,, he had

The reſt of the 
Aſﬀaſſins were Men of deſperate Fortunes, Hangers-on at the 
Court of Sr. Germains , or Soldiers taken out of ſeveral Re- 
iments, whoſe Charafter render'd them fit for ſuch an in- 
nmane Fnterprize. 
All thz Aſſaſſins being come to Londor, that were expet- 
ed from France, and their Number compleated, by the Ad- 


dition of others that were in Engl:ind, the Execrable Defign 


as imparted to all the D-ſperadoes; ſome. of which were 
Rartled, and amazed with Horrour, at the firſt Relation of 
it : But all the Scruples that Conſcience could raiſe; were 
ſoon extinguiſhed by the Authority of the late King Frmes's 
Commilſhon, and their plentiful Proſpetts of Wealth and Ho- 
nour, that would pra th2 Aﬀion : And therefore, All con- 
ſented to forfeit their Honours, and hazard their Lives in it. 
Now ſeveral Ways are propoſed by the Conſpirators, to exe- 
cute their. long-deffgned Attempt againſt His Majeſty's Per- 
ſon * Some propoſed Seizing His Majzſty, and carrving him 


Alive into France ; and to that purpoſe it was pretend2d; that a

was al'o thought wholly impracticable. Some were for mur- 
thering the King as he came on Suurday to St; Fames's Chap- 
p41.: And for this purpoſe, 40 M=n, w:!ll armed; were to 
fault His Majeſty's Guards, which commonly do not exceed 
253; while 6 Men on foot ſhould ſhut #yd- Pare Gates, and 
the teft aſſaſſinate His Majeſty.

The French were in a manner, ſurprizeds FR 
this Attempt; ſo that what with that, and the dexter 
Working of our Bombardeers, there was greater Executin ſ y., 
done upon this Town, than any other we had attempted ine { the 
the Burning of Diepe; Tho' they could not ſucceed ſowdff pj 
upon Olonne, which was next attempted, through a Miſa jn + 
of the Situation of the Place; yet there was conſiderate 
Damage done there alſo. But while theſe things -were doug 
by the Bomb-Galliots and light Frigats, -my Lord Bzrivy 
landed in the Tfle of Groz, near Port Louis; and inm 
others, near Bel! We; where the Soldiers deſtroyed abut 
2c Villages, burnt 1200 Houſes, and brought away a 
of 16-0 Head of Cattle, Beſides this, the Fleet tookn 
Barks, and a Veſſel from New-found-land; and re-took a 
of onr Weſl-114ia Ships, together with a {mall Frigat whd 
the Privateers of St. Malo's had taken. And fo ended ar 
Summer's Expedition; which, tho'* perhaps ſomewhat & 
a2gerated on our part, yet certainly, the Damage muſt it 
very zreat ; and all the Flouriſhes in the World could m 
make it appear to be otherwiſe. . 
Having ſpent ſome Time in this manner, to give an A 
count of the Proceedings of our Fleer againſt thoſe Ports# 
Frayce which look towards Spzin, we ſhall ſee firſt whats 
been done there, before we enter upon other OccurrensF mp 
The Fight of the Year. The Armies were pretty early in the Field they 
berween tl'© thar fide, where the Spaniards were ſtill content to be ont mill x 
arr | D>fentive, and perhaps would have been fully fatisfied to WEE ft ir 
Ccta,ois, Iain unmoteſted in their Camp near 0ftalrick : But the Fw witho!

of the French Squadrons to recoil : But when' they ſaw their 
Numbers increaſe, and a good Party of the Infantry come 
up to ſupport them, the Spaniards thought it their beft way 
to retire within their Lines, which they did in very good Or- 
der, making a Retreating Fight till they got under the Reach 
of their own Cannon, where the French, - greedy of Purſuit, 
were bat illy entertained by the Artillery, and forced to re- 
tire with conſiderable Loſs. But tho' the Spaniards own to 
have loft near 200 Men in all, yet they will have the Loſs of 
the French to have been greater 3 which the other would by 
no means agree to, tho” they did not ſeem very well ſatisfied 
with the Action it ſelf. 

I know of nothing elſe of moment that happen'd this way 
diring the reft of the Campaign, and therefore we will croſs 
the Country, and obſerve that on theſde of the Rhine, there 
was nothing, memorable that came to paſs; The French, in 
the Beginning of the Spring, bragged of their paſſing that 
River, and forcing the Prince of Baden to itrench himſelf 
in his Camp ; to whom they offered Battle, which he durft 
not accept. But now, towards the latter end of the Year, 
the Prince, in his Turn, patles the X#ine, near Meme; and 
being joined by the Heſſkrm Troops, he advanced to News 
ftadr, where the French lay ſo ftrongly encamped, that there 
was no forcing, their Intrenchments; Hewever, he had the 
Honour, for ſeveral Days to Cannonade them, not only in 
Newſtadr, but in the very Trenches themſ-lves. Jt was alſo 
ſ contrived, that General Thurgen ſhould have croſſed the 
thine, not far from Philipsburgh, in order to have attacked 
the French in the Rear 3 But they being aware of it, ſent the

hf mto the War, to be the firft that would get out of it; ;; 
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1696, obvious, by Catinar's Proceedings ; who, notwithſtanding his 
WAY Strength, and advancing near Turin, unoppoſed , gave the 


Duke Time enough to fortihe his Camp, and re-inforte his 
Army before the faid City, and to draw a Line from the 
Doern, tothe Po; which being once effetted, the French could 
not think of Bombarding the Place, or forcing the Confede- 
rates to a Battle: But tho' this Treaty was concerted before; 
amidſt the Devotions at Loretro, where ſuch a Buſineſs could 
be managed withour being obſerved by the Miniſters of the 
Allies; yet all the Artifice imaginable was made uſe of, ty 
cover the Matter fora Time. To this End Catinat, as we 
have ſaid, came from the Mountains of Savoy, into the Plains 
of Turin, threatning the Extirpation of the Name of the Pieb 
w1ris; but ftopped on a ſudden, till he had flipp<d the 
Opportunitv. "And when he found he had given the Duke 
Time enough to -fortifie himſelf z and, under pretence of 
ſtrengthening the Army, had got his Fortreſſes clear of the 
Confederate Troops, the Mareſchal removed farther off, tv 
wards Pipnerol; which occaſioned various Speculations ; And

However, he was ſo kind as to ſend him an Anſwer; and to 
let him know, that the Mareſchal had obeyed his Ordes, 
and that he would ſoon ſee the Reaſons of his pretended Ne 
gligence unravelled. Not long after this, (on the r2thu 

Fuly,)a Truce was concluded on fora Month 3 the 
quence whereof was , the Exchanging of Hoftages, - and 
laſt, the final Concluſion of a Peace ; Which, if it had 'bers 
2ained on the Duke's part, without any Violation of Bb 
Honour, was very advantageous to' him, and the reſt of #

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Damages he had fuftained during the War engapet to'aſ- 
fiſt him, at the Charge of the French.

of the Mediator, he gave it id fafour of him. Soon after, 
the Imperialiſts, and the French, gave in reſpeftively their 
Projedts of Peace z but all the Articles of the French, 
drawn word -for word from the Treaty of Nimeguey, the 
ſame were rejetted by the Allies, as ned. Bag oppoſite 
to the Interefts. of the Empire, with which, they cull 
never Acquieſce, as alſo becauſe there Was often mentieh 
made not only of the Allies of the Etnpire, but a6 
pf thoſe of France: It being notoriouſly known they had 
no ſuch in the War, unleſs the Turks were meant by it; 
wherefore it was inſifted upon, that the French ſhould more 
fully Explain themſelves, and give in a clearer Projett : For 
they would not allow of Mental Reſervations, nor obſcure, 
or equivocal Terms. But for all this, the French in the bs 
giming of Fly, required the Mediator to Exhort the Allis, 
xo admit of no delay, and apply themſelves effeftually to the 
Terminating of this tedious Work. To whom the Mediatr 
made anſwer, That he did not fee how the Allies Retardd 
the removing of thofe Points that were undecided, but tht

was, that this requir'd time to deliberate a it, which, 
while they were doing, the Imperial Embaſſadors promiſed 
to thoſe of the Eleftors, that they would ſoon Communi» 
cate to them all the Articles they ſhould put forwards, ta 
the end all Differences between them might be removed. 
The French, after divers Conſultations, dechred, They

elf, upon his firſt Arrival, of a confiderable Poft, called 
Noſtre Dame de 12 Pouppe, or elſe the Spaniards would have 
an Opportunity to carcy of whatſoever they were dz{irous 
to ave; But not being able to effect that, through the Si- 
tuation of the Place, he fell upon the Fort of 5--c2 Chica 
with all his Fury; and notwichſtandiag the dithcult Ap- 
roaches thereunto, the daftardlineſs of the Buccaneers, in 
is Service, (whom himſelf, throughout his whole Narra- 
tion, makes to be the vericft Rogues, Cowards, and Vil- 
lains imaginable) and other Tnconveni-nces, he reduced to 
that ftreight, in a ſhort time, as to ſurrender upon Diſcre- 
Lion, the Gate being thrown open unto hira 3 and old $Sa1- 
nel <b273 Ximenes, who had been Governour thereof above Five 
nl twenty Years, came and delivered the Keys into his 
4 if poſſeſſion. From hence they proceed and took in the Fort 
of St. Lazarus, and then attack'd Carthagenz it ſelf, both by 
Sea and Land.

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Carthapenz, where they were on the gth of Fune, in the Even* 
inz, whereof they made a Signal for holding the contrary 
Courſe; and when 'twas quite Dark, gave three Guns 
for all their Ships to fteer Weſt direttly before the Wind, 
at what time there were but three of the Engliſh that kept 
within ſight of them, and them at a great diftance, ſo that 
next day they got clear off of them. 

From hence the French, having made ſo narrow an Eſcape, 
not without ſome diſhonour to our Commanders, for want 
of better Management, failed for Newfourdl ind, and put 
in for Water (whereof they had not above what would have 
ſerved them for fix days longer) to Conceprion-Bay on the 
gth of Auguſt; and afterwards ſailed for that of St. Fohn's, 
where lay the Engliſh Ships under Commadore Norris, who 
ſuppoſing the French (now mightily weakned with Sicknels) 
to be much ſtronger than they were, declined putting out 
to Fight them z and '© they eſcaped a ſcouring a ſecond time,

I, Tt is agreed and conſented, That for the future ther 
ſhall be a good, firm and laſting Peace, Confederacy, al 
perpetual Alliance and Amity, between the Moſt Chriſti 
and Catholick Kings, their Children born, and to he bor, 
Inheritors, Heirs, and Succeffors, their Kingdoms, Stats 
Countries, and Subjetts, that they ſhall reciprocally lot 
each other like Brothers, procuring to the utmoſt of thet 
Power, the Good, Honour and Reputation of each other, 
fincerely, and as much as in them lies, avoiding what-ere 
may cauſe the Damage either 0s the one or the other.

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But though the Tmpzrialifts ſeemed to be a little concern'd 1697. 
at theſe Proceedings of their Allies, vet they thqught it the ,C@_WWY 


moſt adviſable way to agree to a Ceſſation of Arms, which 
was done two Days after the Signing of this Treaty, and Ex- 
preſſ2s were immediately Diſpatched to th2 reſpettive Armies 
nþon the Rhine, to ceaſe from any further ads of Hoſtility 
Yet before advice could.come hereof to Prince Lewis of Baden, 
he had taken the Caſtle of Eb:r2mburg, and was going to lay 
Sizge to Kirn alſo. But what was perhaps more mortifying 
to the Imp-rial Miniſters, than all the reſt was, that advice 
had not come a few days ſooner of the wonderful Succeſs of 
the Fmperors Arms in Hungary, which, would in all likeli- 
hood have a little cooled the eagerneſs of thoſe powers that 
had already figned the Peace, and made the French more com- 
plyant with the Emperor and Empire's Demands ; But though 
they failed herein , yet certainly ſuch an advantageous Bat- 
tle has not been fought in the whole courſe of this Bloody 
War, which had now lafted for 15 Years: And before we g0 
any further, its fit we ſhould give a few particulars of this 
memorable Attion. 

The Impzrialis, is true, miſcarried in the firſt D-hgn they 
had cancert-d to begin the Campaign with the taking of Br- 
tz, the more than ordinary Oppoſition they met with there, 
2nd the Rebellion that brake forth in Upper Zurg ny, which 
was calculatzd to have begun about the time of th» :lection of 
Polind, having occafionzd them to draw their Troops that 
way: But though the Head of this laſt Zydra was quickly cut 
off, yet the Turks, headed again by the Grand Scignior in Per- 
ſon, ſeemed to come very formidable into the Field, and 
threatned to give new Life to this Monſter again, or to puſh 
quite through Tranſyiv ia, and thereby entirely deſpoil the 
Emperor of the Benefit of that Principality ; Though other 
Aſpetts of the Enemies Motion gave the Germans Umbrage, 
that they deiign:d to.attack P-rer Iaradin. But while Princ2 
Evg'nivs of Szvoy, who commanded the Imperial Army, lay 
a B:1ſ:he, he received, npon the 12th of S:p!. the Confirma- 
tion of th* Tntellizence that he had had hefore, "Chat the In- 
kdzls had a Detign to. march direttly to Sepdiv, with this 
Addition, That (cveral Parties of Turks and 7artirs were ſent 
out to burn and plunder the Conatry. A Captain of Zn 
afo, 7ol-!? by Nams, reported, That about Noon the Enex. 
my was at Ze11:.7, and that they 1:24 d-tacked a Body of Horſe, 
norder to aefrroy all before them. For the better Aſſu- 
cance of thz Truth of which, two Partics of 62 Horſes apiece 
were ſent u20n the Scout; In the meaa time the Army de- 
amped b-fors Day, and march-:d in 12 Columns, Six of 
Horſe, and Six of Foot, the Artill-ry in the middls; in which 
Ord-r thzy continued their March till 9 in the Afternoon g 
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in which tim2 ſome, of the Parties ſent to get Intelligence, 


LY brought word, That they met the Enemies Guards near Zex- 
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t4, Hereupon the Huſſars were immediately ſent away to 
ſuccour and bring them off; who, having performed their 
Orders, took a Baſſa Priſoner, and returned without the Lok 
of one Man. The Paſſa was exxmined, and threatned to bave 
his Head cut offfy if he did not tell the Truth : He told them, 
That the Grand Seignior had a-real Delign to march dirt 
ly to S-pedin, and to try if he could make himſelf Miſter 
of it in his March, becauſe he was aſſured 'by Tete!y and the 
Coruſſ%, That it might' be eafily tak=n before the Jmperial 
Army could overtake them z and withal, That the City was 
defencelefs. But underftanding that the Im perialifts, who 
were dzcamped from Petr W.r11in, followed them cloſe at 
the Heels, and that there was a numerous Garriſon in Segedy, 
h2 had ſtopt at Zen:z, and had laid a Bridze over the. 1h:yſ, 
which they had brought in Waggons, and which had ben 
built at Belprade laſt Winter by the Direction of a Frenchna, 
being a neat, good, commodious Tavention ; That now the 
Grand Seignior had a Deſign to march into Trarfilvania and 
Upp2r Hungary, to which purpoſe he had already, paſſed tix 
The in Perſon with ſomes Thouſands of Horſe z That the kf 
Night, when this Baſſa was ſent upon the Scout, the Artille 
ry and heavy Baggage began to paſs th: ſame River, but the 
the reft of the Army was ftill on the other tide, with abort 
an Hundred Pieces of Cannon; nor could hz tell, whethe 
thoſe Troops would paſs the River or no; Tra: in the ma 
time the Turks were already intrexched, and that they hal 
begun to caſt another Intrenchm-nt at the Head of the Bridz. 
h2 Baſſa added, That the Tzrturs, Cornſſ-s, and ſome Tins 
burnt all the Country before them ; though, as hz2 ſaid, thi 
bad received no ſuch Orders from the Sultan, which was ot 
eaſe to be believed. Upon this Information the Army 
tinued their March, receiving Advice every Moment by tix 
Huſſars and Spies, That the Enemy was till croſſing theRr 
ver, and that their Cavalry were ſtirred out of their Intren& 
ments according, to Cuſtom, to skirmiſh with the Chriftias 
Two Hours after other Priſoners gave an Account, That it 
greateſt part of the Horſe were already on the other (ides 
the River, and the re#F were haſting to paſs it. All & 
white the Tmperialifts could not imagine that the Tnfantn 
could ftay alone on this fide the River , becauſe that & 
Night before they had done no more than only begun t 
make a ſecond Retrenchment, according to the Report of tt 
Baſſa and other Priſoners. This obliged Prince Eugeniu 3 
advance with th: Carairy, and ſome Artillery, within an How 
March of Zen, receiving divers Confirmations in his Mat 
of what had been reported. The Trince, being come _ 
þ ac 
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ing arrived, he drew: up the Army in Pattle-Array 4 -the 
Right Wing was ſecured 


was reinforced with a Second Lage. la this Order he made a 
Halt till 3 of the Clock, and half aa hour paſt ; at. what time 
the Army marched in Battle-Ariay. Being come near.Zenta, 
they could percewe but Two Thouſand of the Enemies Horſe. 
The, Van .Courriers alſo rzported,. That they viewed. the 
Turks Bridge, over which Troops were continually pathng, 
jiaſomuch. that there was a great; deal of Confahgn; upon 
the Bridge. npon which Prince .Eugenius took» three Regir 
iments of Dragoons out of both the Wings, and twe more 
out of the ſecond. Line of the Flank, with ſome Pieces of 
Cannon, , and. putting himſelf. at the Head of that Detach» 
ment, advanced, towards the Enemy with all the 'Spced he 
could, giiing Order for the reſt of the Army to follow him 
ia ordep of Battle. All this while the Enemy's Horſe: made 
over the Bridge as faſt as they could; ſo that the Prince 
could eafily perceive the Confulion that was upon the Bridge, 
there being a World of Baggage ſtill on this fades Being 
thus advanced within Cannon-{hot of the Encmy's Detach» 
ments, the Turks began to. play upon th? Imperjalifts with 
their great Guns, which the Chriſtians aniwered, while the 
Army ftill advanced, and the fix Regiments which lad been 
detached were, ordered to their Stations in the Army, In 
this Order the Army advanced withia half Cannon-ſhot of 
the Fn2my's Entrenchments, there remaining no more than 
two Hours of Dav-light. The Right Wing was then as it 
were lin'd by the River, together with ſome Regiments of the 
Hank of the Left; at what time? they perceiv'd the Enemy's 
Horſe were endeavouring, to flide between them and the Ri- 
xer, and fo fall upon thar Wing ; bat they found that im- 
polhble ; In the mean time they planted ſome Pieces of Can- 
ron upon that Wing, with which they plaid continually a- 
gainſt the Bridge; and rh? ſame Order was obſerved ia the 
Right Wiag, and immediately after the Fight began on 
every fide. I have already rold you, that the Turiciſh Cas» 
valry endeavour'd to [lip berween the River and the Left 
Wing, which the Imperialifrs perceiving, and obſerving that 
there was a Space of Ground between 3= and 40 Paces broad 
berween the Enemy and the River, from whence they might 
fall upon the Enzmy's Rear, they planted ſomes Cannon 
there with all ſpeed, and ordered the-Fnemy to be atrack'd 
by th: Intantry of the Flank and the Left Wins, ſome time 
betore the main Body and $12 Foot of the Riphe Wing could 
its This tucc-2ded Weily, notwirhftanding the thick 
Fire of the knemy with titzir great Guas ladzn with Cars 
| touches, 
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touches, and the continual Vollies of their Small-ſhot; & 
that the Infantry of the Left Wing broke in upon them; 
and then the* Army, as well Horſe as Foot, felt on at the 
ſame Inſtant that the Enemy was already in ſome Diſorder 
by reaſon of thoſe who had already fallen upon their Backs, 
There were two Entrenchments, 'one behind another, beſides 
a Barricado of Waggons; and they were i good, that it is 
not eafie to apprehend how the Foot could force them. The 
Victors paſſed them both in half an Hours time, during 
which there was nothing but Fire and Smoak' on both fides, 
The Horſe alſo advanced at the fame time with the Infan- 
try to the” Moat of the Entrenchment, where they ſtood the 
Enemy's Fire, and charged in the ſame manner as the Foot, 
which perhaps was hardly ever ſeen before. So ſoon as the 
Infantry of the Lefr Wing had broken into- the Entrenchs 
ments, all the Army atted toz=ther with equal Force ; not 
was it poſſible to reftrain the Soldiers. One part of the 
Cavalry alighted from their Horſes, and paſſed the Moat over 
the lain Enemy. Inthe mean time the Germans of the Left 
Wing and Flank, cut off thz Turks way to the Bridge, whence 
followed a moſt horrible: Slaughter, as well within the En- 
trenchments, as upon the Pridge, and in' the River, into 
which they threw themſelves to efape the Imperialiſts: For 
the Soldiers were ſo eager after Blood, that they gare 
Quarter to no Body, neither Baffa's nor Officers, tho” they 
promiſed large Ranſoms. Hence it came to paſs, that 6 
few Priſoners were taken, and thoſe only ſuch as were found 
among the Slain, or in the Barks that compoſed the Bridze; 
By thoſe it was underſtood, that all the Turkiſh Infantry 
was in the Fig/it, there being not any on the other fide of 
the River, but about 2000 Men for the Grand Seignior's 
Guard. Whence it may be conclud2d, That the Foot wert 
all deftroy'd, and that ſeveral Thouſands were flain. The 
Fight ended with the Day ; nor can we ſufficiently ſet forth 
the Valour and Courage of the Generals, the Officers and 
Soldiers, from the higheſt to the loweſt z but principally 
the Skill and Dexterity of Prince Eug-nius is to be extolled, 
who, tho' much inferiour to the Enemy, knew fo well hov 
to watch his Opportunity, that he made himſelf equal wo 
him in ſome ſort, by falling upon him at a time, that but 
one part of his Army could fight, the other being on the 
other fide of the River, and not able to ſuccour thoſe that 
were diftreſs'd. All the Imperialifts retreated out of the 
Trenches, after two Hours within Night, and ſpent the reſt 
of it as well as they could. However, it were fo order'd, 
that th2 greateſt Number was poſted along the Theyſſ- ; but 
it waz impoſſible to rally thzm at} again under their prop? 
Colours. Some were appointed to. Guard the ridge, w 
yor 
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yornd which was ſet an advanced Guard. The next day be- 
ing the 12th, a Camp was marked out for the Army, and 
it was found that the Aion was much more advantageous 
than it was thought, as well for the Number of the Slain, 
2s the Number of great Guns, the vaſt quantities of Bombs; 
Carcafſes, Granadoes, Ammunition and Provition, befides 
great and ſmall Cattle, by reaſon of th? Enemy's Camp be- 
yond the River, which was half a League wide, and which 
the Turks had quitted. The Fugitives reported, That the 
Grand Seignior fied in great Confternation to Temeſwaey. 
In their Camp were found all their Tents, with that of the 
Grand Seignior's himſelf, ſeveral Camels, and other Beafts, 
heavy Artillery, Bombs, Carcaffes, and other Ammunition, 
beſidss a prodigious quantity of Proviſion, and about 6000 
Waggons, on both fides the River; and ſomes Men were de- 
tach'd to go and make themſelves Maſters of this Booty. 
But as it uſually happens in ſuch Hurrizs, the Ammuni- 
tion took Fire that Day beyond the Bridge, as it had done 
the Night before on this fide the Bridge; ſo that a good 
part of it was conſumed, with a great quantity of Vituals, 
and other Booty. In the Morning a Trarfiltvanian Commiſ- 
fary brought the Grand Seignior's Seal, a curious Piece of 
Workmanſhip ; which never happened before, in any Bat- 
tle that had been fought during this War. Which confirm'd 
what the, Priſoners and Fugitives reported, That the Grand 
Vifier was kill'd z becauſe he is bound always to carry the 
Seal about his Neck. In the mean time the Hfſars, and 
{me other Troops of the Army, purſued the Enzmy for 
above 4 or 5 Leagues together from the Plac? where the 
Battle was fonght, who found ſtore of Booty by the way, 
and fome lazy Turks, whom they took Priſoners. The 
ſame day Colonel Gleckels>:rg was ſent out in purſuit of the 
Iafidels with 650 Horſe, and to pick up what Booty and 
Prifoners he could. He purſu2d the flying Enzmy as far as 
Aranpa, within half a Mile of Tem:fmizr; and after his re- 
torn, with a contiderable Booty which he met with all along 
the Road, he confirm'd what had been reported of the 
Grand Seignior's Conſternation, and of the ſmall number of 
Foot that” was left him. As for the Loſs which the Turks 
ſuſtained, it augmented every day by new Relations; the 
laſt of which gave an Account, That beſides the Grand Vi- 
azr and the Aga of the Janiſaries, there were 27 Baſſa's ſlain 
upon the Spot, ahove 29095 Mn killed, and abont 10 or 
12000 drowned in th Th:yſſe, 6505 wounded, and ſeveral 
faken Prifoners: The Booty conſiftzd of $555 Wagzons la- 
d-a with Ammunition and Proviiion, 6509 Camels, 5509 
Horſes, 12959 Oxz#n, and a very great number of other 
Spoils, with 159 Pieces of Cannon, among which there on 
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L697, 70:0f a larger Size for Artillery,, 400, Prums, and- as many 
WY W Colours, 74. Pair of, Kettle-Drums, . the Grand Seignior' 
a. Tent, valued at about 4200 Florins, and.- a Coach, or 'Cha- 


riot, with Six Horſes,, wherein were 10 Wamen of the Sul. 
tan's Seraglio: It, was ſaid, that the whole Booty amounted ty 
feveral Millions, -,Tihis Victory was. ſo much the more Glo- 
rious, becaule it was gained with fo: little Loſs. to the Tm 
rialiſts.. A lob. ſo ſmall, that it is a, rare. thing, to-read of {@ 
great a Battle faught, and wun, with. ſo little Effuſion of 
Blood. on the Vidttors Side, ſome Regiments not looſing, a+ 
bove 1, 2,.0r 3, others not above 14, 15, Or 29, at moſt, 
But how Glorious ſoever this Attion was, there was this un- 
happineſs that did attend it, that-it was-ſo late in the Year, 
that .the Germans could, go upon no conſiderable Undcrtaks 
ing and follow the Blow ;.

Church, he deliver'd himſelf to the Nobility that attended 
him in the following manner :

The Prince of Coti in the mean time being buoy'd up 
by the Primate and his Party, Seprember the 6th- left Frag, 
and .on the 25th arrived bsfore Danzick; but while that 
City refuſed his Men the liberty of Landinz, and adherd 
firmly to the Intereſt of the EleQor, this lat was ſolemnly 
crowned King at Cracow, Septzmber 15. This undoubtedly

left off laſt Year, with the Pokſh Aﬀairs, and obſerve, that 
the the King's Competitor was now gone without any like- 
lihood,of ever returning again, and that the potent City of 
Danzick were firm to his Intereſt, yet other Difficulties, 
from the Obſtinacy of the Cardinal Primate and his Adhe- 
rents, and from the preſent Neceſſity he lay under to he 
guarded in Poland with his own Troops, made his Aﬀairs 
much perplex'd ; However, he ſet forward and arrived at 
Warſaw, Fanuary the 14th, in great State. The King usd 
all imaginable Endzavours to bring the Primate to ſubmit, 
and the Offices of the Brand2nburg Miniſter were indefatigz 
ble to this end, but the ftubborn old Gentleman ſhew'd 
altogether as much Averſion on the other hand, and order- 
ed the Senators, Lords, and Gentlemen that were confede- 
derated in the Kocoſche, to meet the 18th of February,” To 
encounter which, in ſome meaſure, the King thought of no 
better way than to iſſue out his Circular Letters, to ſum- 
mon the Dyet of Pacification to Afſemble on the 16th of 
April; But this being thought not ſufficient, as ſoon as the 
Rocoſche was met at Lowitz, the King ſent the Grand Maref 
chal of the Crown, and the Great Treaſurer of Lithuania as 
his Deputies thither, with a Letter alſo from his Majeſty 
to the Aﬀemby. But the Title of Commiſſoners, and ſome 
Expreſhons in the Letter, which were thought too ſmart, 
offended the Rocoſche to that degree, that they not only re 
fuſed ro admit the Nepaties, but they were alſo forced to 1& 
tire to the Caſtle of Towirz, afrer a narrow Eſcape from 


ſome Danzer: Nay, the Common People grew fo inſolent 


that they fired upon the Windows of the Brandenburg En- 
voy's Lodzings, notwithſtanding his publick Charatter, and 
the Prohibitions of the Cardinal Primate to the contrary. 
The Deputies hereupon ſent preſently Advice of what had 
paſſed, to the King, who ſent them another Letter, with 
new Powers 3 However, after ſome Conteſtation, they re- 
ceived the Letter, and then drew up the following Artr 
cles;

That the Damages done 
by the Army ſhould be repair'd at the Expences of the 
Grand General. 14+. That all the Officers of the Army, 
and of the King's Gaurds ſhould be Roman Catholicks. 
15. That all unprofitable Foreigners, ſhould be ſent away. 
16. That the City of Danzick ſhould have Reparation for 
the Damages ſuftain'd by the War, upon the Account of his 
Eleftoral Highneſs. 17. That a Decree ſhould be publiſh'd 
againſt the Biſhop of Cujavia, by which he ſhould be forbid 
to Crown any King. 18. That Enquiry ſhould be made 
into the Violence that was made uſz of in forcing the Trea- 
ſury, that the like Attempt may be preveated for the future, 
19. That the Fcclefiafticks ſhall not be moleſted in the En- 


joyment of their Eſtates. 20. That General Bradt ſhall be 


proſecuted in the Courts, of Juſtice, for the Damages done 
by his Men; for which Satisfaction ſhall be given. 21. That 
all Atts made during this Frattion or Diviion of the Re- 
publick, ſhall be cancell'd and made void. 


Come there were for all this, who ſubmitted to the King, 
who notwithſtanding the ill Succeſs of the faid Aﬀembly, and 
their exorbitant Demands, reſolved upon his Journey into 
Pruſſiz; And on the 17th of March, arrived near Dick, 
into which place he made his Publick Entry with great Mag- 
nificence, was treated moſt ſplendidly, and on the 25th, re- 
ceived the Homage of the City, after he had confirm'd their 
Privileges, and taken an Oath to maintain them according, 
to the uſual Form 3 But his Majetty all this while did not 
forget to notifie his Advancement to the Poliſh Throne in 
all che Courts of Europ2, and Major General Forde was 


more particularly ſent into France upon that occaſion, In the rh. Nwcis 
mean time Seignior Paulucci, the Pope's Extraordinary his Media- 
Nuncio, arrived at #//:zw; And becauſe the King was then 110% 


abſent at Danz/ick, he ſear to Lowitz to give th Primate 
notice of his Arrival, and preſently after went to Vitit his 
Eminency, at the ſam= time conhgning the Pope's Briet in- 
to his Hands, whereby he was exhorted to employ his ut- 
moſt Care to ſettle the Tranquility of Poland, and to pre- 
ſerve and procure the farthzr Advantage of the Roman Ca- 
tholick Religion; Afuring him, That he had ordere his

minency: To which the Cardinal anſwered, That he would 
always ſubmit to his Holineſs in Spirituals; That if his 
Holineſs, after he had ſerionlly examined the State of things, 
were of Opinion the Roman Catholick Religion was ſafe, 
he was willing to believe fo too; But as to what concerned 
the Temporal Intereſts of the Republick, he could not quit 
them without Injury to his own Character and Dignity, 
without drawing upon himſelf the Reproach of the Nation, 
and without being brought under a Neceſſity of becoming an- 
ſwerable for it in his own Perſon ; However, that he accepted 
the Mediation of th Holy Father with a filial Obedience, 

This was a pretty good Pace, for tho' the Dyet of Paci- 
fication, upon the King's return, meeting upon the time 
appointed, made but a very ſmall Appearance, and that 
ſome of them flung out of the Aſſembly, with a Proteſta- 
tion, and periifring in their Demands, of a Dyet to be held 
on Horſe-back ; Yet the Cardinal Primate, who was to have 
held the Aſſembly of the Rocoſche, April 15th, put the ſame 
off till the 5th of Myy: And when they then met, there 
was but a very ſmall Appearance, and all the Oppoſtion 
they pretended to make fignified nething : For the good Of 
fices of the Nuncio at length, ſo far prevailed, that on the 
16th of May the Treaty of Accommodation was fairly writ, 
publickly read with all its Explanations, and then ſigned 
by the Commiſhoners, as the King's Plenipotentiaries, by 
the Cardinal Primate, Marſhal of the Roroſche, Deputies of 
the Palatinates that were preſent, and by Seignior Paylucei, 
as Mediator and Guarrantee of the Treaty. The Articles 
conhiſted of twelve Particulars to this purpoſe. 


I. "Hat the King ſhall uſe his utmoſt Endeavour to 
bring over the Queen to the Catholick Relig 

on; and that he ſhall prove by viſible, uncontroulable, and 
aurhentick Teſtimonies, and ſuch, in a word, which the 
Primate and the Pope's Nuncio ſhall deem proper, that he 
has cftectually embrac'd the Catholick Religion. 

2, That he ſhall diſmiſs all the Lutheran Miniſters that are 
mn his Army. 

2+ That he ſhall give an Avuthentick A@ to the Repub 
lick, by which he ſhall conſenr, that the Liberty of Suffra- 
Fes and Flettions ſhall be reſtor'd; and promiſe never to 
re-demand the vait %ums which the Crown has coft him. 

4+ That hs ſhall pay all the Arrears which are due to 
the Army of the Crown, 
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«. That he ſhall employ his own Soldiers in the Siege of 1698, 
Caminiec, and for the Recovery of Pod1lia, which ſhall a Loy 
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terwards be re-united and incorporated in the Crown. 

6. That then he ſhall ſend back his Soldiers into Saxony, 
and repair the Damages done by his Saxon Soldiers. 

7. That he ſhall revoke the Conc2/hons of. Crown-Lands, 
and take *em away from thoſe on whom he has beftow'd 'em, 
and that the Revenues thereot ſhall be employ'd toward the 
Subfiſtance of his Houſhold. 

2. That he ſhall revoke and diſannul all the Proteftations 
which he made againft the Primate, and the Heads of the 

OC} Ones 
"oY That he ſhall confer no Employments, Benefices, ©. 
but upon Polanders, who ſhall profeſs the Roman Catholick 
Religion; and that the Members of the Rocoſche ſhall be 
preferr'd before others, in the Diftribution of publick Em- 
ployments. 

10. That the River Piſc ſhall be made Navigable at the 
King's EXPences. 

11. That aftzr th? Expedition to C:minizc is ended, a 
General Dyet of Pacification ſhall be call'd ; and that in the 
mean time his Majeſty ſhall, by his Circulatory Letters, 
give notice of the Treaty ot Agreement to all the Palati- 
nates of thz Kingdom. 

12. Thct the Tribunals ſhall remain ſuſpended, till the 
King be again confirm'd in the Pofſeſſoa of the Crown. 


This being over, the Cardinal went in great State to 
wait upon the King, who, received him in the Marble 
Chamber, and according to Cuftom advanced ſome few 
Paces to receive him, and to whom his Eminency made the 
following Speech in French.

vation and Defence of the City, in caſe it were attack'd, 
and to ſatisfie the Inbabitants for any Loſſes they might ſu- 
ftain, by any new Fortifications he might be obliged to 
raiſe for the Defence of the Place; he is farther content, that 
the Preſident of the Burgomaſters ſhould have the Cuſtody 
of the City-Keys and give the Word, and that the Guard 
of the old Town, tc. ſhould be entrufted with the Soldiers, 
in their Pay, except the Burgeſſes Port, and another Poft 
granted to the Brandenburgers, ſo long as the City ſhould not 
be attack'd. But if otherwiſe, he would have his own Sol- 
diers employ'd in all the Poſts, where there ſhould be oc- 
cation, for the Security and Defence of the City. The Poles 
have bluftred mightily about this Matter, and the King at 
leaft wiſe, in outward appearance, ſhewed a mighty concern 
at it; So that with many of them, nothing but a War up- 
on the Flector muſt ſerve; However, 'tis hoped things are 
ſomewhat cooled, and that the Interpofition of the Em- 
peror, King of Denmark, and the States General, may bring 
all things again to an amicable Compoſure, *either to bring 
the Poles to pay the Elettor his Money, or confirm Elbing 
to him. 1 confeſs, as it fell out, I do not think Z/bing un- 
happy in the Change of Maſters, the Elettor being a Pro- 
teftant Vrince, who- is under no Obligation to ditturb her 
in the Exerciſe of her Religion, and withal fo famous for 
his Prudence, Moderation, and other admirable Qualities, 
that he cagnot but promote the Intereſts of it ; However, 
1 cannot, without ſome ſort of Indignation, think of that 
Liberty ſome Princes have afſumed to themſelves, of Mort- 
gaging or out-right Selling of Cities-and their SubjeAs (as 
Men do Horſes and Cows) and not only fo, but many times 
alſo their Religion, Lives and Properties; Tho' by what di- 
vine or humane Right, is beyond my Capacity to under- 
ſtand ; But to leave this ungratetul Subject, and return to 
Lithuania. 

We told you before of 0ginsli's Defeat and Flight, which 
by the Conſequence thereof did not appear to be ſo entire 
as was at firſt repreſented ; For he quickly recovered again, 
and moſt part of the Nobility joyning in with him, he in 
his turn, beforethe end of November, With a body of 15000 
Men, fights and defeats the General S:pi-ha's Army, con- 
fiſting ot about 8000, and flew to the number of 2000 of 
them 3 But tho this Loſs began to open the Eyes of ſeveral 
of the chief Leaders of them, and thar being inferionr in 
Number, they plainly faw the Dangers they expo-'d them- 
ſelves too, if they pertiſted longer © trouble the Repole of 
the Dutchy, and that thereupon thev began to lend 2n Ear 
to the Remonſrrances and good Oihces of rhe Liſhop os 
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Wil»a, for the Re-union of the contending Parties ; Yet ſug 
was the Obſtinacy of Prince Sapieha, that he got what Treo 
he could together, and poſted himſelf. at ſome diſtance fron 
the City of Grodyo, while the other Quartered himſelf o 
the other fide of the faid City, with the Nobility of th 
Country and his other Adherents, who far ſurpaſſed th 
Prince in Strength, and where they ſeemed to be ready þ 
engage, when General Fleming ſuddenly came and poſts 
himſelf with 28 Saxon Companies betweew both Armj 
with Orders to fire upon thoſe that committed the firk a4 
of Hoſtility. This he had no ſooner done, but he fer 
Orders to Prince Sepieha, in the King and Republick's Nang, 
to diſband his Army upon the Place; Which tho* the Princ 
at figſt made a icruple to obey, yet confidering the 
pernicious Conſequences of a Refulal, and the vaſt inzqu 
lity of Force between them, his Enemy being computed t 
be thrice his Strength, he reſolved to yield Obedience: Up 
on which, Commithoners were appointed on both tides, i 
the Preſence of General Fleming, whom the King had a 
pointed as Mediator, and a Treaty of Accommodation ws 
tigned, December the 20th ;3 Importing, That: Sapieha's At 
my, which was the chiet Cauſe of the Conteſt, in fo ſever 
a Seaſon, ſhould be forthwith diſbanded, 2620 Foot ſhoull 
be kept till in Pay, comprehending the Regiment alloy 
by the Republick 3 That the Officers ſhould Swear an Oath 
of Fidelity, and engage never. to Attempt any: thing againk 
the Republick, and faithfully to ſerve the King z That the 
Hungarian Troops ſhould be diſbanded, 1140 Dragoon 
ſhould be kept on foot; That the Soldiers, as well dilband 
ed as otherwiſe, ſhould be promiſed free Quarters in lieud 
all their Pretenfions;z That all Hoſtilities committed on both 
tiges ſhould be obliterated by a General Amnefty; Thz 
the Money which the King had promiſed the Army by th 
Paitz Convema, ſhould be paid, and that the Republic 
ſhould preſs the Pertormance of the ſaid Paz Convents. Bu 
as for the four Quarters promiſed by the Republick, Dx 
puties ſhould be ſent to the next Dyet, that the Mont! 
might be paid to the Reſpettive Companies z No new It 
vics ihould be made without the Dyet, and that till the ſane 
met, all poſhble care ſhould be taken that- the General « 
Lithuania might exactly obſerve the Inſtitution of the Cer 
quation. And whereas ſome Palatines had hitherto refuſe 
Winter Quarters, and other Contributions, Commithone" 
ſhould be ſent to the Dyet to demand Satisfattion z Thi 
the Right of Coxquation, Partition, &c. as alſo the Trib 
nal of L:huaia ſhould be preſerved inviolable, and thatd 
Manifetro's for that end ſhould remain in full Force, as 8 
that particular'; tut ſhould be annull'd in every thing th 
cox 
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concern'd the General of Lithuzniz, his Family, and other 
Perſons in particular, comprehended in the ſaid Manifeſto's, 
and that all poſſible ſecurity ſhould be procured for their 
Perſons, Eftates, and Dignities z That the Government of 
General ſhould ſubſiſt upon the Terms of Cozquation, and 
that his Penfion be reſerved to him 3 That for the Sum which 
he promiſed to pay ſom» Enſigns out of his own "Money, 
the. ſame ſhould he taken out of what ſhould ariſe from 
the four Quarters ; The Artillery was to be paid out gf 
the Rev:nit2 of Lipiuski, Germoresbi, and Winoſepski, till 
the ſucc2eding Dyet, of which the General of the Artillery 
was to give an account to the ſucceeding Dyets at hand 
That th: Artillery ſhould be laid up in the Arſenal of Wit, 
from wi-1-2 it was not to be taken out, but to be employ'd 
againſt 11:2 Tnemies of the Repuhlickz; That Prote&ion

Having thus diſpatch'd the Aﬀairs of the North, IT ſhall 
not amuſe the Reader in this place with the Naval Fight 
that hapned between the Venetic and Ortoman Fleets, in the 
Waters of Mityl:ne, on the 20th of Szpt-mber, fince 1 can- 
not, with any Certainty, alhgn what Loſs was ſuſtained, 
or the Vidtory to either fide, fo various have the Reports 
been, tho' the former laid a Claim to it, but defign now to 
reſume the Negotiations of the Peace with the Turks, (al- 
ready mentioned) but becauſe the ſame has ſpun out into 
the new Year before the final Concluſion of it, T ſhall here, 
according to my Cuſtom, briefly touch upon the Remark- 
ables of the laſt. 

Towards the beginning of Fehrn1ry, dyed Frederick Ciſimir,

Conſtitution of the Government, that no Roman Catholick 
ſhall inherit, to the Crown of Englund: By the Peace of 
Weſip»4liz, the deceaſed Elettor was deſigned Biſhop of vf: 
nabrue, (which is a very conſiderable Country) when the 
Alternative was ſettled, for one time a Roman Catholick, 
and next time a Prince of the Houle of Lunemburg, of which 
he took Pofſeſhon in 165$. upon the death of the Cardinal 
of 1/ir::mbug, the laſt Roman Catholick Biſhop. The En- 
peror was no ſooner informed of the Elettor's death, but 
that in purſuance to the ſaid Treaty, he diſpatch'd away 
a Commiſſioner to be preſent at the Eleftion of a n2w Br 
ſhop, for which there were divers Candidat2s, and about 
which the Capitulars wereextreamly divided ; Zut at length, 
April the 14th, they all united in favour of Ch.y/:s, #:1zph, 
Ipnatizs of [orrain, Biſhop of 0O!marz, the Duke of that 
Name's Brother, who was advanced to that Dignity. 
And now we have mentioned the Death of two 1lluftr 
ous Perſons, we ſhall take notice of as many marriages; One 
was in the North, at the Swediſh Court, between the Duke 
of Holſtein Gottorp, and 71:dwig Sophia, Princeſs Royal 6 
Sweden, which was Conſummated at Czrels>0vrg on the 12th 
of Funz without any Solemnity ; But the other, between the 
ap Duke of Lorrain and Elizabeth Chazlortz, Daughter 
o the Duke of Orleans, the French King's Brother, was per- 
formed upon the 12th of 0fober at Fonrrinbl:uu with fo 
much Pomp and Cer:monious Obſervances , that 1 hare 
no great Stomach to relate the Particulars, and as little to 
call to mind th2 death Ferdinand Foſzph, EleRoral Prince of 
Brvaria, who departed this Lite Februzry 16th, N. S. 1699. 
not long after (as was given out, and that very probably) 
the King of Spzin had ſettled the Snccetfion of that Crow 
upon him, and the French King's M2morial at 1.:4-i4 upon 
that Subj:& was a manifeſt Confirmation of ir; And the 
Truth of it is, if there was a Right of Succeifion any where,

Novem/er when the Mediators delivered to the Tmkiſh Ple- gay 


nipotentiaries, the Preliminary Articles, which mainly 'in 
Subſtance contained, That each Party reſpettively ſhould 
retain what he had got, and the following days, till the 
12th, were ſpent in preparing Matters, upon which they 
were- to enter in Conference that day; On the 13th, the 
Imperial and Turkith Plenipotentiaries cauſed ſeveral fair 
Tents to be ſet up on the ſides of the Houſe appointed for 
the Conferences, and by Nine in the Morning the firſt at- 
rived at the Mediators Lodgings,  whither the Turks alſo 
repaired at the ſame time, and from thence went altoge- 
ther to the Houſe of Conference 53 where after mutual Cr 
vilities, they took their Places in the midfe-of the-Tent, 
which had four Doors, two whereof boing oppolite to one 
another, ſerved for th2 Fntrance of the Mediators, and the 
other two for the Imperial and Turkiſh  Plenipocentiaries 
The Count of 0rivgh:z; had the right of the former, and 
Reis Effendi of the latter; The Mediators Secretaries, and 
thoſe of th? Impyerial Embaſſy, were placed behiad, aad the 
Turkiſh Secretary, who frood up-right before, far down 
upon the Floor; And this was the manner of the opening 
of the firſt Conf*r'-.:e, after pronouncing of theſe Woxds, 
God Grant an \-4ppy P:.ce, There was a Table in the midft 
between the Mediators and Plcnipotentiariesz And the 
Conference laſt-7 01, haif an Hour after Ten, tiil Three 
in the Afcernoon, when the Mediators and Þlenipotentiaries 
went out ia the ſame order as thy. entradz But all the 
while they were within, the Fmperor's and Turkiſh Guards, 
beſides a great Number of Ofhcers of both Nations, en- 
vironed the Teat. The Conferences were renewed in the 
ſame manner the three ſacc-eding days with good Succeſs; 
Andq among other things, they conferred about the Regu- 
lation of Limits between the two Empires and Republick 
of Venice too, wherein the Chriſtians apnearing ſomewhat

Sgme Debates ariſing, hereupon, and concerning other 
things, as the giving up of Teckelcy, and rhe holy Sepulcre, 
the diſmantling of Cnrmice, and the {urrendring of another 
PiX& Upon ws 4k Sed, hLefiaes the quilting of 4/ept, tO 
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1698, the Moſcovites, but much more concerning the V-1-tizn and 
WWW Turkiſh Limits, benides the demoliſhing of ſome advantageous
